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Town Meeting passes water and 
sewer enterprise funding article

Town Meeting members in Win¬ 
chester like to get the horse firmly 
before the cart. 

At Monday night’s session, the 
first to deal with money matters, 
members halted consideration of Ar¬ 
ticle 4, the general budget, to take up. 
Article 5, the water and sewer enter¬ 
prise question. 

After a long debate new water and 
sewer rates were set and all water 
and sewer expenses housed under the 
one roof in the inauguration of enter¬ 
prise funding for the town's utilities. 

At the start of the meeting, things 
hummed along smoothly enough. 
Members approved with only minor 
discussion the Town Meeting budget 
of $5,450, the finance committee 
budget of $9,853, the selectmen’s 
budget of $9,000, the town manager’s 
budget of $153,068. the comptroller's 
budget of $135,156 and the treasurer’s 
budget of $108,485. 

An amendment to add $1,825 to the 
treasurer's budget for overtime labor 
during tax collection time was over¬ 
whelmingly defeated. 

discussion sidetracked 

But soon a question raised by an 
alert member sidetracked the for¬ 
ward motion. Robert Bairnsfather of 


Copley Street asked whether the 
budgets in Article 4 contained funds 
for water and sewer expenses, or 
whether funds to be allocated to the 
water and sewer enterprise had been 
pulled out and grouped together under 
Article 5. 

His concern was that Town 
Meeting could vote the entire budget, 
but then not accept Article 5, which 
would “cause a reopening of all ac¬ 
counts already voted." 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer explained that, yes, the ac¬ 
counts in Article 4 were net of water 
and sewer amounts. 

Bairnsfather complained that the 
voting of individual accounts in Arti¬ 
cle 4 would “bias" Town Meeting 
towards passing Article 5, since, once 
the budget was set. there would exist 
only a nominal choice not to accept 
the water and sewer enterprise fund. 

Town Moderator John Sullivan 
called upon the selectmen and the 
finance committee to state their posi¬ 
tions on Article 5. Both boards said 
they supported the article 
philosophically. 

not enough time 

Selectmen Chairman Robert Deer- 
ing said his board supported the 
specific rates in the motion. Finance 
Committee Chairman Lorna 
Tseckares said her committee had 


not had time to review the rate 
structure. 

Bairnsfather said he strongly op¬ 
posed the way Article 5 was “set up 
and said he could not debate Article 
4 with Article 5 "hanging over me." 

Sullivan tried to move the debate 
forward, but Town Meeting member 
Sally Kincaid protested. “The 
i previous) question is echoing wide¬ 
ly" throughout the cavern of the high 
school auditorium, she said. “So¬ 
meone has to inform the meeting we 
won't be able to fund the town (if Ar¬ 
ticle 5 does not pass). I don’t believe 
we have any choice,” she said. 

Sullivan accepted a motion from 
the floor to postpone discussion of Ar¬ 
ticle 4 until a time certain, that time 
being after Article 5 was settled one 
way or the other. 

The motion passed and the debate 
began on Article 5. 

Maurer presented the article, 
which called for an appropriation of 
$2,631,606 for water and sewer opera¬ 
tions and a set of new, higher water 
and sewer rates. 

new accounts 

The appropriation contained ac¬ 
counts that up to this year had been 
funded in other departments, in¬ 
cluding $184,180 for retirement ex¬ 
pense, $10,200 in workmen’s 
compensation, and $51,219 for group 


insurance associated with water and 
sewer department employees, in¬ 
terest and payment of funded debt of 
$42,167, insurance of $16,320, and 
minor amounts allocated to different 
municipal departments. 

Also included were $680,703 for the 
direct expense of 17 staff positions in 
the water and sewer department. 
$22,900 for a dump truck, $247,000 for 
new’ water mains, and last, but by no 
means least, $1,210,865 for 
Massachusetts Water Resource 
Authority charges. 

The motion asked members to set 
water and sewer rates as well. The in¬ 
itial proposal called for a two-tier 
structure, with seniors paying $1.12 
per hundred cubic feet (ecf) for water 
and $1.30/ccf for sewer. The rest of 
the population would pay $1,40/ccf for 
the first 150 ccf of water and $1.68 
thereafter, and $1.62/ccf for the first 
150 ccf of sewer and $1.94 thereafter. 

Residents lauded the proposal's 
conservation incentive, the increase 
in price above 150 units. Member 
Gerard Poleari asked why the price 
break occurred at that specific level. 
Maurer told him that average usage 
per year is 142 units and that the 
figure had been rounded up 

Member Mary Pronsky raised the 
idea that the discount should not be

There are three important reasons 
Neuchatel Restuarant Corporation 
won the battle for the third liquor 
license: location, location, and 
location. 

By a four to one margin, the Win¬ 
chester Board of Selectmen granted 
Jean Paquin and her partner. Cesare 
Solari. the town’s third liquor license 
Tuesday evening. 

Both applicants. Jeanne Tahnk 
and Neuchatel, appeared for the third 
time before the board to present their 
financial and architectural plans for 


the proposed 100-seat upscale 
restuarar.t. 

And once again, there was no 
public response to the Paquin presen¬ 
tation. 

However, Tahnk’s proposal met 
substantial public opposition. 
Michael Connolly, a neighbor, said he 
“was violently opposed to any expan¬ 
sion of this restuarant.” At the same 
time, Tahnk’s attorney claimed that 
all the abutters to her 910 Main St. 
property were in favor of her getting 
the third license and her proposed ex¬ 
pansion.

Elders, students 
share quality time

Winchester’s elders and high 
school seniors are experiencing a uni¬ 
que program over the course of the 
next two weeks. 

The project involves an in- 
tergenerational exploration of fami¬ 
ly issues through group discussion. 
The program was developed by Fran 
Pratt, director of Understanding Ag¬ 
ing, Inc., and is piloting at the high 
school. 

The goal of Understanding Aging, 
Inc . based at Framingham State Col¬ 
lege where Pratt is a professor, is to 
educate the public and dispel myths 
about aging and old age, and to en¬ 
courage interaction between the two 
generations. 


“The project we’re doing here is 
a project in w’hich young people and 
old people come together as co¬ 
learners,” said Pratt. He pointed out 
that one myth about aging is that lear¬ 
ning stops. The project, he said, “is 
meant to be a learning experience for 
both groups.” 

Groups of senior citizens will visit 
"Issues of the 80s" social studies 
classes at the high school for a two- 
week period. Together, seniors and 
elders will discuss issues surrounding 
the aging process, what it means and 
what is happening in families now 
that people are living longer on 
average.

The Best Broadsheet Weekly 
Editorial Page award is granted to an 
editorial page judged for its content, 
layout, diversity and relevance to 
local issues, according to MPA 
documentation. 

The editorial page that won the 
trophy appeared in the Oct. 22 issue 
ol the Star. 

“Over the past six months, the let¬ 
ters to the editor section has increas¬ 
ed in size and has become a serious 
forum for town debate. This has cer¬ 
tainly added to the prize-winning 
stature of the editorial page." Kay 
said.

Perestroika: a new deal 

U.S., Soviet businessmen exchange ideas

Economists and managers from 
the Soviet Union and United States 
joined together during a forum at the 
high school Tuesday. 

Coordinated by Star Editor Roger 
Kay, the forum was intended to open 
discussions on business practices, and 
specifically perestoika, the Russian 
word for restructuring. 

Kay opened the forum by talking 
about glasnost, which means open¬ 
ness. He said that Pravda, the Soviet 
newspaper, had only that morning 
criticized the Communist Party for its 
operation of the country, referring to 
it as dictatorial and destructive. The 
article called for elections of top of¬ 
ficials by secret ballot. 

The article, said Kay “is glasnost 
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in operation." 

Panelists included R.D. Sahl, co¬ 
anchor of Channel 7 evening news; W 
Chadwick Maurer, town manager: 
Alan Kay, Winchester resident, father 
of the editor and initiator of the ex¬ 
change program; John Sullivan, town 
moderator and president of Perland 
Environmental Technologies; Sergei 
Shibaev, senior lecturer at the In¬ 
stitute of Foreign Relations. Alex¬ 
ander Chaus, general director of 
Polyaron, an electronics company; 
and Felix Goryunov, an economic 
observer for New Times magazine 
The forum was moderated by the 
younger Kay. 

Improve relations 

Alan Kay explained that as part of 
an executive exchange program coor 
dinated by Bridges for Peace, which 
operates U.S.-Soviet exchange pro¬ 
grams out of Norwich, Vt., a group of 
12 American entrepreneurs and 
managers visited the Soviet Union 
last October "to talk about how we 
can improve relations between the 
two countries.” 

In return, a group of Soviet 
businessmen have come to the United 
Stales for two weeks to observe first¬ 
hand American business practices 
Alan Kay called the visit an oppor 
tunity for Americans to "interact with 
real Russians and learn what’s going 
on ” 

Panelists addressed how each 
economic system functions, and 
where differences lie. 

Sullivan, who is in the midst of 
launching a new multi-million dollar 
company, Perland Environmental 
Technologies, said he has had the op¬ 
portunity to do business in 44 coun¬ 
tries. Through such contact, he has 


viewed the differences between the 
United States and other countries as 
a businessman. 

Private enterprise 

“This country is founded on 
private enterprise" for the benefit of 
the people rather than the govern¬ 
ment. he said. In developing his own 
business. Sullivan said the company 
has been formed from divisions of 
three existing companies. In the 
future, he said, the company will turn 
to the public markets for additional 
funding. 

"1 think that system [the stock 
market] is specifically unique to the 
Western Hemisphere," said Sullivan, 
and called private enterprise “the 
very core of our whole corporate 
world.” 

Maurer said in funding a public 
enterprise such as the Town ol Win¬ 
chester. money is raised through tax¬ 
ation. He discussed the budget 
process, and pointed out that the main 
problem is the constraints placed on 
the town by Proposition 2>2. The 
town, he said, has to “be careful” to 
keep within the limitations of 2‘fc. 

To do this, Maurer said, the town 
must prioritize services. However, he 
emphasized, when something is not 
funded, "it is not because we don’t 
believe in it. . .We try to do the best 
we can with the resources we have 
available to us. 

Shibaev addressed funding 
businesses in the Soviet Union. In 
previous years, he said enterprises 
were primarily state-run. However, 
through restructuring, the govern¬ 
ment is attempting to make the 
economy less centralized. 

State-owned businesses can raise

for seniors but based on income level. 
Deering said the selectmen were in 
agreement. An amendment to the 
main motion was made to reflect this,

One member pointed out that the 
discount structure provided no incen¬ 
tive for recipients to conserve, that 
the rate structure included no price 
jump at 150 ccf for them. The amend¬ 
ment was changed so that those 
receiving a discount would pay the 
regular-rate above 150 ccf.

year, and is intended to become a per¬ 
manent part of the curriculum. Pratt 
said the “hope is after doing the pilot 
program in Winchester, we can train 
teachers in other parts of the state to 
set up similar programs.” 

The project will culminate with a 
performance created by elders and 
seniors working together and will 
depict commonalities between the 
generations. The performance is 
scheduled for May 20 at the Jenks 
Center and is open to the public. 

Pratt said funding for the program 
has been provided through grants, 
foundations and corporations, such as 
the Boston Globe Foundation and 
New England Telephone Company.

When asked if the government 
watches people, Pankratova said “We 
don’t feel watched. We feel very 
free.” 

The KGB, said Kovaler, is “more 
to scare people. Nobody will put you 
in jail for speaking out." The KGB "is 
necessary for security,” much like 
the CIA, he said. 

Dungarees are no longer a big 
deal, Americans have more movies 
and television stations and Soviets 
tend to listen to British more than 
American music, they said.

plimented by four board members as 
having presented “well thought-out 
proposals." But it was the downtown 
iocation — the site of the former 
Dover Grille — that led Selectman 
Judith Muggia to make the motion to 
grant Neuchatel the much sought- 
after license. 

Only Selectman Francis Sopper 
voted against the Neuchatel license, 
indeed any further licensing of liquor 
in Winchester. He said he “always 
voted against all liquor licenses.” The 
quality of life, according to Sopper, is 
much better "if you’re not addicted 
to drugs or alcohol.” 

Paquin claimed that she would be 
able to open her restuarant in the near 
future. Given that it seems her pro¬ 
posal has overcome most, if not all, 
of the major hurdles, she intends to 
be open and operating in about 2>/j 
months. 

With only minor changes in carpet 
and wall coverings, Paquin will be 
serving her brand of cuisine by the 
middle of July. 

During the course of the hearing, 
several selectmen focused on the 
managerial skills and availability of 
financial data. Selectman Thomas 
Schmitt asked Paquin if she would be 
willing to supply the board with 
“audited financial statements" when 
her license came up for renewal. 


On the advice of counsel, Paquin 
demurred, but said that she would in¬ 
deed cooperate to provide “adequate 
information.” Schmitt also asked 
Tahnk if she would provide extensive 
financial information, and she 
likewise sidestepped the issue by say¬ 
ing "if required.” 

However, when it came time to 
discuss both applicants, the issue of 
managerial skills and financial data 
did not seem to have an impact. The 
town had an empty Dover Grille, a 
location that fit the board’s idea of 
where there should be a 100-seat 
restuarant that serves liquor. 

But Selectman Stephen Powers 
left the door slightly ajar for Tahnk 
and a fourth license, perhaps for 
“beer and wine” only. 

Powers gently admonished Tahnk 
about the present condition of her 
building at 910 Main St. and claimed 
that the neighborhood would ap¬ 
preciate her cleaning it up, and if she 
did, there might be a chance at a 
future date for some kind of liquor 
license. 

After three extensive hearings, 
reams of letters, sets of architectural 
renderings and lots of community in¬ 
volvement, Paquin and Solari are 
ready to open their doors, and 
weather permitting, bring back din¬ 
ing al fresco to downtown.

FROM THE EDITOR’S DESK 


The drug problem 
is in need of new, 
better solutions 

Brad Bailey wrote a moving column last week about the drug pro¬ 
blem facing Winchester. His words set me to thinking about the in¬ 
tractability of the thing, and I remembered a strange event that took 
place when I was at Bennington College in the early ’70s. 

A couple of youngish filmmakers showed up on campus with a flick 
they said they had made themselves. A showing was scheduled on 
short notice and about 50 students came to see what it was about. 

The film, as I recall, was titled, “The Golden Triangie,” and before 
it ran, one of the filmmakers spoke. 

The film, he told us, had been smuggled into the country illegally 
because it contained classified information obtained directly in 
Thailand, Burma and Laos, the three countries whose borders lie 
within the Golden Triangle of the film's title. 

The Golden Triangle gets its name from the value of the local 
agriculture, opium poppies, and the shape of the region. 

The young man seemed a bit apologetic about having to show us 
an illegal film, but explained that the information confined therein 
was so important, it had to be seen in case something happened to 
the film or the people involved. 

The reason for showing it at Bennington, he said, was that his 
girlfriend went to school there and he didn't know where else to go. 

The crew, it seems, had obtained the money for the project from 
a Swiss account through which had been funnelled some of the fan- 
tabulous profits generated by the Beatles during their reign over pop 
music. Once financed, the team flew over to Thailand vdth the ob¬ 
ject of spending a few weeks with one of the drug warlords there and 
filming a documentary. 

What actually happened was that the crew with their army got 
trapped by a competing army and pushed along a river deep into the 
interior. It took them three months to get out of there. 

The content of the film was overpowering, particularly when one 
takes into account the media conservatism of that era. 

In one scene, two deserters are returned to an army by an enemy 
army that has switched sides and become allies. The two are about 
to be executed. The narrator explains that only the Americans didn’t 
know what was happening. He says, “Listen to this,” and the sound 
is turned up. The audience can hear the compulsive burping of a man 
who knows he is about to die. The other soldiers look miserable. The 
narrator says the men were beaten to death with clubs, but filming 
was not permitted. 

One of the fascinating aspects of the film was the explanation of 
how armies continually.switched sides in response to small changes 
in the balance of power. Roughly six armies vied for control over por¬ 
tions of the poppy distribution chain. 

As I remember, a Chinese Nationalist army that Mao had forced 
over the border was a key player. It controlled the end point of the 
chain on the coast where the Mafia bought the product. Then there 
were several flavors of Thai army, both revolutionary, and 
“legitimate,” some Vietnamese and various colorful bandits with a 
couple of hundred men. 

Each group controlled something: a footpath through the moun¬ 
tains here, a producing village there. All were “protecting” the 
peasants of the area and all had rules of interaction that kept the com¬ 
mercial flow moving. Every day there were two or three casualties. 

At the end of the film, the filmmakers told us that the U.S. govern¬ 
ment had sold six helicopters to the Chinese Nationalists, presumably 
because they were politically against Mao, and that these helicopters 
were being used in the drug trade. 

The young men also said that, in their opinion, the solution to the 
drug problem lay in the U.S. government’s direct involvement as 
buyers. 

The logic of their argument went as follows: the U.S. should mus¬ 
cle out the Mob by competing aggressively in the international drug 
market. On the distribution side, Uncle Sam should sell to addicts 
cheaply and under controlled circumstances to halt the increase in 
the addicted population and the crime associated with obtaining 
money for a fix. Gradually, the numbers of addicts could be brought 
down through social programs. 

But the key impact would be on the buy side, where the Mob would 
lose control of its major market. As the situation stabilized, the U.S. 
could gradually wean peasant producers from the deadly crop by pay¬ 
ing more for food products. 

Thus, the U.S. would become the largest drug dealer in the world. 

Back in the early part of the century, Big Brother Sam thought 
he could stop alcoholism by making booze illegal. The resulting black 
market put the Mafia in business in the first place. The repeal of Pro¬ 
hibition did not stop people from drinking, but it did stop bad people 
from profiting from others’ weaknesses. 

There are surely some holes in this radical thesis, but the drug 
problem is in need of fresh solutions. All the dough that might be spent 
buying opium and cocoa from producing countries, operating drug 
distribution and treatment centers and educating the country’s youth 
on the nonglamour of drugs would be far less than the cost incurred 
now of DEA armies, jails, stolen property, ruined lives and suppor¬ 
ting the Mob in a style to which they have, for too long, become 
accustomed.

Many of our 
best athletes and students are forced 
to leave our school system to compen¬ 
sate for our residents’ unwillingness 
to support youth oriented projects. 

As a concerned father, I would cer¬ 
tainly be willing to sacrifice a little 
from a tax standpoint to better pro¬ 


vide for the children of the communi¬ 
ty. For the record, I would like to 
clear up a misconception that seems 
to run rampant among the townspeo¬ 
ple that resist proposals or ideas for 
the expansion of or the addition to, our 
town’s facilities. 

If you have ever used the Woburn 
YMCA or Arlington Boys Club pools, 
it is evident that the majority of swim¬ 
mers utilizing free swim time are 
adults; in fact, many of these adults 
are senior citizens.

Resident refutes 
Borggaard’s case 

TO THE EDITOR: 

I see from the April 28 issue that 
Clarance Borggaard is continuing to 


claim that Winchester seniors are be¬ 
ing “cheated” out of their rightful 
benefits. In comparing Winchester 
spending on the students and the 
elderly, however, Mr. Borggaard is 
ignoring the fact that since the New 
Deal, governmental spending on the 
elderly has tended to shift to the 
federal level. 

In an article from the March 12 
“Economist” titled "Old, but far from 
feeble,” a writer points out that most 
elderly get around $9,500/year in 
federal benefits, 10 times what 
children get [in federal benefits]. 
Amusingly enough, by ignoring local 
spending, the “Economist” is trying 
to make exactly the opposite of Mr. 
Borggaard’s point—that it’s children 
who are getting the shaft. 

Nonetheless, $9,500 per year for 
the elderly puts Mr. Borggaard’s 
figure of $5,540 per year for students 
to shame. Of course, the elderly have 
much greater medical needs than 
children, and the higher level of spen¬ 
ding may be entirely appropriate. 
However, as the rest of the 
“Economist’s” article points out, 
compared to other population groups, 
seniors have done quite well for 
themselves recently. It will be a 
shame if local finances, already reel¬ 
ing under Prop. 2Vi, have to withstand 


yet another assault from a special in¬ 
terest group.

tennis community that such an issue 
was even being considered. 

I Author’s Note: Unfortunately the 
user fee schedule printed in the 
following week’s Star was erroneous. 
Thanks to Selectman Powers the fees 
were reduced substantially from 
those printed. They are as follows: 
Family-$75, Individual-$30, Youth-$5. 
For those people who do not have a 
season pass, a daily pass can be pur¬ 
chased for $5. There are other details 
regarding the fees that we won’t go in¬ 
to here. 1 

We first heard about the increase 
through Selectman Powers, who at¬ 
tended our annual meeting on the 
evening of April 13. Needless to say, 
we were upset at the prospect of pay¬ 
ing significantly higher fees for our 
season passes to the Packer Courts. 
We all recognized that the fee we had 
been paying up until this year was 
nominal. Howsever, the erroneous 
fees reported in the newspaper did in¬ 
itiate much discussion among the ac¬ 
tive players. 

We were able to meet with the 
Board of Selectmen on April 25. We 
asked for a reduction in the youth fee 
back to the $5 level. We saw no reason 
to have our youth helping the town out 
of our financial dilemma nor do we 
want to set the precedent of raising 
youth fees when additional funds are 
needed. The board voted in favor of 
returning the youth fee back to $5. 

We also made the board aware 


that we were upset that such an issue 
was considered without the involve¬ 
ment of the tennis community and 
particularly the WTA. We impressed 
upon the board that they have a great 
resource in the WTA for such issues 
and we want to be involved when deci¬ 
sions impacting Winchester tennis 
come before the town. Chairman 
Deering apologized for the haste with 
which the board decided and voted on 
the fees but it was the feeling of the 
board that immediate action was 
necessary on this issue as the season 
was fast approaching. 

It appears that most all of the user 
fees in town will be substantially in¬ 
creased this year. We are not being 
singled out. 

Last year through the efforts of the 
WTA and the Department of Public 
Works, which maintains the Packer 
facility, the courts were in the best 
shape that they have been for many, 
many years. As an association we ex¬ 
pect this as a minimal level of court 
maintenance as a result of the in¬ 
creased cost to the tennis communi¬ 
ty. It is natural human behavior that 
when people pay more, they expect 
more. This will undoubtedly make us 
more vocal toward the town if our 
minimum expectations aren't met. In 
fact, one could rationalize that at the 
old fee rate, it was hard to get too 
upset with the quality of the courts 
because as the expression goes “you 
get what you pay for.” 


The last point we want to make is 
that the season pass fees do not come 
close to covering the annual expenses 
of maintenance, never mind 
upgrading of the Packer facility. 
Sure, we are all taxpayers, but when 
people have a more vested interest in 
their pursuits, the result is generally 
one of better quality. The added cost 
we are being asked to pay should be 
reflected in a better facility and that 


is one of the priorities of your tennis 
association.

money from three sources, Shibaev 
said. 

Funding business 

“The biggest part of our industry 
is self-financed. They can only spend 
the money they earn,” said Shibaev. 
The second source of funding is bank 
loans, providing an entrepreneur can 
prove his program to the bank. 

As the final source, Shibaev said 
“We are introducing, as in your coun¬ 
try, shares.” 

The second type of business is col¬ 
lective farms. Funding for these 
farms is either self-genera ted or pool¬ 
ing of principals' resources. He said 
they are “something like co¬ 
operatives. 

“We are moving from an old 
economic system to a new economic 
system,” said Shibaev. He added 
although the transformation is not as 
smooth as his description would lead 
one to think, it is taking place. 

Speaking through an interpreter, 
Chaus addressed the question of 
employee relations. He said in order 
to lay off an employee, he “must gain 
permission of the local trade union.” 
If permission is not received, an 
employee must be retained, he added. 

Employment termination 

There are a number of reasons for 


termination of employment, said 
Chaus. These include reorganization 
of the plant, poor performance or 
alcoholism. 

“We are now reorganizing our 
system and are restructuring," he 
said. Chaus pointed out as a rule, an 
employer must provide at least three 
new job opportunities for an employee 
who has been let go. If a person 
refuses to accept one of these posi¬ 
tions, the company is nol required to 
compensate the period of unemploy¬ 
ment, he added. Otherwise, the com¬ 
pany must pay 60 days full pay after 
the termination. 

Chaus noted the government is 
also in the process of organizing a 
country-wide system of training. 
Through this program, employees 
can be retrained in different fields if 
there are no positions available in a 
person’s area. 

In the Soviet Union, (he age of 
retirement for men is 60 while for 
women it is 55, said Chaus. However, 
if an employer wishes to retain the 
services of an employee beyond that 
age, permission must be granted by 
the trade union. 

Local government 

On the local level, Maurer said 
Winchester employs more than 500 
people.

Maurer said the town deals with 
five separate unions, clerical, public 
works, two police unions and a fire 
union. The town manager, depart¬ 
ment heads and some clerical 
workers are not unionized. 

“Fortunately, in Winchester we 
have a very good relationship with all 
of our employee unions,” said 
Maurer. 

As far as termination of employ¬ 
ment is concerned, Maurer said it is 
done “for cause.” Union rules and 
state laws “adequately protect the 
rights of employees,” he added. 

On the town's part, layoffs due to 
budgetary considerations could 
become a concern, said Maurer. 

Aggressive moves 

Sullivan noted the United States 
has made some “very aggressive 
moves” toward ameliorating 
discrimination. In the next decade, he 
added, increasing numbers of 
minorities and women will be enter¬ 
ing the top levels of the corporate 
structure. 

Roger Kay asked journalists Sahl 
and Goryunov to address the chang¬ 
ing perceptions of each country. 

Sahl said it “seems to me that 
many Americans have a perception 
of the Soviet Union as a nation without 
joy.” Having visited the country, 
however, Sahl said, “When you go 
there, you see people do laugh, they 
do have family. . .” 


Through meeting people, 
stereotypes can be broken down, 
noted Sahl. In addition, he cited 
Mikhail Gorbachev as a main source 
of changed attitudes. 

Because of Gorbachev, “there is 
something there that touches a 
chord," said Sahl, which makes the 
Soviet Union “more approachable for 
American people.” 

Common practices 

Goryunov pointed out there “are 
a lot of things that unite us.” He said 
misconceptions between the two 
countries are deeper than attitudes 
about which economic system works 
more efficiently. 

A market system has existed in 
the Soviet Union along side central 
planning since the revolution, said 
Goryunov, despite the fact it was 
illegal. 

Although Americans question cen¬ 
tral planning, Goryunov said, it is 
something the two countries have in 
common. 

In reference to the United States, 
he said, “When you have an economy 
based on private enterprise, but it is 
spending about $3 billion on defense, 
this is planning ahead.” 

“Even on the local level, you have 
to plan things for social activities, im¬ 
proving roads. . . .,” said Goryunov. 
"We are much more similar to each 
other. We should find similarities.

Mutual advantage 

“There are experiences we can 
share. We can borrow also lots of 
things that can lie I of I mutual advan¬ 
tage," he said. 

One student asked if profit is a goal 
under perestroika. 

Shibaev said profit is a stimulus 
for the 60 percent of enterprises that 
are not state owned. 

However, Goryunov disagreed. 
Profit, he said, has existed “since the 
revolution. The difference is, now 
these profits are not taken with taxes. 
Now they are used to improve produc¬ 
tion.” 

Sahl asked the Soviet visitors how 
they “gauge the depth of resistance” 
to the changes of perestroika and if 
restructuring will work. 

Changes a must 

Goryunov said he thought “some 


of the people of the leadership don't 
understand we have to stop for a lit¬ 
tle while to make restructuring 
work.” He added that in increasing 
quality, it is difficult to maintain the 
level of productivity. “You cannot run 
and get dressed at the same time,” he 
said. 

“We have no alternative but to 
make these changes. They will not on¬ 
ly be in the economic sphere, but also 
social and political," said Goryunov. 
The changes, he noted, will “make the 
system much more democratic.” 

Despite political differences, he 
said, “we are united on two main pro¬ 
blems." The first is to restructure the 
economy. 

The second is “to make progress 
on our arms talks with the United 
States. We have to withdraw our 
troops from Afghanistan."

ing through March, they do not 
operate during the steamy rainy 
summer. 

In order to get there from here I 
had first to make my way to Bangkok, 
because that is where visas are ob¬ 
tained for Vietnam. And from there 
I could apply in Ho Chi Minh City 
(formerly Saigon) for the Kam¬ 
puchean visa. 

Our group consisted of 12 
members plus an American escort 
who was with us from the time we left 
Seattle until we returned. Local 
guides accompanied us elsewhere. 

We all considered ourselves 
fearless, intrepid travelers instead of 
tourists. The travel company had 
warned that if we expected a luxury 
Grand Tour this one should not be 
booked. 

Porters weren’t usually available 
at hotels and airports. So we hadn’t 
packed much and carried backpacks 
and small duffle bags. Luckily, warm 
weather clothes don’t weigh as much 
as winter ones. 

It was a chance to visit one of the 
few remaining unspoiled destinations 
in the world. Little inconveniences 
didn’t matter. 

Two days after we arrived in Ho 
Chi Minh City all of us had the Kam- 
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puchean visa stamped into our 
passports and we transferred to the 
airport to depart for Siem Heap. 

There is a regular once a week 
flight to Phnom Penh, capitol of Kam¬ 
puchea, from Ho Chi Minh City. Bui 
most tour companies (such as ours) 
charter a small plane that goes to 
Siem Reap, a few miles from Angkor 
Wat — a one hour flight. Then the 
plane waits for the three to four hour 
visit to the temple to be completed 
and flies the group to Phnom Penh. 

As tourists become more plentiful 
schedules may change. 

Un our flight to Siem Heap whole 
oranges were offered by the one 
stewardess. No napkins or cutlery 
were provided. We used our teeth to 
start peeling the orange, and our own 
paper tissues to collect the garbage. 

What difference did it make? The 
oranges were sweet and juicy and we 
were on our way to Angkor Wat. 

The temple complex at Siem Heap 
is one of the architectural wonders of 
the world and the main reason all of 
us came to Kampuchea. Altogether 
there are 72 major monuments. 
Angkor Wat, the largest and most 
magnficenl of all, is the only one now 
open to tourists, although there is a 
possibility that at the end of 1988 
Angkor Thom may also be visited. 

Kampuchea was once a portion of 
an empire that included parts of the 
Malay Peninsula as well as Vietnam, 
Laos and Thailand. 

Angkor means the city or capitol. 
Between the 9th and 13th centuries 
various Khmer kings built a series of 
capitols on a grassy plain between To- 
nle Sap Lake and the Kulen Hills. This 
region comprised about 75 square 
miles. 

The government reached its peak 
during the reign of Suryayarman II 


(1113-1150). He was the builder of 
Angkor Wat. 

After that, because of constant 
warfare with neighbors, came a slow 
decline. 

In the 20th century Angkor began 
to be restored. 

But then came more unrest and 
the last archaeological workers left in 
1972. 

The period from 1975 to 1979 is 
known in Kampuchea as the time of 
horrors. Pol Pot and his Khmer 
Rouge troops defeated the US-backed 
government of Lon Nol. Up to three 
million Cambodians (of a total 
population of about 7'- million) may 
nave been murdered or otherwise 
done away with during this time. 

Then the Vietnamese invaded and 
drove Pol Pot from power. The pre¬ 
sent People’s Republic of Kampuchea 
is communist and supported by 
Russia. Some of Pol Pot's guerrillas 
still remian. 

But that did not detract from our 
anticipation of viewing Angkor Wat. 

A bus and driver as well as local 
guide were waiting as we climbed 
down the stairs from the plane. After 
a ride of three and a half miles over 
a dusty, unpaved road bordered by 
widely spaced trees, we could see 
Angkor Wat in the distance, its stone 
towers silhouetted against a cloudless 
sky. 

We all wanted to leave the bus to 
snap pictures but the guide refused. 
It was all right to take them from the 
doorway or windows but guerrillas 
might be hiding anywhere and 
tourists out in the open would be a 
tempting target. 

As we reached the entrance to 
Angkor and were allowed to leave the 
bus we felt safer. Other visitors, 
though not American, were there and

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also construction workers, some spon¬ 
sored by UNESCO and mostly from 
India, labored once more on the task 
of restoration. Brown uniformed sen¬ 
tries shouldering guns marched by. 
Later, in the rear of the complex, 
close to the Thai border and its 
refugee camps, we would hear 
gunfire. 

The temperature on this February 
day was between 90 and 100 degrees 
Farenheit. All of us wore sunhats and 
sturdy climbing shoes. 

We had to watch our steps very 
carefully. Walkways were uneven, 
sometimes with many holes, and 
strewn with large rocks. 

The outer gallery, half a mile long, 
contains bas-reliefs about Hindu 
myths. 

But in the late 1100’s Angkor was 
sacked by the Cham, once vassals of 
the Khmer. As the Hindu gods had not 
been protective, images of the Bud¬ 
dha were built, some in the tall cen¬ 
tral lower. 

Stairs to the terraces and towers 
were challenging. They rose almost 
vertically and very few had rails. 
Rises and treads were uneven, and 
many steps sloped at the edges. We 
were careful and sometimes zigzag¬ 
ged to the middle of one step and then 
to the side of the next one. Those 
above we clutched tightly with our 
hands as though climbing a ladder. 

Proceeding forward around the 
whole of Angkor Wat we did not des¬ 
cend the same staircase we scaled. To 
get to one terrace we went up 150 
steps, and then at the further end, 120 
down. 

Three to four hours in the heat and 
humidity is plenty of time to see the 
temple, and our bus and driver 
waited. Soon we boarded our 
chartered plane and in 30 minutes 
were in Phnom Penh. 

Once more the plane stayed at the 
airport until the three day two night 
visit was completed. It is cheaper for 
the owners to do that then to fly an 
empty plane back and forth. 

Our comfortable accomodations 
were in small air-conditioned 
bungalows on the banks of the 
Mekong River where we could watch 
the fishing boats go by. Fragrant 
yellow jasmine and red roses dotted 
the green landscaped lawns. 

The remaining two days were busy 
ones, even though there was a curfew 
from 9 p.m. to 5 a.m. Our guide ex¬ 
plained, “This is not because of gun¬ 
fire but because we want our people 
to work hard to improve the country 
after the ravages of Fol Pot. If they 
stay up all night they won’t.” 

Although I did not have contact 
with people in remote areas, it seem¬ 
ed to me that the ones I met and talk¬ 
ed with were happy and had enough 
rice to eat. 

Now that Pol Pot has gone they are 
once more rebuilding their country 
and looking towards a peaceful 
future.

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Holocaust moves young artist to 
sculptural tribute

Young people often find it hard to 
deal with the poignant emotions evok¬ 
ed by a study of the atrocities of the 
Holocaust. 

One 15-year-old Winchester resi¬ 
dent, however, has used her artistic 
talents as an outlet for her impres¬ 
sions of this terrible chapter in 
history. 

“I was touched by the victims’ 
situations. You can’t talk about those 
feelings. I put them into a sculpture,” 
said Katherine Dallow, a sophmore at 
the Winsor School in Boston. 

Dallow created the statue in reac¬ 
tion to a moving course called "Fac¬ 
ing History and Ourselves" which she 
completed this fall. The statue is now 
on display in the museum of the 
Holocaust Center of the North Shore 
in West Peabody. 

"The major feelings I tried to ex¬ 
press are that of questioning God, 
questioning the world, and the anger 
and fear the victims felt,” she said. 

The course curriculum is offered 
nationwide, and incorporates jour¬ 
nals, films, paperbacks, textbooks, 
letters from Holocaust survivors, and 
other documentation, which explore 
the feelings and emotions of the 
period, said Dallow. 
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Katherine Dallow's Holocaust 
statue. 

According to Dallow, “It is a 
psychological course which deals with 
human feelings and psychological 
human abuses," rather than rote ac-

counts of historical events. 

Dallow's statue communicates 
what she learned about the Holocaust. 
It is a personal statement. The foot- 
high sculpture has a wire frame and 
a body made out of wax. The figure 
of a malnourished woman in an 
agonizing stance, gazes upwards with 
an outstretched arm and a clenched 
fist. 

The statue, which was donated to 
the museum this past fall, was 
dedicated in a ceremony on March 22, 
said Dallow. 

According to Dallow, the idea for 
donating the statue came from her 
godfather, John Mannarino, who is af¬ 
filiated with the Center. 

The center was happy to receive 
the statue which is “their first real 
statue," said the young artist. The 
center also exhibits posters, 
literature, and artwork which they 
have received from other students, 
she said. 

During her free time, Dallow en¬ 
joys sculpting and drawing. She is 
also on the varsity field hockey, 
squash and tennis teams at Winsor. 

Dallow, who is the daughter of Dr.

Cancer society 
focus on breast 
health awareness 

Breast Wealth awareness is the 
American Cancer Society’s education 
priority for Cancer Control Month — 
April limit when volunteers are con¬ 
ducting a variety of programs to in¬ 
form women about the lifesaving 
benefits of mammography, breast 
self-examination, and breast exams 
by a physician. 

All women should begin to go for 
regular mammograms, or breast x- 
rays, after they turn 35, regardless of 
a family history of breast cancer or 
other risk factors, according to 


I,owell K. Schnipper, M.D., president 
of the American Cancer Society's 
Massachusetts Division. "It's quite 
simply the most effective way of 
detecting breast cancer early, in its 
most curable stages. However, not 
enough women are making mam¬ 
mography a part of their regular 
checkups," he said. 

‘‘Early detection with film screen 
mammography will help to make the 
early diagnosis of breast cancer and 
with appropriate treatment increase 
patient's longevity," said John Mac¬ 
Donald, M.D., radiologist at Win¬ 
chester Hospital. 

In May 1987, the American Cancer 
Society obtained low-cost mam¬ 
mograms for more than 5,000 women 
over age 35 who had never had a 
mammogram before. Of the women, 


23 were found to have breast cancer. 
Each has an excellent chance of com¬ 
plete recovery. 

A Massachusetts law that went in¬ 
to effect November 30,1987, requires 
insurance companies to include 
routine mammograms and Pap tests 
in their coverage for slate residents. 
Coverage for each women becomes 
effective on the date her policy is 
renewed, or when a new policy is 
issued. 

The American Cancer Society 
recommends that each women have 
a baseline, or first, mammogram bet¬ 
ween the ages of 35 and 39, a mam¬ 
mogram every one to two years 
between ages 40 and 40, and annual¬ 
ly after age 50.

Oncology nurses help patients cope with cancer 


Cancer, whether diagnosed for the 
first time or recurring, can threaten 
anyone’s sense of well-being. Some 
people, when they learn they have 
cancer, experience shock and denial. 
Others are not surprised, acting as if 
they expected it all along. 

The cancer patient must contend 
with emotional and physical reactions 
to treatments and their side-effects, 
as cancer treatment is nearly always 
aggressive. Surgery can be disfigur¬ 
ing, radiation or drugs can extend 
over weeks or months, and their side- 
effects can include nausea, hair loss, 
fatigue, cramps, skin burns or weight 
changes. 


Cancer treatment can place 
significant demands on a patient’s 
spirit as well as his or her body. There 
are medical questions which might be 
confusing — What did the doctor say? 
What do various terms mean? What 
is the prognosis? 

Because people with cancer, their 
friends and family members face in¬ 
tense fears, anxieties and frustra¬ 
tions, too many fail to ask the most 
important medical questions. 

So, where can cancer patients and 
their families turn? 

Physicians and nurses can serve 
as excellent sources of support. 

The role of an oncology nurse car¬ 


ries with it a lot of responsibility, 
commitment, and caring. 

“There are many different ways in 
which nurses can be important to the 
cancer patient,” said Lolly Clinton, 
RN, and an Oncology Certified Nurse 
(OCN) at Winchester Hospital who 
has specialized in oncology nursing 
for the past nine years. “We can listen 
to expressions of feelings or act as a 
sounding board. We can help focus 
anger or anxiety by helping to explore 
the specific causes of anger, drug 
reactions, and side effects.” 

Listening, reacting to, and absor¬ 
bing the patient’s emotional outpour¬ 
ings can often be as important or even 


more important than “doing" 
anything. Words of encouragement 
when treatments meet the patient's 
expectations are as important as 
when they are not. 

Because the oncology nurse cares 
for patients on an outpatient basis, the 
need exists to help them not only dur¬ 
ing treatment but in meeting day-to- 
day emotional and physical 
challenges. “It is a challenging role 
which is immensely rewarding," said 
Clinton. 

“Being able to help oncology pa¬ 
tients through the stress of their 
cancer and to help them realize that 
they can still go on living and leading 


fulfilling lives is very rewarding,” 
said Susan Morrison, RN. 

Medicine can alleviate the 
physical pain, but the pain endured 
when someone is dying, when one can 
no longer do for oneself, or when one 
has to quit one’s job to help care for 
a family member requires a special 
caring — a caring that doesn’t 
eliminate the [lain but makes it easier 
to endure. 

When a patient calls to discuss 
some physical changes taking place, 
the nurse pulls from her memory the 
way that person looked the last time 
she saw him, his actions, expressions, 
the tones in his voice. Then she 


evaluates and compares what she is 
hearing or seeing with the patient's 
goals and progress. 

"Each area of nursing has a 
special, unique aspect unto itself,” 
said Carol Mitchell, RN, OCN. “On¬ 
cology nursing is special to the degree 
that we get to know our patients and 
they get to know us." The oncology 
nurse follows the care of each patient 
from the day cancer therapy begins 
and continues to check the patient 
when therapy ends. 

The Oncology Department at Win¬ 
chester Hospital is always available 
for questions from patients and the 
general public.

Mildred Smith 

Mildred Gaffney Smith of 
Peabody, formerly of Lexington and 
Winchester, died recently of a heart 
attack at the age of 77. 

Mrs. Smith was born on Dec. 26, 
1910 in St. Louis, Mo., where her 
parents lived for a number of years. 
Her father, Charles Everett Gaffney, 
was from Charlestown; her mother, 
Louisa Mae (Wooster) was from 
Boston. 

For many years, she and her 
parents lived ir the family home in 
Lexington where she attended the 
Monroe School. After graduating 
from Lexington High School, she at¬ 
tended Lasell Junior College. 

Prior to her marriage, Mrs. Smith 
worked at the John Hancock In¬ 
surance Company. She won the 
women’s doubles championship in 
tennis sponsored by the company. 

On April 10,1937, she was married 
to Whitney Smith of Lexington. Her 
major involvement after her mar¬ 
riage was with her family. Never¬ 
theless, she found time fer many 
other activities. 

She won prizes in a number of 
competitions for word games and in¬ 
vented a new variation of Scrabble. 
She wrote a prize-wiiining theme song 
for a Boston radio program. In addi¬ 
tion, she was the "Betsy Ross of 
Guyana,” sewing the prototype of 


that country's national flag designed 
by her son. 

In 1930, she obtained her Senior 
Red Cross Life Saver certificate in 
Lexington. She served in Winchester 
as a leader for the Girl Scouts. 

She was involved in the Lexington 
Girl Scout Drum and Bugle Corps in 
the late 1920s and marched in the 
Patriot’s Day parade during the 
Bicentennial year when the Corps 
held its 50th reunion. 

Mrs. Smith enjoyed playing golf, 
and in 1983, she won a gold medal for 
her age group in the women’s singles 
ping pong championship at the North 
Shore Community Center. 

Throughout her life, Mrs. Smith 
was very active in arts and crafts. She 
was a graduate of the Vesper George 
School of Arts where she majored in 
commercial art. She taught herself 
calligraphy, quilting, needlepoint, 
rug-hooking, crocheting and 
ceramics. 

Her greatest love, however, was 
painting. Late in life, she started 
creating oils, acrylics and water- 
colors which were widely exhibited 
and sold, particularly in the North 
Shore area. Her specialties were land¬ 
scapes, seascapes and still lifes. 

She also enjoyed sewing for her 
family. For several years following 
World War II, she conducted a suc¬ 
cessful cottage industry employing 
local Lexington women. Mrs. Smith

If the children aren't interested 
in arming themselves with utensils 
to conquer the kitchen, they still 
can surprise mom with a luxurious 
meal ordered from a local bakery or 
a breakfast-in-bed service.

Following are some suggestions 
from the makers of Bonne Maman

• Breakfast in bed serving hints: 
—Brighten the tray — whether it's 
a fancy wicker tray or simply a 
cookie sheet covered with a 
placemat — with doilies, colorful 
napkins, china and silver.

What’S Up at the Movies by Craig Tomashoff 


The stuff mini-series are made 



Of all the complaints a movie 
critic gets, perhaps the most annoy¬ 
ing goes like. They just don't make 
'em the way they used to.” 

This implies that modern 
movies just aren't like the good ol' 
film that were produced back in the 
30s and 40s. Back in those days, 
the theory goes, moviemakers real¬ 
ly knew how to create real, authen¬ 
tic cinema. Epic dramas w ith a ma 
jestic scope that told a story bigger 
than life itself. 

Well, anyone longing for one of 
the old-fashioned dramas will be 
very pleased with A Time of Des¬ 
tiny. Its story, about a young soldier 
and his love for a woman forbidden 
to him. is certainly the stuff those 


weepy old dramas were made of. 
And it does have a couple of big 
stars in Timothy Hutton and Willi¬ 
am Hurt. 

However, anyone longing for a 
movie that doesn't exceed the 
federal daily minimum requirement 
for cliches should avoid this hokey 
costume drama. A Time of Destiny 
is like an illustrated Harlequin 
Romance, the sort of stuff most TV 
mini-series are made of. Neither of 
these comments are meant as a 
compliment. 

Hutton stars as Jack McKenna, 
a young soldier who is in love with 
Josie (Melissa Leo), the favorite 
daughter of an obstinate old Bas¬ 
que immigrant (Francisco Rabal). 
When the film opens, it's 1945 and 
Hutton is on the battlefield in 
Europe. He survives a shelling and 
pledges to his buddy. "We re going 
to make it through this." 

Then it's time for a flashback, 
w hich takes up a good chunk of the 
next hour. We re back in 1943. and 
Jack and Josie are eloping on a 
rainy night in San Diego. She 
sneaks away from her irritating dad 
to a nearby church, where she and 
Jack swap wedding vows. Once 
back at their honeymoon suite, 
though, the upset papa storms in 
and takes his daughter back. He 
drives away fast. Jack follows. And 


quicker than you can say "plot com¬ 
plication," dad dies when his car 
crashes into a river and Josie's 
family blames Jack for the death. 

Still, you know Josie doesn't 
blame him. That's because the 
background music keeps rising to 
swell whenever the kids lay eyes on 
each other. And because when Jack 
finally goes marching off to war, 
Josie gives him her wedding ring 
and melodramatically intones, 
"Take this with you. It's part of me 
now." 

Other than this stiff dialogue, 
the only other proof these kids even 
like each other is the wide-eyed way 
they look whenever mentioning the 
other's name. In the old days, when 
this sort of movie was popular, this 
is what was call acting. Today, it's 
called over-acting. 

Meanwhile, back at the plot, 
Josie's long-lost brother shows up 
to mourn the death of their father. 
This brother. Martin (William Hurt), 
has always been the black sheep of 
the family, scorned by all in favor 
of Josie. and. in favor of that other 
standard plot device, "another bro¬ 
ther who died tragically several 
years earlier." This has made Mar¬ 
tin an angry young man, who 
swears revenge upon Jack in the 
hope that this will finally make his 
father proud of him. 


Unaware of Martin's vows of re¬ 
venge, Jack skips happily off to 
war, dreaming of the day he can re¬ 
turn to his beloved Josie. He 
doesn't even know that the guy who 
becomes his best buddy during the 
war is really Martin, who has pull¬ 
ed some strings to be transferred in¬ 
to his unit. Eventually, each saves 
the other's life and they become 
best friends. Or so you think. 

If they were friends, that would 
end the movie — but we re only an 
hour into it and have only now got¬ 
ten out of the flashback. There's so 
much more to go. Let's speed 
things up: Jack learns who Martin 
is. Martin vows again to kill him if 
he goes back to Josie. Jack goes 
back to Josie anyway. Martin tracks 
them down. There's a big fight to 
the finish and everything ends hap¬ 
pily. Just like it always does in good 
old-fashioned entertainment like 
this. 

The moral here apparently is 
something along the lines of Love 
conquers all. Or maybe it's "Even 
William Hurt can make a lame 
movie once in a while." I'm not sure. 
"Time of Destiny" is a movie that's 
bubbling over with messages. How¬ 
ever, it's so caught up in being a 
traditional melodrama that what¬ 
ever the messages, they're difficult 
to swallow. They're covered with

too much sugar. 

The movie has that familiar 
sprawl of a TV mini-series. 

There is nothing remotely in¬ 
ventive or compelling about Time 
of Destiny, and the fact that the 
characters seem blissfully unaware 
of this makes some scenes uninten¬ 
tionally funny. Particularly in every 
scene where a squirrel-eyed Hutton 
and Leo flash wide eyes at each 
other and talk about their 
everlasting love. And when Leo 
pops off with dialogue like, "I’ve 
been waiting for tomorrow for a 
long time." And most of all when 
Hutton and Hurt have their final bat¬ 
tle in a church bell tower. 

The problem with A Time of 
Destiny isn't that it's offensively 
bad. The trouble is simply that it's 
completely disposable. It's precisely 
the kind of movie that will show up 
on TV at 2 a.m. in about 20 years. 
However, when that happens, I 
think people will see it and say, "It's 
a good thing they don't make 'em 
the way they used to."

Bunting Fellows exhibit 


Among the 43 women from the 
United States and five foreign coun¬ 
tries appointed fellows for the 
1987-88 at the Mary Ingraham 
Buntng Institute of Radcliffe Col¬ 
lege are Boston area visual artists 
Meryl Brater and Roselyn Karol Ab- 
ow and Milwaukee artist Patricia 
Winer, a Radcliffe graduate. The 
three share exhibition space in the 
Bunting Institute Gallery, 34 Con¬ 
cord Ave., Cambridge, where a 
samplng of the work they have pur¬ 
sued as Bunting Fellows is on view 
through June 10. 

A quick look at the show reveals 
what appear to be such disparate 
sensibilities that the exhibition of 
their work together makes a point 
of the diversity of fellowship reci¬ 
pients. Brater, whose project is 
"Contemporary Artists' Books and 
the History of the Book as Object," 
shows thick paper sequences, hung 
and bound together in a way that 
implies visual associations with an¬ 
cient tablets and scrolls. Ablow ex¬ 
plores and carefully attunes her 
total response to the physical and 
sensual nuances of her media, with 
an exuberant use of color and con¬ 
scious manipulation of form in 
monotype, collage and pastel. 
Winer, whose project, "The Painted 
Earth," is integrally involved with 
the study of Harvard University's 
mineralogical collection, shows col¬ 
ored drawings and plaster reliefs in 
which adjoining crystal-like shapes 
are repeated and varied in keyed-up 
color and uncharted geometry to 
make raggedly-edged contained 
formations against the wall, or on 
the paper's ground. 

The differences in the three ar 
lists' work are especially obvious in 
style and in the handling of light. 
Brater's dark surfaces are like blot¬ 


ters of earth and time: they appear 
to have absorbed a light that reveals 
itself in soft, mysterious layers — 
always pushing outward through a 
dark ground. On the other hand, 
light penetrates Ablow's broad, 
abstracted landscapes. As if they 
were opalescent glass, her oils and 
pastels conduct and refract light 
that seems to come from behind 
and through their surfaces. Finally, 
the statement of light made by 
Winer's surfaces, especially those of 
her plaster reliefs, is one of reflec¬ 
tion. Like the gradual and subtle, 
rather than abrupt variation of 
shapes in her works, Winer’s 
roughed-up plaster surfaces are 
never extreme enough in their relief 
to alter the overall reflection of 
light. 

Being struck by the obvious dif¬ 
ferences in the work of the three ex¬ 
hibiting artists brings the inevitable 
challenge of finding some basis of 
comparison among them. The com¬ 
mon elements, once they are ob¬ 
served, are certainly as notable as 
the differences: all three artists are 
emphatic in their references to 
nature and in their use of medium 
as integral to content. 

Ablow noted in a recent talk on 
her exhibited work that she likes to 
refer to the medium or the process 
when she titles a piece as a way of 
acknowledging its importance to 
the completed work. In her Trees 
and Collage-Diptych, the element 
of collage is essential to the planar 
articulation of the big, vertical land¬ 
scape diptych Without forfeiting 
monotype's freshness and spon¬ 
taneity the collaged pieces, 
astutely-scaled and shaped, are 
worked into the total fields: they 
become crucial to structural unity 
and spatial evocation of the seduc¬ 


tive surface changes from powdery 
pastel to crisp imprint of oil swishes 
(always mindful of the paper's white 
sparkle throughout). 

While Brater is researching the 
history of the book as cultural ar¬ 
tifact, the pursuit of her own work 
as a printmaker and bookmaker 
reflects what might be interpreted 
as accumulation and assimilation of 
traditions into a distinctly individual 
form. Looking at her work, we are 
less aware of the flat, wall-mounted 
pieces as pictures than as objects 
carefully bound for presentation 
and "reading." 

Rooted in the artist’s own defini¬ 
tion of a book as a "serial imagery 
in a container,” Brater's works have 
the effect of pages upon which the 
imprint of time has left ghosts of 
nature and culture. The chalked 
lines of calligraphy, grasses, and in¬ 
sect antennae appear as if they were 
preserved and made visible through 
the dark, etched ground by coatings 
of mineral dust and pollen. 

Winer presents her drawings 
and built and painted forms for in¬ 
vestigation in a way that appears to 
parallel her own study of the 
mineral forms themselves. A clear 
figure-ground relationship is 
established in the rock's edges 
against the wall or the paper, so that 
the intricacies of its parts may be 
visually explored. Pale veils of col¬ 
or in her "Fluorite" are clues to the 
mineral's role in the making of 
opalescent and opaque glass. While 
looking closely at the earth's fun 
damental elements. Winer lays bare 
and celebrates their inherent nobili 
ty and splendor.

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Helpful hints on choosing and hanging chandeliers 


Chandeliers were originally light fix¬ 
tures designed to hold a number of can¬ 
dles and were suspended from the ceiling 
to reduce the hazard of fire. 

A chandelier is the crowning jewel of a 
tastefully designed room. A chandelier is 
"on" even when it's off. 

• Over a dining room table, the bottom 
of the chandelier should be 30 inches 
above the table and 12 inches narrower 
(six inches on each side), so people won't 
bump their heads upon arising. 

• In an average-size dining room, bulb 
wattage should generally not exceed 200 
to 300 walls, and should never exceed 
that recommended by the manufacturer. 

• If a dining room's ceiling height is 
more than eight feel, raise the chandelier 
three inches for cach additional foot of 
ceiling height. 

• Light from a chandelier should not 
be the only source of illumination (a mis¬ 
take often seen in dining rooms). Supple¬ 
mental light sources may include a choice 
of recessed downlights in the ceiling, 
wall sconces and table or floor lamps. 

• Styles are available with center 
downlight on separate switch (helpful for 
lighting task work over a table). 

• The rule-of-thumb for a chandelier's 
proper size when not hung over a table: It 
can be in inches what the diagonal of the 
room is in feet. 

• Hundreds of styles are available'in 
crystal, brass, pewter, copper, chrome, 
w rought iron, silver, wood, ceramics and 
look-alikes of these materials. 

• Consider a design to harmonize with 
decor, i.e., wrought-iron with Early 
American, wood-finish with Country, 
crystal with French Provincial. 

• Where possible, position a chande¬ 
lier where it can be seen from the out¬ 
side—i.e.. through a window. 

• A chandelier can be hung above end 
tables, corner tables and game tables, 
desks, bars or any piece of furniture that 
is not a scat. 

• Positioning a chandelier off-center 
above a buffet against the wall will make 
a small dining room appear larger. 

• Hanging a chandelier from a swag, 
or draped chain, is possible when the 
power source is inconvenient (hanging 
from a track is another possibility).

"Installing insulation in the home is a 
simple and inexpensive do-it-yourself 
project." Mr. Seymour says. "Insulating 
a typical lOOO-sq.-ft. attic with 8-in. 
K-25 Attic Blanket* for example, will 
cost around S300 to $350. 

"The only tools needed are a sharp 
knife, a straight-edge, a measuring tape, 
a pair of work gloves, a mask, a long- 
sleeved shirt and safety glasses." 

If the home has no insulation, the best 
place to start is the attie. followed by 
floors over unconditioned spaces. 

Fiber glass baits, the most common 
do-it-yourself insulation, can be easily 
rolled out to blanket the desired areas. 


Most utilities will perform a low-cost 
energy audit (usually under S15) that 
points out areas where insulation needs 
upgrading. 

Check with a building materials dealer 
or local utility about vital R-value (or in¬ 
sulating effectiveness) will bring your 
home up to levels recommended for your 
area. 

Fiber glass baits clearly show the R- 
valuc on the package. To determine how 
much insulation to buy, measure the area 
to be covered and multiply the length by 
the width. 

Be sure to make any necessary repairs 
to the area, such as fixing leaky roofs and

For attics without Boors, simply lay 
the baits between the joists w ith the va¬ 
por barrier facing towards the warnt-in- 
winter side. 

If adding a second layer, place unlaced 
insulation perpendicular to the existing 
layer. 

Be sure to leave cave vents uncovered 
so you do not block the air Bow —impor¬ 
tant in preventing moisture buildup and 
in reducing the attic temperature. 

Other steps 

Other simple steps you can take to 
help reduce cooling costs include: 

• Air conditioners: Monthly upkeep 
will maintain efficiency and help cut en¬ 
ergy costs. Clean the internal coils with a 
damp rag or soft brush and then vacuum 
Foam filters should he washed or re 
placed at least once a month. 

For high efficiency, air conditioners 
should he serviced once a year: Motors 
lubricated, coils cleaned and filters 
changed 

If possible, place the air conditioner 
unit on the north side of the home or in 
the shade, and try to keep the thermostat 
set at a comfortable 78 degrees. 

Utility findings show that each degree 
the thermostat is lowered represents a 
two or three percent increase in cooling 
costs. 

• Seal crarks: Caulk and weatherstrip 
doors and w indows to reduce infiltration 
of hot air. Wcalherstripping (available as 
fell strips, foam rubber and flexible vi 
nvl) is easy to install 

Doors between an air conditioned and 
unconditioned space should be stripped 
on all sides, lops and bottoms. This in 
eludes entrance doors, attic doors and 
inside and outside basement doors, as 
well as window sashes. 

Caulking is also a do-it-yourself job 
Caulking guns and materials are incx 
pensive and available at hardware stores 

To apply, move the tip of the gun along 
a crack as you squeeze out a thin bead ol 
caulking compound.

Each year, thousands of Americans 
find themselves in such a predicament as 
they flee from hurricanes, fire and other 
perns, says the Insurance Information In- 
uituic. and you ought to be prepared just 
:n case you're ever in such a spot. 

I Jo what you’re asked to do. Your pub- 

officials want you and your family to 

be safe. That's why they are asking you 
in leave your home 

f leeing front a fire or storm is very up- 

etiing. and children and older people 
will need your assurance that everything 
will be all right. It's very important that 
you stay calm. 

Viter everyone in your house is ac¬ 
counted for, gather up what you w ill take 
with you. If anyone in your family needs 
medication, take whatever supply of it 
you have. 

II you have to spend some hours or a 
night in a public shelter, you will very 
likely be provided with food and blan¬ 
kets. but a prescribed medication may 
not be easily attainable. 

For each of your family members, take ’ 
only that clothing which is immediately 
necessary. Don’t weigh yourself down 
with items that you probably will not 
need. 

For example, it might be sensible for 
every family member to take a raincoat 
and boots if you're threatened by a tor¬ 
rential rainstorm and flood, but these 
items would be useless if you're running 
from a fire in the middle of July. 

Also, take whatever important papers, 
such as mortgage deeds, insurance poli¬ 
cies and bank books, you have in your 
home. 

A lot of people keep their important 
documents in a safe deposit box in a 
bank, but there are usually papers at 
home that you haven't yet had a chance 
to put in the box, or which you refer to 
on a regular basis. 

F.ven if you aren't worried about ever 
having to evacuate your home, you 
should keep these papers together in a 
folder or metal box. 

Everyone in your family will have 
some prized possessions that he or she 
will want to lake. Allowing a toddler to 
lake along a favorite stuffed toy may help 
the child feel belter, but there's no point 
in an adult's taking a television set or 
other relatively heavy object. 


Before you leave, be sure you lock all 
the windows and doors. 

Remember that your homeowner's in¬ 
surance covers your possessions as well 
as your house, and tenant's insurance 
covers clothes, furniture and other items 
Once the threat of the hurricane or 
other peril is over, you'll be permitted to 
return to your home. At that point, you’ll 
be able to assess any damage that has oc¬ 
curred and submit a claim to your insur¬ 


ance company 

What's important now is (hat you 
make certain that you have sufficient 
coverage on your home, car and other 
possessions This is the lime to call your 
insurance agent or company representa¬ 
tive. 

Making a list of the items you'd take 
might save you some precious time if a 
hurricane or "ther danger should ever 
ihreatcn your home.

Town pools 
funds to save 
public beach

Yes, Virginia, there will be a Leo¬ 
nard Beach this summer. 

It was iffy for a while, but when 
Town Meeting passed the recreation 
department budget Monday night, 
$23,001 had been reinserted for Leo¬ 
nard Beach expenses.

the vote: "I think its great that the 
residenLs of Winchester will have 
their beach back, but I am disap¬ 
pointed that the community arts 
position was eliminated." She specu¬ 
lated that the first casualty of the cut 
will be the summer concert series at 
the duck pond. 

The Leonard Beach amendment 
was presented by Selectman Judith 
Muggia, who told Town Meeting 
members that the measure had wide 
popular support. She described an 
informational meeting that had

Newton man dies 
under truck body 


Housing Partner ship board goals 
called into question on TM floor

The Housing Partnership Board 
will survive until at least the fall. 

An near-assault on its existence in 
the form of Article 29 was called off 
at Monday night’s Town Meeting. 
The article, a citizens' petition 
brought by Robert Dewald, was 
indefinitely postponed after a long 
discussion. 

Dewald himself called for the post¬ 
ponement. He said after the meeting 
that when he made the petition, he 
was under the impression that a 
large housing project was being con¬ 
templated by the board, but as Town 
Meeting drew nearer, he saw that 
prospect dematerialize and decided 
instead to use the motion to air a 


discussion on the board’s 
performance. 

On the floor at Town Meeting, 
Dewald blasted the board for over¬ 
stepping its mandate. He said he had 
"serious misgivings” about the 
board’s intent. He emphasized that 
the board was meant to be an advis¬ 
ory body, not empowered to act 
independently. He reminded mem¬ 
bers that the board was voted into 
existence by 7 votes on Town Meet¬ 
ing floor. 

“Has the Housing Partnership 
Board overstepped its charter? I 
believe so,” he said. He registered, 
however, his belief that the board 
can be “induced to adhere to its 
original charter,” and called for 
indefinite postponement. 


Then other speakers took the floor. 

Marcia Saltmarsh of Precinct 3 
said that the issue was one of home 
rule vs. state rule. She characterized 
the board as “well intentioned,” but 
warned about the comprehensive 
permit process the board has dis¬ 
cussed that allows a developer to 
bypass the town permit process 
when building low- and moderate- 
income housing. 

Advocacy of comprehensive per¬ 
mits by the Housing Partnership 
Board is counter to home rule, Salt- 
marsh asserted. Such permits do not 
take into consideration neighbor¬ 
hood concerns, she said. 

Town Meeting member Mary 
Pronsky said she was under the 
impression that the board's purpose 


was to look for funding for housing. 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt, who 
also sits on the Housing Partnership 
Board, told members that to date no 
applications for funding have been 
made. However, he said, the board

A motion by Town Meeting mem¬ 
ber Michael Saraco to amend the 
Winchester Home Rule Charter to 
allow the reversal of a Town Meet¬ 
ing decision by a small referendum 
was defeated Monday night after a 
lengthy airing of views. 

The charter allows such a reversal 
only if 20 percent of registered vot¬ 
ers vote on a referendum question. 


Saraco sought a positive vote on 
Article 26, which would have elimi¬ 
nated the 20 percent requirement. 

In presenting his position, Saraco 
told Town Meeting members that 
originally there was no 20 percent 
requirement. Any size vote could 
turn over a Town Meeting decision 
until the charter was put into effect 
in 1975. 

“For 46 years we had good govern¬ 
ment,” Saraco said, referring to the 
period before the charter was 


enacted. He explained that under the 
present rules, those who decide not 
to turn out for a special election are 
in fact casting a negative vote. “I 
don't think it’s fair,” he said. 

Saraco was looking for a return to 
the prior system, where a question 
could be brought by simply gather¬ 
ing signatures on a petition from 3 
percent of the registered voters. 

He said that in 1926, the town 
approved a limited form of rep-

Shorter library week? 

Failure to restore $34,000 may cut hours

Town Meeting denied a request by 
Library Trustees to restore $34,033 
to the library budget last Thursday 
night. 

According to Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer, the motion was 
made to reinstate the library direc¬ 
tor’s secretary's salary and half of 
the community arts director’s sal¬ 
ary, which accounts for $24,033 of the 
figure. 

The remaining $10,000 was 
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requested for the other expenses 
portion of the budget, said Maurer. 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Lorna Tseckares said the committee 
eliminated the secretarial position 
because it had been vacant for more 
than a year. In reference to the 
community arts director, Tseckares 
said it was “something we may have 
to do without.” She noted the com¬ 
mittee removed the other part of 
that salary from the Department of 
Recreation and Community Ser¬ 
vices budget. 

Library Board of Trustees Chair¬ 
man Ellen Browning said the cut to 
personal services would result in 
closing the library two days per 
week. In reference to the library 
budget, Browning pointed out “If 
there was ever any fat, we have 
trimmed it.” 

Without the additional funds, 
Browning said the library “simply 
cannot provide services to our pat¬ 
rons, even six days per week.” 

Town Meeting member Daniel 
Ahearn of Precinct 1 said he could 
not understand the library closing 
two days per week as a result of 
losing one full-time and one half¬ 
time staff member. "I’m not sure 
we’ve heard the real story as to what 
this money is for,” he said. 

Adding to the confusion as to what 
the request was for, Chairman of the 
Commission of Trust Funds Robert 
Beattie told Town Meeting members 


the library has a trust fund of 
approximately $150,000, with an 
accumulation of $50,000 in nonre- 
stricted funds available. 

Beattie said that of the library’s 27 
or 28 different trust funds, two-thirds 
are restrictive in that they are ear¬ 
marked for specific projects. 

Library director Matthew Sperber 
said the trustees “have used $10,000 
to $12,000 from the trust fund per 
year. Those trust funds are not sit¬ 
ting aside just collecting interest.” 

However, Beattie contradicted 
Sperber when he told Town Meeting 
that the “trust fund has not been 
used for several years. For five 
years, they have not spent any¬ 
thing.” Beattie said this was why 
there was an accumulation of $50,000 
in interest on the trust funds. 

Board of Selectman Chairman 
Robert Deering told the Star he 
thinks “everyone was somewhat 
confused. I thinik the whole presen¬ 
tation by the library people sort of 
determined the outcome of the 
vote.” 

At Monday night’s meeting, the 
library trustees asked Town Meet¬ 
ing to reopen discussion on their 
budget at tonight’s meeting. 

Deering said the library will have 
to present stronger arguments to 
convince Town Meeting to allocate 
the funds, provided they receive the 
two-thirds vote needed to reconsider 
the budget.

Town clerk 
loses staffer 
by one vote

Town Meeting defeated a motion 
by one vote to increase the Town 
Clerk’s personal service budget by 
$9,174 last Thursday night. 

The figure, representing the sal¬ 
ary of a half-time employee in the 
clerk’s office, was cut from the 
budget by the Finance Committee 
because "it was one point a cut could 
be made without hurting a person,” 
said Committee Chairperson Lorna 
Tseckares. 

“When we voted for this, we 
understood we were reducing a posi¬ 
tion that had been vacant,” said 
Tseckares. However, according to 
Town Clerk Carolyn Ward, the posi¬ 
tion has since been filled. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer expressed concern with the 
cut because it would reduce existing 
staff. Maurer pointed out that in her 
■original budget, Ward requested 
funds for an additional half-time 
person. With the Finance Commit¬ 
tee’s reduction, her original request 
is decreased by a full-time position. 

“I think it is very important to 
note the responsibility of some of 
these smaller municipal depart¬ 
ments," said Maurer. He added that 
when records are requested from 
the clerk's office, they must be pro¬ 
duced in a specified period of time. 

Town Meeting will be confronted 
with the question of fee increases for 
birth certificates, marriage 
licenses, death certificates and 
other documents. The increases are 
intended to offset some of the costs 
of the department, said Maurer. 

“It does not seem practical to me 
to increase fees to the public while at 
the same time decrease services to 
the public," Maurer said. 

Ward told Town Meeting members 
that with the new maternity ward at 
Winchester Hospital, already high 
birth rates will continue to climb. 
The increasing documentation 
which will be required "has a signif¬ 
icant affect on the Town Clerk's 
office,” she said, and was the main 
reason for her original request of an 
additional half-time position. 

The issue triggered a lengthy 
debate on the question of the level of 
free cash the town should maintain. 

Finance Committee member 
Frank Golden said the committee 
agrees with maintaining level of 
service. “In normal years these 
would be appropriate level 
budgets,” he said. 

However, the Town Manager's 
budget brings available cash down 
to a level the Finance Committee 
“considers to be dangerously low," 
said Golden. 

Free cash is used after the tax rate 
is set for any appropriation during 
the year unless Town Meeting is

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Some gain, 
some lose in 
TM decisions

Town Meeting giveth and Town 
Meeting taketh away was the theme 
of last Thursday night's meeting. 

While the out-of-stale travel 
account, totaling $5,000, was com¬ 
pletely eliminated, the Planning 
Board budget was increased by 
$5,000. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer said out-of-state travel is an 
“important element" of the munici¬ 
pal budget. The purpose of the funds 
is to provide an opportunity for 
department heads to “exchange 
ideas" with other people in their 
field, said Maurer. 

He added that “$5,000 is a modest 
amount for the town to appropriate 
to further the education of depart¬ 
ment heads.” 

Finance Committee Chairperson 
Lorna Tseckares said her commit¬ 
tee “agrees 100 percent with the 
Town Manager. This is an absolutely 
wonderful thing to do." 

However, Tseckares added the 
committee cut that element from the 
budget because they felt it was "a 
place where a cut could be made 
until such time as more revenue is 
available,” 

The motion failed, wiping out the 
out-of-state travel account. 

Planning Board Chairperson Ann 
McCall Taylor asked Town Meeting 
to restore $5,000 to the board's other 
expenses account. McCall Taylor 
said professional services “has not 
only been decreased. It has been 
completely eliminated" which she 
said was a "true folly” on the part of 
the town. 

Town Meeting voted to provide the 
board with the additional funds, 
which will be used to investigate 
options for congregate housing. 

According to McCall Taylor, in 
congregate housing, residents have 
separate living quarters, but share 
social space. 

In support of the motion, Town 
Meeting member Todd Cronan said 
the question does not only involve 
the issue of transferring free cash. 
“We’re talking about investing in 
the future of the town,” said Cronan. 

The motion brought the total Plan¬ 
ning Board budget to $27,169. 

Town Meeting unanimously 
passed a number of budgets with 
little or no discussion. 

The Assessor’s budget of $98,984 
and the $88,634 Election and 
Registration budget with no 
discussion. 

Similar action was taken on the 
Legal budget, $114,200; the Person¬ 
nel Board, $18,624; and Data Pro¬ 
cessing, $70,800. 

Town Meeting also passed the 
General Services budget, $58,322, 
which includes supplies, printing 
and reproduction; the Board of 
Appeals budget, $5,945; and the Con¬ 
servation Commission budget, 
$15,000.

Water article delayed

Town Meeting members voted 
Monday night to postpone discussion 
of Article 28, which calls for a “study 
of the inadequate water pressure 
problem in the Russell Road, Sheri¬ 
dan Circle, and North Main Street 
section of Precinct 8," until after the 
Woburn Loop articles, Articles 16,17 
and 18, are voted. 

The article, a citizen’s petition 
brought by Michael Connolly, et al, 
calls for a study, but Town Modera¬ 
tor John Sullivan cautioned Connolly 
that if he sought to ask for substan¬ 
tial funding to solve the water prob¬ 


lem, funding that might require a 
bond issue, then he would be out of 
order. 

“Don't waste these folks’ time,” 
Sullivan warned Connolly, referring 
to patient Town Meeting members. 
Sullivan explained that adequate 
time must be allowed for public 
hearings and consultations with 
town counsel when major bond 
issues are contemplated. 

Connolly asked that his article be 
postponed until after the Loop arti¬ 
cles and has indicated that he would 
try to trade cooperation on the Loop 
for the town’s attention to the north 
side’s water problems. 


Town engineer keeps staffer

The town engineer almost lost half 
a staff position at Monday night's 
Town Meeting, but $13,036 was 
added back to his-budget so he could 
maintain his ranks. 

In ore of the few budget actions 
taken up a l the meeting, members 
voted an engineering department 
budget of $170,346 after Town Engi¬ 
neer Jake Ciarcia explained that the 
functioning of his department 
depended on a team approach. 

He used an overhead projector to 
show how the work in his shop is 
divided up, and convinced members 
that the 6 1/2 positons were 
necessary. 

He told members that his staff has 
been level funded for a number of 
years, and that its method of opera¬ 
tion is highly integrated. He spoke of 
the quality of the town's cnineering 
records, records that go back to the 
turn of the century. 


He said that the department is 
independent of the DPW, unlike 
most other towns, and that it per¬ 
forms many services that would 
otherwise have to be bought at much 
higher rates outside. 

Ciarcia's staff produces maps for 
many other departments, some of 
whom spoke in favor of the amend¬ 
ment to keep the position. 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Lorna Tseckares spoke for the com¬ 
mittee. She recommended unfavor¬ 
able action on the amendment, say¬ 
ing that in the interests of saving 
money, the committee had tried to 
cut vacant positions, and that the 
half position, an engineering assis¬ 
tant, was empty at the time the 
recommendation was made. It had 
susequently been filled, she said. 

Ciarcia disputed that, saying that 
the position is always filled, if only 
temporarily by a co-op student. 

The motion carried easily. 


Pension issue put off 


The question of how the town will 
react to provisions of Chapter 32, 
Section 22D of the Massachusetts 
General Law that covers unfunded 
pension liabilities will go unan¬ 
swered until at least fall Town 
Meeting. 

The town has a substantial over¬ 
hang in unfunded liabilities, and the 
state appears to be in the processes 


of taking over some of the costs 
associated with them, but other pro¬ 
visions of the law bother members of 
the Winchester Retirement Board, 
who asked Town Meeting Monday 
night to vote for indefinite postpone¬ 
ment of Article 19 in order to give the 
board more time to study the law’s 
implications.

Loop articles 
to be delayed

The much beleaguered Woburn 
Loop articles may be posponed 
again tonight to give the neighbor¬ 
hood more time to consider coven¬ 
ants drawn between the town and 
developers.

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Brad Bailey is a hard nosed prosecutor

When it comes to the law, Hrad 
Bailey is one hard-nosed prosecutor. 

Bailey, a Winchester resident and 
assistant district attorney for Mid¬ 
dlesex County, said he set his sites on 
public service during college. 

Growing up in Lincoln, Bailey felt 
fortunate to receive the benefits of a 
good education. As a result, he decid¬ 
ed to do what he could to help others. 

“I realized how lucky 1 was to 
receive all those opportunities. It 
became very important for me to 
make a contribution to society to pay 
all that back,” he said. 

After completing his 
undergraduate work at Harvard, 
Bailey continued his education at the 
University of Virginia law school. 

During his years as a law student, 
he worked for awhile on the defense 
side of criminal law. However, he said 
he “rapidly became aware that as a 
prosecutor, I would have a larger im¬ 
pact” on individuals and their rights. 

After graduating from the Univer¬ 
sity of Virginia in 1983, he “decided 
to swallow my fear and uncertainty 
about New York” and headed for the 
district attorney’s office in Manhat¬ 
tan, where Bailey started working in 
the criminal court system. His 
caseload quickly reached 250 to 300 
cases. 

“We were dealing with a system 
that handles upwards of 30,000 


criminal cases a year," Bailey ex¬ 
plained. "The result is almost a 
bargain basement-type atmosphere." 

The attorney pointed out that pro¬ 
secutors in Manhattan play an active 
role in the initial stages of cases in an 
effort to move them through the 
system quickly. 

"I was deciding who would go to 
jail, who would go back into the 
street," he said, as judges usually ac¬ 
cepted his recommendations for 
sentencing. 

His cases ranged from driving 
while intoxicated and shoplifting to 
simple assaults and low-level drug 
possession. While the work was at 
times exhausting, Bailey described it 
as enlightening. 

With experience in the Manhattan 
courts under his belt, Bailey said he 
would be confident trying a case 
anywhere in the country. Jurors there 
tend to be more cynical, anti¬ 
establishment and pro-defense than in 
other areas, Bailey asserted. “After 
facing the tough ones, all the rest 
don’t seem so bad,” he added. 

After his first year, Bailey work¬ 
ed on felony prosecution. While his 
caseload was reduced to 40 to 45 cases 
at any given time, he pointed out that 
"the crimes were very serious and the 
penalties very strong. I was seeing 
the darkest side and seamiest side of 
New York." 

For Bailey, however, “at the 
felony level, the job actually became 
more fun for me." Sliding into the in-

vestigative world, he said he was "do¬ 
ing real detective work.” 

One of the differences Bailey noted 
between Massachusetts and New 
York was that the latter has a 
statuatory rule that requires accused 
parties to appear before a grand jury 
within 144 hours of their arrest. In ad¬ 
dition, hearsay testimony is not ad- 
missable. 

"Because of the nature of the 
crimes, there was a tremendous fear 
and reluctance” on the part of 
witnesses to testify, he said. 

Given the conditions of life in 


places like Harlem, "you understand 
why some of the people turn to the life 
of crime. Schools are armed camps, 
invaded and overrun in many in¬ 
stances by drug dealers,” he said. 
“The chance of gaining employment 
is very limited. [People arel sur¬ 
rounded in a world in which drugs 
control the streets.” 

However, Bailey quickly added, 
“For every one of these individuals 
who is choosing a life of crime, there 
are a good number who are really try¬ 
ing to make it.” And it’s for those peo¬ 
ple who don’t cross the line into 


criminality that Bailey wants to make 
an impact, he said. 

He pointed out New York was 
always just a way station for him, “an 
opportunity to get my feet wet quick¬ 
ly, learn about people, the world, to 
learn how to break down barriers, 
make snap judgements and com¬ 
municate with people of all levels.” 

Exciting as it was, home was call¬ 
ing for this self-proclaimed Red Sox 
fan and Celtics fanatic. 

“There was always a real longing 
to come home. I really love 
Massachusetts, and I knew this was 
where 1 wanted to raise my family,” 
he said. 

Upon returning to Massachusetts, 
Bailey and his family settled in 
Wellesley. While waiting to take the 
Massachusetts bar exam, he worked 
worked in the private sector, even 
though he longed to return to public 
service. 

"I just wasn’t really comfortable 
(in the private sector],” he said. “I 
was unable to see the broader impact 
on society. . .and it certainly didn’t 
have the color or surprise of what I’d 
been doing.” 

Bailey has returned to the color 
and surprise. He now works in the 
Middlesex District Attorney’s office. 
Dealing with cases involving rapes, 
major drug offenses, and crimes of 
violence, he is once again on the road 
for justice, working for individuals’ 
rights. 

Punishment is central in his fight 
to keep dangerous people off the 
street, and Bailey said he believes in 
equality in the courts. 

While he understands that youth 
today face a variety of pressures, 
Bailey said he has no tolerance for 
drugs. Whether privileged or not, this 


prosecutor said he tries all criminals 
in the same manner. 

“For every one of them that 
crosses the line, there are ten who 
don’t. I believe in sentencing to the 
crime,” not to the social situation, 
said Bailey. 

What really brought the drug pro¬ 
blem home to him, Bailey said, was 
the penetration of “crack,” a cocaine 
product, into Manhattan. 

The drug hit the streets in 
February of 1986, said Bailey. Bet¬ 
ween February and March, his 
violent crime caseload tripled. 

“I saw how drugs made that city 
unsafe, and for some, unliveable,” he 
said. 

Although he considers himself an 
old-line, hard-nosed conservative in 
the courtroom, Bailey said he com¬ 
pensates by being involved in town 
affairs, 

“1 try to get involved in the com¬ 
munity to assure people who might be 
disadvantaged don’t take that initial 
step” into the world of crime, he said. 

Bailey has put extensive effort in¬ 
to his Winchester community. 
Through his membership in Town 
Meeting and on the Housing Authori¬ 
ty, and his chairmanship of the Coun¬ 
cil on Youth, Bailey said he hopes to 
do what he can for the town. “I real¬ 
ly believe the best mark that you can 
leave is your contribution to society,” 
he said. 

Bailey believes his most important 
contribution to society is his family, 
he said. He and his wife, Susan, have 
two children, William, 2Vi years and 
Eliza, nine months. 

“It’s a very scary step becoming 
a parent," he said, adding, “Of 
everything I’ve done in my life, it's 
been the most rewarding and most 
wonderful.”

ESMERELDA, COLUMBIAN BEAUTY 

The emerald, that green beryl which sets the standard of beauty for 
green gems, is best known as a Columbian gem. Whether from Colum¬ 
bia or North Carolina or any one of its other sources, the emerald is 
valued according to certain characteristics. 

Intensity of color is a prime consideration. Color occurs in emerald 
because of the presence of chromium. The most valued emeralds are those 
of intense green color. The intensity of color frequently found in the Muzo 
mines in Columbia helped set the standard for emerald color in the jewelry 
industry. An emerald which can be documented to actually originate from 
Columbia may hold greater value than one which cannot be documented. 

Clarity also is the importance, but the "jardin" (garden) of natural in¬ 
clusions are a desirable feature of the emerald. While diamonds hold the 
standard of very few inclusions, emeralds, because of the way they 
develop naturally, hold a standard of a garden-of-delights of inclusions. 
If the inclusions create an opaque stone, however, value decreases. 

The cut of the emerald affects the maximum exposure df its beautiful 
green color. High-grade emeralds are frequently step-cut (in a rectangular 
shape) or cushion cut (rectangular with rounded comers) to play up the 
gem’s color. Lower grade emeralds are more likely to be dome-shaped 
rather than faceted. 

All other things being equal, a larger emerald is generally more valued 
than a smaller one. Remember, too, that emerald is the birthstone for 
the month of May. What a beautiful gem an emerald is — drop by to 
try one on for yourself.

willing to draw funds from already 
existing budgets, added Golden. 
Maurer’s budget has reduced that 
account $110,000. 

“That figure makes us somewhat 
nervous,” said Golden. 

Board of Selectman Chairman 
Robert Deering said while it may be 
“fiscally responsible to keep the 
level of free cash up. . .it’s morally 
irresponsible to tax more, collect 
more, but offer reduced services." 

Maurer said his budget is legally 
within the limits of Proposition 2 1/2. 
“The decision is not the level of free 
cash. The decision is on the level of 
services," he said. 

Finance Committee Vice Chair¬ 
man Chester Haskell said major 
cuts are being made in all areas in 
both the Town Manager’s and the 
Finance Committees proposed 
budget. “Every one of those budgets 
has less flexibility, less capacity to 
deal with unexpected costs,” he 
said. 

Haskell said this year’s budget 
discussions are "a short term 
debate. ” He added there will, in all 
probability be increasing fiscal woes 
in the years to come. 

“The Finance Committee has 
tried to take a longer view" in its 
proposed budget, said Haskell. 

In support of the Town Clerk’s 
budget request, Selectman Thomas 
Schmitt said “It doesn't make sense 
to keep money in the bank when we 
have clear needs today.” 

If the need for additional funds 
does arise and there is not enough 
money in the free cash account, 
Maurer said the town would have to 
go back and cut budgets already in 
progress. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall 
said the town can borrow money by 
appropriating funds from next years 
tax revenues if the need arises. How¬ 
ever, this is “borrowing from next 
months food budget to buy food for 
this month,” he said. 

Town Moderator John Sullivan 
told Town Meeting members they 
should decide what they think would 
be a proper level of free cash. 
“That’s the judgement call we all 
have to make,” he said. 

Although Ward said her office can 
function with the staff level prop¬ 
osed by the Finance Committee, “in 
order to do the job, there will have to 
be some changes made” in the way 
services are handled, she said. 

One option is to close the office to 
the public one day per week, said 
Ward. “It’s not something we would 
like to do. 

“There are quite a few things we 
would have to do,” said Ward, “but 
very, very reluctantly.” ‘

has helped the Winchester Housing 
Authority with an application. 

The board has “taken no action on 
its own," Schmitt said. 

The board’s purpose is to develop 
strategies for long-range land use, 
Schmitt said. If any action is taken, 
it will be by the selectmen. He noted 
some of the issue the board deals 
with: the preservation of historic 
buildings, environmental and neigh¬ 
borhood concerns, and protecting 
the overall character of the town. 

The housing authority is a crea¬ 
ture of the state, he said, while the 
board is of the town. The authority 
handles the administration of state 
and federal programs, while the 
board has a free hand to look into 
opportunities with private develop¬ 
ers, such as trading permits for 
housing units or money for housing. 

The board will present plans for 
action to the selectmen, the planning 
board, Town Meeting or whoever 
wants to know, Schmitt said. 

The board tries to develop housing 
alternatives, he said, and its 
minutes and actions are public. “We 
are not trying to violate the spirit or 
letter of our charge,” he concluded. 

Loretta Verrccchia of Precinct 6 
told members she has attended all 
board meetings and was quite dis¬ 
turbed by their tone. She said she 
began to tape them as well. The 
board’s “charge is not being hon¬ 
ored,” she asserted. 

She read from quotes garnered 
from her tapes: “We should be 
addressing other boards as a 
board...” “Our restraints are fis¬ 
cal...” "We don’t have rights by 
state laws, but we have input to the 
political process...” “We can save 
delvelopers from having to deal with 
other boards...” “(the board is) the 
best advocate for developers...” 
“The Housing Partnership Board 
can have more influence than the 
ZBA...” 

Verrecchia said she was con¬ 
cerned about support of the board 
for comprehensive permits. “This 
greatly angers me,” she said, rail¬ 
ing against what she calls the 
board’s “pro-developer attitude. 

She demanded greater accounta¬ 
bility by the board and insisted it 
stick to its original charter. 

Member Clarence Borggaard 
asked Schmitt whether he spoke for 
the board or the selectmen. Schmitt 
replied, “I vote my conscience as a 
selectman.” The board has no vote, 
but recommends to the selectmen, 
he added. 

Member Brad Bailey, who also 
sits on the housing authority, said 
the authority was in unanimous 
opposition to Article 29. “We feel in 
no way a usurpation by the Housing

Partnership Board. We „elcome 
their input and comments anu use 
them as a sounding board.” he said. 

He noted, however, that he was 
aware of the concerns that brought 
the article to the floor. 

Dennis O’Malley, another mem¬ 
ber of the housing authority who also 
sits on the partnership board, said 
there are two i casons to support the 
board. The first is Executive Order 
215, which links state discretionary 
funding to the town's housing com¬ 
pliance. The other is comprehensive 
permits. 

If the town doesn't take control of 
its housing development program, a 
qualified nonprofit organization can 
come in, obtain such a permit and 
build without going through the 
town’s approval process. 

Member Ann Matarese com¬ 
mended other members for giving 
the board a full chance, but regis¬ 
tered her opposition to comprehen¬ 
sive permits, which, she said, do not 
take into consideration the neighbor¬ 
hood’s wishes, cost considerations, 
and services the town would be 
forced to provide. “The community 
needs to be selective about housing 
programs,” she said. 

The motion to indefinitely post¬ 
pone carried easily with a voice 
vote.

resentative Town Meeting. At that 
time the voters understood that they 
could reverse any decision of Town 
Meeting. All that was required was 
the appropriate number of 
signatures. 

Saraco noted that various con¬ 
straints conspire to cause any 
referendum called on a Town Meet¬ 
ing vote to take place in July, when 
raising the necessary 20 percent is 
nearly impossible. 

“It’s all you caii do to get 30 
percent to turnout for a hotly con¬ 
tested election in March,” he 
concluded. 

Noreen Arcari, chairman of the 
Government Regulations Commit¬ 
tee and a Town Meeting member, 
argued against the motion. 

She said that her committee had 
not been given sufficient time to 
review the implications of the article 
and proposed indefinite postpone¬ 
ment. She promised that her com¬ 
mittee would conduct hearings on 
the subject through the summer to 
obtain public input. 

She also gave some history on 
referenda in Winchester. She said 
(hat the town had a reputation for 
having the largest number of them 
before the rules changed. In the 
record year 20 questions were put on 
the ballot, 16 of which ended up 
reversing Town Meeting decisions. 

Arcari said her committee had 
voted, 6-0, to recommend indefinite 
postponement. However, another 
committee member, Arthur Myette, 
disputed this fact, saying that no 
vote had been taken at all. Mayette 
called for a vole on the motion and 
said he was in favor of it. He also 
disputed Arcari's assertion that the 
committee had not had time enough 
to review the article's implications. 

Town Meeting member Ann 
Matarese asked for a resolution of 
the facts. Both Arcari and Myette 
spoke again, but the issue of what 
the committee did is still cloudy. 

However, a motion for indefinite 
postponement carried, 93-68.

taken place on a Friday night after it 
became known that the beach was in 
jeopardy. A1 a lime when most peo¬ 
ple relax from a week of hard work, 
concerned citizens packed the room, 
she said. 

Muggia outlined an eight-week 
program to run from June 25 to Aug. 
14. The beach will be closed Mon¬ 
days, and hours will be shortened. 
Previously, the beach was open 
from 9 a.m. to 7:30 p.m. Now hours 
will be 10 a m. to 6 p.m. 

In addition, she said, the beach 
will remain open weekends until 
Labor Day. 

The staff will be cut almost in half. 
Muggia explained that the reduction 
could be achieved by not allowing 
free swim during lesson times, thus 
reducing the need for supervision. 

The $23,001 will not be cast to the 
wind, either, Muggia said. A sche¬ 
dule of fees will recover a large 
percentage of the outlay. 

A family season pass will cost $25. 
Lessons will be $25 for a two-week 
package, $15 for nonswimmers. 
Adults will he able to buy a season 
pass for $10, seniors and youngsters 
will have lo pay only $6. A one-day 
pass is $2. and guests may join 
residents for $2 each visit. 

Muggia projected fee revenue for 
the season at $13,000. 

A number of others spoke in favor 
of keeping the beach open. Douglas 
Marmon of Kenwin Road called the 
beach one of the few "unstructured 
meeting places" in town. He noted 
that it is the only public swimming 
spot in Winchester. 


Swimming "shouldn't be limited 
to members of private clubs," he 
said. 

Member Marjorie Moore said the 
children should have a place to learn 
to swim, pointing out that swimming 
is a survival skill. 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Lorna Tseckares said that commit¬ 
tee basically backed the amend¬ 
ment, but she called for higher fees, 
citing revenue projections based on 
last year’s usage of the beach during 
peak season. 

Tseckares also pointed out that 
$10,000 would have to be rcinsjfted 
in the DPW budget for cleaning and 
maintenance of the beach area, and 
that this amount is not covered by 
the recreation department request. 

There was some discussion about 
the water quality of the inlet that 
serves the beach. The inlet is joined 
to the Aberjona River. 

1 Member Robert Dewald said that 
once the Marotta property, which 
adjoins the river, is excavated for 
development, old toxic chemicals 
(hat have stabilized since they were 
dumped there 100 years ago would 
be stirred up again into unpredict¬ 
able combinations. 

Another member pointed out that 
no work was likely to be done on the 
Marotta property this summer, the 
period in quesion. 

Health director Joeseph Tabbi 
said that tests for both volatile 
organic compounds, which are 
known lo cause cancer, and bacteria 
came up negative last summer.

FROM THE EDITOR’S DESK 


Just an ugly face. 
Why pay it heed? 


It's amazing how much presentation affects outcome. 

In the past few weeks we have seen all manner ol 
amendments and proposals on Town Meeting floor. Some 
have succeeded and others have failed. 

We in the press box sometimes take a little pre-vote bet 
on how the vote will go. We are often right, and this is not 
surprising. 

It's not that our judgement is superior to other people’s. 
In fact the opposite: our judgement is very much like other 
people’s. Between the Woburn paper and ourselves, we 
average out, albeit nonstatistically, to about what other 
people think. 

And we. like Town Meeting members, are affected as 
much by form as by content. 

When Judie Muggia stood up to defend Leonard Beach, 
she had her ducks lined up, so to speak. She cited fee 
structures and wide community support, hours of opera¬ 
tion and length of season, staffing cuts and economies of 
labor. Technically, the presentation was very complete 
and reassuring. 

But in addition to the what she said, there was the tone. 
Judie could have been our aunt about to serve us cookies 
and milk in her cozy living room. She engendered a feeling 
of trust with her folksy approach. 

Jake Ciarcia also got what he wanted, but in a different 
manner. He fired off a tour de force of competence and 
knowledge, but not in too slick a style. If he were too 
polished, he would not be a believable engineer. He played 
himself perfectly. 

The poor library people, however, were washed away by 

flood of suspicion and mistrust. Members felt Ellen 
Browning and Matthew Sperber were either hiding some¬ 
thing or just plain unprepared. 

Now, taken on content alone, one could make a case that 
the library is as worthy a cause as the beach. Some would 
say more so. Does not knowing money can be shifted about 
from one account to another constitute grounds for refus¬ 
ing funds? 

Maybe and maybe not. But it is clear that the hesitations, 
backing and filling, and equivocation made Sperber’s 
presentation unattractive and damaged his cause. 

Town Meeting may reconsider the library’s budget 
tonight, but it will be mighty difficult to get a two-thirds 
majority to roll over for an increase after last Thursday’s 
performance. 

This phenomenon, judging the merits of a case by its 
package, has become more and more prevalent in 
America. TV has a lot to do with it. We no longer read at 
length about a candidate’s positions, but content ourselves 
to judge from a fleeting spot advertisement, a pretty face, 
a resounding phrase. 

Ronald Reagan, the actor, is the logical conclusion of 
this type of decision-making: all form and no content. 

The Wall Street Journal Tuesday morning ran an article 
in u'hich senior executives said they like to hire “attrac¬ 
tive” men and women. The rest of us can forget about 
rising in the organization; you got to be good looking. 

In the movie, “Broadcast News,” the network anchor¬ 
man was completely ignorant of politics and economics, 
but he was rewarded for his poise, looks and manner. 

In England, u'ith its rigid class system, the better your 
accent, the better your access. In the United States, with 
our inverted class system, a little roughness pays off. In 
women, it’s that folksy quality, the sound of your best 
friend at the quilting bee exchanging a secret recipe for 
corn muffins. In men, it’s that Aw, shucks, Ah’m jus’ a 
country boy come on; assured, but bashful and full of 
humor. 

These are the images we trust, the people we vote for. 
And there is nothing particularly wrong with that. Sper¬ 
ber’s uncertain tone could be betraying a lack of honesty or 
an unfamiliarity with the facts unforgivable in one present¬ 
ing a budget request. 

But it could also just be a matter of style, and the hostile 
feedback from the meeting members could add to a 
speaker’s discomfort with public speaking and cause him 
to make further gaffes. 

Let’s see if we can gel past our prejudices tonight and 
really listen to the library story.

Bear bats 


Resident explains 
high automobile 
insurance cost 

TO THE EDITOR: 

I’ve been a resident of Winchester 
for almost a year. I live above Jeanne 
Tahnk’s Gourmet Restaurant. I chose 
Winchester as a place to live because 
it is close to where I work and because 
the town has a reputation for being 
quiet and safe. My parents live in 
nearby Reading. Winchester is also 
close to Route 93, Boston, and Logan 
Airport. I travel on business from 
time to time; getting to Logan quick¬ 
ly is important to me. 

All of this made Winchester an 
ideal choice. Recently, I’ve been 
questioning myself on whether I will 
continue to live here. You see, my car 
has been twice vandalized, and 
viciously. Visions of a serene 
township vanished quickly. 

Recently, two large insurance 
compaines The Fireman’s Fund and 
Kemper Insurance, decided to aban¬ 
don the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. Their reason was the 
high cost to them of automobile in¬ 
surance coverage. They desired 
higher rates in order to justify their 
continued coverage of automobiles in 
this state. The insurance commis¬ 
sioner, who determines how much a 
company may charge for premiums, 
complied and raised rates. 

Outraged motorists complained 
that rates were too high already; in¬ 
surers complained that the new rates 
were still not high enough. 

The typical Massachusetts 


motorist, despite the prevalent myth 
to the contrary, is able to manuever 
down streets and highways without 
hitting anything. These careful peo¬ 
ple don’t understand why their rates 
continue to rise even as their cars are 
getting older, they've never had an 
accident, and never received a ticket 
of any kind. 

In my case, I paid approximately 
$800 in 1985 to insure a new 
Volkswagen GTI to the satisfaction of 
the lending bank; which really owns 
the car. In 1986, I expected my 
premium to drop; after all, the car 
was one year older and worth less on 
the open market. I paid $800. In 1987, 
same story. In 1988...guess. 

Automobile insurance rates are 
high in the state of Massachusetts for 
two reasons: theft and vandalism. 

In January of this year, my car 
and the car parked beside it both had 
their passenger side windows smash¬ 
ed. Nothing was stolen, although the 
glove compartments had both been 
searched. 

The insurer paid for new glass and 
its installation without complaint. 

On Easter Sunday, at about 2 a.m. 
my car, parked in the same spot at 
home as in January, was again van¬ 
dalized. This time, someone stood of 
the hood of the car and dropped a 
50-pound rock on the windshield, 
which caved in but held. Taking up 
the budgeon once more, as if enough 
wasn’t enough, this person dropped it 
on the back window, shattering the 
glass completely and causing damage 
to the frame that held it. 

That same morning, two plate 
glass windows at a video rental store, 
three more cars and the lobby of a 
condominium were similarly van¬ 
dalized. 


The police officer who took my 
statement, astounded and outraged 
by these events, turned out to be a 
proponent of the vigilante method. 
These Visigoths would be dealt with 
one way or another, especially if their 
names, or better yet, their addresses, 
were published in the town newspaper 
(presuming they would be caught). 
He may be right. 

The damages to my cost the in-j 
surance company more than $1,200 to 
repair. Needless to say, this is an un- 
ncessary cost. I'm not suprised that 
insurance companies are finding the 
price of doing business in 
Massachusetts too high. Many people 
who have never placed a claim are 
being shocked by the amount of 
money they must pay to feel 
“secure.” 

The reasons for high automobile 
insurance costs are right there in the 
police log of the Winchester Star.

Recycling paper saves for all

Winchester residents saved $46,000 
for the town last year by separating 
newspapers from their trash to have 
them recycled. 

The town’s Waste Study Commit¬ 
tee and the Department of Public 
Works would like to double that figure 
during the next 12 months. 

They note that newspapers are on¬ 
ly a portion of the paper that passes 
through a Winchester household. Any 
and all paper can be recycled, plain 
or glossy, white or colored, small or 
large, even manila envelopes. All 
such paper can be converted to new, 


usable paper products, thus reducing 
the need to cut down an already 
limited supply of trees for the 
purpose. 

Not to be included are plain card¬ 
board, corrugated cardboard, bound 
books or plastics of any kind. 

The paper needs to be kept 
separate from other trash, preferably 
in a separate container. All paper 
should be neatly arranged for 
disposal, for example, in brown 
grocery paper bags or tied with a 
string. The object is to ease the job of 
those who have to handle the paper on 
the way to recycling. 

The major savings from all of this 
are based on avoidance of the cost of

hauling paper to North Andover for 
incineration. The 692 tons of paper 
recycled last year would have cost 
about $6.55 per ton to haul, plus $60 
per ton for what is called the tipping 
fee, levied by the North Andover 
facility for accepting the material. 
Recycled paper is picked up at the 
Swanton Street facility, eliminiating 
the need for haulage and tipping. 

Residents who have their rubbish 
taken to the Winchester Recycling 
and Disposal Facility by commercial 
haulers should urge them to keep 
paper aside and put it in the recycl¬ 
ing bins. Residents can help by keep¬ 
ing their paper separate for the 
haulers.

Six months ago, Winchester 
residents learned that our town was 
facing a projected deficit of more 
than $1.2 million in the coming year. 
In a community whose property taxes 
are among the highest in the state, the 
question became: where has all the 
money gone? 

Town Meeting is in the process of 
addressing one side of that expen¬ 
diture question. Municipal costs are 
being scrutinized on an item-by-item 
basis. Debate on the education budget 
is anticipated to begin this week. 
While difficult choices remain to be 
made, in the coming weeks Town 
Meeting will hammer out a balanced 
budget for 1989. 

The circumstances that underly 
the deficit remain to be addressed, 
however. In 1990, the town manager 
projects that Winchester’s revenue 
needs will increase by an additional 
$500,000, and that we will not be able 
to balance the budget without cutting 
basic services. To come to grips with 
our financial future, we must tackle 
the fastest growing segment of the 
budget: the so-called “fixed ex¬ 
penses.” 

Two important points must be 
made with respect to these fixed ex¬ 
penses. First, the expenses are in no 
way fixed: in 1988, Winchester’s fix¬ 
ed expenses will increase by more 
than 18 percent. These expenses are 
more accurately described as man¬ 
dated costs—that is, costs that are im¬ 
posed regardless of the efficiency of 
our town government, and which 


must be paid for regardless of the ser¬ 
vices the town actually provides its 
citizens. 

For example, in 1989 Winchester 
will be paying $1.2 million in fees and 
assessments to the Massachusetts 
Water Resources Authority (MWRA), 
principally to help pay for the cost of 
cleaning up Boston Harbor. The 
MWRA costs are estimated to rise by 
as much as 40 percent per year. For 
budgeting purposes, this remains a 
“fixed expense.” 

The second point to be made con¬ 
cerns the sheer magnitude of these 
mandated costs. In 1989, mandated 
costs will make up 20 percent of our 
total town budget, and carry a pro¬ 
jected price tag of more than $5.75 
million. The impact of these man¬ 
dated costs on the town’s ability to 
provide basic services is clear: if 
Winchester were not faced with an 18 
percent increase in mandated costs, 
we would have no deficit in 1989, and 
would be able to meet our educational 
and public safety needs without 
depleting our free cash reserves. 

Looking at the mandated costs 
more closely, we see: 

• a $595,000 increase in debt and in¬ 
terest charges for the funding of ex¬ 
isting capital projects; 

• $314,000 in additional fees to the 
MWRA, bringing our total annual 
payments to the MWRA to $1.2 
million; and 

• a $500,000 increase in pension and 
' health insurance charges to provide 

coverage for existing and retired 
town employees. 


Of these three costs, only one is 
under the control of the Town of Win¬ 
chester: the amount of debt we are 
willing to pay for capital im¬ 
provements. 

The Winchester Board of Select¬ 
men has proposed that in the future 
all capital projects be funded by bond 
issues. In practical terms, this means 
that all future capital projects must 
be subject to an override of Proposi¬ 
tion Vk. 

The override mechanism is a com¬ 
plicated one. However, by financing 
major projects through bond issues, 
the selectmen hope to avoid the trade¬ 
off between education and capital pro¬ 
jects that has caused such concern in 
recent months. 

No similar solution has been pro¬ 
posed to deal with the remaining 
groups of mandated costs. Those 
costs are the product of legislation 
enacted at the state level, and as such 
are beyond the reach of the board of 
selectmen acting alone. 

It is clear, however, that to regain 
control over our economic future, 
Winchester must begin to address the 
problem of uncontrolled increases in 
state-mandated costs. To succeed in 
this effort—and to restore a level of 
sanity to the budget process—action 
must be taken at the state level to cor¬ 
rect the imbalance between what 
state law demands and what we, as 
taxpayers, are able to afford.

Massachusetts House and Senate 
May 2-6, 1988 

The House and Senate. “Beacon 
Hill Roll Call” records local represen¬ 
tatives' votes on 7 roll calls and local 
senators’ votes on 5 roll calls from the 
week of May 2-6. 

Farm Animals (H 4002) —Senate 
rejected 34-0, House rejected 147-2, an 
initiative petition requiring the state 
to issue regulations to ensure that 
farm animals are maintained in good 
health and that cruel or inhumane 
practices are not used in their raising 
or handling. 

Supporters said the petition is a 
comprehensive one which will protect 
farm animals. Opponents said the pe¬ 
tition is seriously flawed in its present 
form and claimed no case documen¬ 
ting inhumane care has been pre¬ 
sented. They argued the petition 
would require changes costing 
farmers $90 million and would result 
in the closing of farms. 

A Yea vote is for the petition. A 
Nay vote is against the petition. 

Representative Sherman Salt¬ 
marsh voted no. 

Senator Richard Kraus voted no. 

Home Care <S 1620) — Senate 22-8, 
rejected an amendment increasing a 
supplemental budget item for the 
senior home care program from $1.35 
million to $2.7 million and 24-8 re¬ 
jected an increase to $1.67 million. ■ 

Amendment supporters said the 
increase is warranted and will help 
this important program. Opponents 
said the Secretary of Elder Affairs 
recently sent out a letter indicating 
the $1.35 million is sufficient. 

Both roll calls are listed. A Yea 
vote is for the amendment. A Nay 
vote is against it. 

Kraus voted no on both roll calls. 

Rollback (S 1620) — Senate 29-5, 
rejected an amendment striking the 
“rollback” provision of the sup¬ 
plemental budget protecting existing 
medical coverage granted to public 
employees through collective bar¬

gaining and preventing the state from 
reducing that coverage. 

Amendment supporters said this 
rollback affects state employee 
unions and every municipal employee 
union and will impose significant 
costs on cities and towns. Opponents 
said it simply prevents public em¬ 
ployees from having their existing 
health care plans reduced under new 
provisions of the health care bill. 

A Yea vote is against the rollback 
section. A Nay vote is for the rollback 
section. 

Kraus voted no. 

Reversions (115539) — House 
favored 91-57, but failed to gain the 
two-thirds vote necessary to suspend 
rules to allow consideration of an 
order requesting the Secretary of Ad¬ 
ministration and Finance to provide 
the legislature with a list of all un¬ 
funded items in this year’s budget and 
with an explanation of why each item 
has not been funded. 

Supporters said the Governor has 
unilaterally trimmed spending by re¬ 
fusing to spend money approved by 
the legislature and claimed many 
human service programs will suffer. 
Opponents said these reversions are 
prudent but painless ones which re¬ 
flect hard choices necessary to cover 
an anticipated loss in state revenues. 

A Yea vote is for rule suspension. 
A Nay vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

Pickup Truck (11 1778) — House 
106-43, approved an amendment strik¬ 
ing a bill’s key section which prohibits 
passengers from riding in the open 
back of a pickup truck going more 
than five miles per hour or travelling 
more than five miles. 

Amendment supporters said the 
section is too broad and noted it would 
restrict construction workers, appli¬ 
ance delivery companies and even 
hayrides. Opponents said 250 people 
are killed annually by falling or jum¬ 
ping ffrom pickup trucks. 

A Yea vote is against the prohibi¬ 
tion. A Nay vote is for the prohibition. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

Guns (II 1774) — House 90-61, ap¬ 
proved a bill which prohibits any per¬ 


son who is licensed to carry a gun for 
any purpose from being charged with 
violation of the state’s Bartley-Fox 
law which provides a one year man¬ 
datory jail sentence for unlicensed 
possession of a gun. 

Supporters said the bill simply 
eliminates a current inequity in the 
law in which a gun owner licensed for 
something like target shooting could 
be driving home from the range and 
be subject to criminal penalties if he 
or she is stopped and the gun is found 
in the car. Opponents said the bill 
jeopardizes public safety and will 
result in thousands of people being 
allowed to carry guns whenever and 
wherever they please for any pur¬ 
pose. The House rejected the same 
bill last year by a 77-75 vote. 

Both roll calls are listed. The first 
is last year’s. The second is last 
week’s. 

A Yea vote is for the bill. A Nay 
vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes on both roll 
calls. 

Prevailing Wage (II4003) — House 
123-24, rejected an initiative petition 
repealing the prevailing wage law for 


the state and local communities. The 
prevailing wage law requires that the 
wages paid to persons in public works 
projects including construction work, 
snow plowing, street cleaning and 
garbage renewal, be no less than the 
wages paid locally under existing col¬ 
lective bargaining agreements or by 
the city or town, for the same kind of 
work. 

Supporters of the prevailing wage 
law said it protects citizens by insur¬ 
ing public construction and other pro¬ 
jects will be done by skilled and fairly 
paid workers. They said repeal will 
result in destabilization of the con¬ 
struction industry and would force 
contractors to hire workers based on 
a lower wage resulting in lower quali¬ 
ty and productivity and eventual in¬ 
creased costs to taxpayers. Oppo¬ 
nents said the law costs taxpayers 
over $200 million annually in excess 
payments and argued quality work 
can be done at lower prices in order 
to help communities struggling in the 
face of Proposition 2'k. 

A Yea vote is for repeal of the 
prevailing wage law. A Nay vote is for 
the prevailing wage law. 

Saltmarsh voted no.

good player,” says Finigan. “I think 
that’s one of the reasons I was able to 
be such an effective coach. 1 could 
empathize with the average player.” 

Twenty years after the night of 
March 2,1955, when his team won the 
state championship, the players met 
at the Sonesta Hotel in Boston. They 
presented Finigen with a plaque that 
read: “Frank Finigan: The man who 
made it possible for nine young men 
to live the most exciting moment of 
their athletic lives.” 

And so we have the public Finigan. 
Some random impressions of col¬ 
leagues illumine the private man: 

“When I think of the idea of ‘a good 
man’ and all that it implies in terms 
of morality, ethics, and integrity, I 
think of Frank.” If lever needed help, 
whether it be with my kids, my fami¬ 
ly, my work, or what have you, I 
would call Frank. And he would be 
there. I’m absolutely certain of it.” 
"Frank is a scholar, intelligent, and 
articulate. He has a beautiful com¬ 
mand of the language, both spoken 
and written.” “He’s a graduate of 
Yale, you know.” “He’s very 
knowledgeable about Boston Irish 
politics.” 

“What does he care about? His 
family. He’s very proud of his 
children.” “He cares about his 
church. He’s very involved in it.” 
“His science program is first with 
him. He considers everything from 
the point of view of enhancing his 
department. He places it clearly in 
the center of things.” “He cares about 


his hockey players. I have a very 
vivid recollection of the two of us sit¬ 
ting in my living room during the 
hockey season of my junior year...I 
was emotionally stretched out and 
Frank came in to see if there was 
something he could do to help.” “He 
cares about his teachers. He has faith 
in them, so he can give them 
freedom.” “He doesn’t hesitate to 
compliment teachers and show his 
pride in their work.” “He hates to let 
go of anybody and suffers deeply 
when he must fire someone. If he has 
no other recourse, he follows the per¬ 
son to see that he is helped.” 

“He never loses his cool. I have 
never seen him get mad. And he will 
never take an opportunity to do 
another person in, even when cir¬ 
cumstances warrant it.” “He goes 
about his work with force and modes¬ 
ty.” “He’s a man of charm and wit.” 
"He reads other people well.” “He’s 
generous man." “Every time 1 see 
him he’s got a joke for me.” “He 
takes pains to mask a deep sensitivi¬ 
ty.” 

“During a time of great personal 
tragedy, we watched him work as 
usual, not talking about it, not reveal¬ 
ing his feelings.” 

Who is Finigan? To those at Win¬ 
chester High School, he is a politician 
who’ll go all out for his science- 
education causes, a teacher who 
engages his students, a science direc¬ 
tor whose list of awards for his pro¬ 
gram would intimidate the most 
ambitious and a coach who knows 
how to win. He is also a man to 
respect.

Mr. Finigan retires 

Teacher, politician, coach and friend

Who is Francis X. Finigan? A 
science department director, a 
teacher, a coach, a politician. 

In his 30 years at Winchester High 
School he has played all these public 
roles with aplomb. Newspaper clipp¬ 
ings, a string of prestigious awards, 
executive positions in national 
associations and testimonial letters 
proclaim his success. 

Beyond this public persona, 
though, is a very private man, reveal¬ 
ed only in glimpses to his friends and 
associates at Winchester High School. 
Like Lewis Carroll’s tortoise, he has 
a beautiful shell. And like the tortoise, 
he is an “ingenious, persistent, 
humorous being, full of paradox and 
contradiction. 

There’s no contradiction about one 
thing, though, Finigan is political. The 
sartorial splendor, the friendly pat on 
the shoulder, the head bent con- 
spiratorially toward his listener, the 
apt joke, all bespeak the politician on 
the campaign trail. This is not 
unintentional. Finigan has a cause, 
and it’s science education. He deeply 
believes that science educators must 
use political power to achieve educa¬ 
tional ends, and he acts on his behalf 
— at the federal, state, and local 
levels. 

He lobbied for legislation on the 
education bill passed in 1970 by Con¬ 
gress. He worked to have science 
teachers' concerns included in Presi¬ 
dent Richard Nixon’s revitalization of 
the nation’s economy, for which he 
received the Presidential Certificate 
of Appreciation. 

When Proposition 2% threatened 
state-wide science programs, he 
fought against it. A State Represen¬ 
tative wrote to him, “Your letter is 
the most thoughtful and eloquent 
statement I have seen on the 
wreckage in the aftermath of Proposi¬ 
tion 2'/i. 1 am sending its major 
paragraphs practially intact, to every 
member of the House Committee on 
Taxation.” 

He has used his political skills to 
engage the Winchester community 
for input on curriculum and support 
for his programs, getting together, as 
Frank himself describes it, a 
“citizen’s advisory committee that at 
one point read like a Who's Who in 
science.” 

His political skills have also fund¬ 
ed his beloved science education pro¬ 
jects. He personally raised more than 
$20,000 for the National Science 
Teachers Association (NSTA), ar¬ 
ranging to have Raytheon give NSTA 
$3,000 each year for four years and 
Honeywell to donate $5,000. And he 


elicited enough private financial sup¬ 
port to make the NSTA newsletter a 
vital national organ distributed to 
9,000 science supervisors throughout 
the country. 

An educator writes, "He has pro¬ 
vided the main impetus in this region 
for schools to be more responsive to 
the better science programs. And his 
influence is felt nationally as well." 
He has been president of the National 
Science Supervisors Association, 
president of Massachusetts Associa¬ 
tion of Science Supervisors, the first 
chairman of the National Science 
Teachers Association Committee on 
Supervision, and a member of the 
governing council of the American 
Association for the Advancment of 
Science. 

But Finigan the politician is also 
Finigan the teacher — inspiring, pa¬ 
tient, and sensitive. “It’s Einstein or 
nothing,” he tells his students. When 
they ask what that means, he replies, 
“You figure it out.” Some day they 
will. What they have already figured 
out is that Finigan "gets all into 
physics and makes it fun; it's more 
like a 3-D movie than a physics 
class." They love it when he brings 
out his “physics toys" or plays "shoot 
the monkey" to teach them a princi¬ 
ple of physics. 

“He builds up our confidence," 
they all agree. "He calls us ‘genii,’ the 
plural of genius, you know.” “He 
always tells us, ‘You kids are great.’ 
And he tallks to us like we are peo¬ 
ple," one commented. “Some 
teachers don’t do that." 

“He’s so patient,” added another. 
"He teaches complicated stuff real¬ 
ly fast, but then we go to the lab and 
he gives us individual help. He’ll keep 
going over and over it until we get it. 
He never loses his patience.” 

“Mr. Finigan's cool,” they agree. 
"And he's never boring. He’ll talk to 
us about sports and other subjects too, 
but he alwasy relates it to physics. 
And physics relates to life, you know. 
He makes us see that.” 

A former student wrote: “He 
made me see how beautiful and com¬ 
pelling physics could be...[It was] my 
first exposure to what would turn out 
to be a lifelong love." And a present 
students says, “I love Mr. Finigan. I 
think he would be a perfect grand¬ 
father.” 

He believes in a hands-on ap¬ 
proach. The key words in all Win¬ 
chester science classes are observe, 
classify, and infer. In the process 
students learn to think analytically. 
He also believes in incorporating con¬ 
temporary issues into science. And he 
believes in emphasizing an apprecia¬ 
tion of the wonders of the natural 
world.

When Finigan was the only Win¬ 
chester High School physics teacher, 
the American Association of Physics 
Teachers named WHS one of the 15 
outstanding high schools of the United 
States. And at Northeastern Univer¬ 
sity, where he is a senior lecturer, he 
was honored in 1975 for “superlative 
teaching.” 

Both his political and teaching 
talents have helped make Finigan a 
remarkable director of science. As 
science director, he threw out the tex¬ 
tbooks and the lectures in the Win¬ 
chester science curriculum and 
brought in observation and ex¬ 
periment. 

Since then the Winchester schools 
have thre times been named Ex¬ 
emplars in the Search For Excellence 
in Science Education, and twixe the 
National Science Supervisors 
Association cited Finigan as "The Na¬ 
tion’s Outstanding Science Super¬ 
visor.” 

The Thomas Alva Edison Founda¬ 
tion awarded him the Distinguished 
Service in Science citation. He has 
been named a fellow of the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science and also a member of its 
governing council. And he was head 
of the National Science Foundation’s 
Physics Institute for secondary 
science teachers. Cable News Net¬ 
work (CNN) from Atlanta selected 
the science program in Winchester to 
highlight the education segment of its 
Science/Technology Week television 
presentation. 

And then there's Finigan, hockey 
super-coach. (They say he loves to 
brag about this!) One of the players 
of his 1955 championship team, and a 
former student, a professor at an ivy 
league college and, some say, a 
strong candidate for a Nobel Prize in 
physics, was once asked to relate the 
most exciting aspect of his high school 
life. His response? "Playing hockey 
for Frank Finigan.” 

Finigan organized the varsity 
hockey program in Winchester, then 
made it “one of the top hockey powers 
in school-boy circles.” In 1955, his 
team won the Mass State Champion¬ 
ship, 1957 the Northeast Conference ti¬ 
tle, in I960, the Middlesex Hockey 
League title, and in 1964 a second 
state championship. He was hockey 
coach for 13 years. And in 1975 he was 
inducted into the Massachusetts State 
Hockey Coaches Association’s Hall of 
Fame. 

“Not bad for a guy whose hockey 
talent never warranted attention 
beyond the pickup games at Bel¬ 
mont’s Spy Pond, where he skated as 
a youth," wrote one reporter. “I grew 
up loving hockey...but I was never a

Art for Tom Tracy is a personal 
destiny: first as a family heritage, 
than as a choice. 

His grandfather was a talented ar¬ 
tist, his mother an interior decorator. 
Tracy always loved to draw. 
Recognizing his talent, his mother 
enrolled him early in Saturday art 
schools — when he’d rather have been 
playing baseball. 

He made the choice for art one day 
in 1949, as a junior in high school, at 
the Fogg Museum in Cambridge. “I 
saw this painting, and it touched me,” 
he said.” I stood in front of it for a 
long time. It gave me goose pimples. 
Right then I knew that I'd eventually 
end up in art. ” The painting was Van 
Gogh’s Sunflowers. "Its yellow 
sunlight colors, its freedom and 
balance, its varied textures and tones 
provided his first real artistic in¬ 
spiration. 

Mexico provided the second. After 
majoring in art at the University of 
New Hampshire and doing graduate 
work at both U.N.H. and Syracuse, he 
went to Mexico to complete his 
graduate work at the University of 
Guanajuato Art Institute in San 
Miguel de Allende. He cites this year 
in Mexico as a turning point in his art. 
He was intoxicated by the rich colors, 
inspired by the Sierra Madre and the 
quaint towns, and filled with new 
ideas to express through his art. 

When he returned, it was to a job 
teaching art in Gorham, New Hamp¬ 
shire, and for the next 20 years his 
career would have a double focus — 
as artist and teacher. From New 
Hampshire, he went to Schuylerville 
where he taught art history — a new 
area for him that would develop into 
a passionate interest. 

Then, in 1969, as artist, as teacher, 

. and as art historian, Tracy came to 
the Winchester public schools to be 
the new art director. 

First, Tracy the teacher went to 
work — changing the focus of the art 
program. The emphasis would be on 
creativity, on challenging students to 
think. “I do not teach technique," he 
says. “Students will develop ther own 
techniques. We concentrate 
somewhat on drawing and composi¬ 
tion, but more on intellectual involve¬ 
ment. Kids have to think about what 
they’re doing." He quotes a Harvard 
educator who believes “A good art 
program even at the high school level 
can have the highest concentration of 
abstract thinking in public educa¬ 
tion.” And Winchester, Tracy says, 
achieves this. 

In three years, enrollment in art 
programs at all levels — elementary, 
junior high, and senior high — doubl¬ 
ed. In four years, the department 
went from seven art teachers to 13. In 
1972, Tracy's third year at WHS, his 
students entered the Boston Globe 
Scholastic Arts Awards Contest for 
the first time. “We swept the show,” 
he boasts. Since then WHS students 
have won 18-20 national awards, more 
than any other high school in the 
state. 

“With Mr. Tracy," one student ex¬ 
plained, “it can’t be just a nice, pret¬ 
ty picture. He wants much more from 
us. Our work has to have meaning, 
feeling, in it.” “Tom can stir up kids, 
get them excited,” colleagues say. 
“There’s a sort of a drive, an energy, 
in his classes. He’s demanding but en¬ 
couraging. He gets the most out of his 
students. Kids respect him. They 
come back all the time to visit him, 
even after 14 or 15 years.” Tracy 
loves it when his former students keep 
in touch with him. “I was,” he boasts, 
"best man in one's wedding.” 

He is also proud of the large 
number of WHS students who go on to 
art careers. One year 19 students 
chose to further their studies in art. 
This year’s junior class has 12 to 15 
students who are considering careers 
in art. About 3 percent each year ma¬ 
jor in art in college. And not another 
school department in New England 
can top that. 
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His art department is considered 
one of the most sophisticated in the 
state. It regularly attracts visitors 
from other school systems. And many 
of them have modeled their own art 
programs on Winchester’s. 

What is the key to the success of 
your department, he is asked. “My 
staff!” he replies without hesitation. 
“Amazing! Magnificent! I’m very 
proud of my staff. Their goal is ex¬ 
cellence in art.” 

When the art department’s pro¬ 
gress satisfied him, Tracy the art 
historian went to work. He imagined 
at WHS a program that would com¬ 
bine art, history, music, and 
literature. He wanted kids to know 
Brueghel, Turner, Toulouse-Latrec, 
Picasso, as he did. He wanted them 
to make connections among art, 

• music, history, and literature. He 
enlisted the aid of Bill O’Connor, 
history director, and for four years 
they talked, outlined, proposed, lob¬ 
bied, and battled for humanities pro¬ 
gram. It was accepted by the school 
committee in 1978 and humanities has 
since become an instutution, observ¬ 
ed and adopted by other school 
systems. 

It is obvious that Tracy has a love 
affair with humanities. He loves both 
the subject matter and the students. 
And the students love him. “Everyone 
in our class lives for Mr. Tracy,” one 
told me. When asked to name three 
apt words to describe him, a student 
said, “caring,” “funny,” and “en¬ 
thusiastic.” She explained: "He cares 
for his work and for others. He 
reaches the kids through his humor. 
And his enthusiasm for art is ab¬ 
solutely contagious.” A colleague 
says, “Tracy is an absolutely warm 
human being. His warmth transcends 
everything about him. His style is 
very personal. He teaches kids like he 
was teaching them how to shoot pool 
in his cellar.” 

Tracy offers something totally dif¬ 
ferent from the rest of the humanities 
team. He doesn't deal with discipline, 
lists, administrative minutia. The 
others do that for him, but they do not 
mind. He inspires them. 

Says a colleague, “He sees life 
through the prism of the artist. I've 
learned a lot about the other side (the 
right side) of the brain from Tracy. 
He has an artistic view of the world. 
Art is the centerpiece of his teaching, 
of his existence.” Undaunted by the 
traditional second-class citizenship of 
art in comparison to such elements of 
the humanities program as history 
and English, he constantly fight the 
other humanities teachers for more 
teaching time. He has weathered, by 
this time, myriad administrative bat¬ 
tles over the status of art programs. 
He’s built up his armor He knows the 
value of his cause. 

Tracy brings an artist’s perspec¬ 
tive to art history. He is not analytical 
in his methods. He strives instead for 
recognition. He teaches kids to find 
recognizable keys in artists’ works — 
because he believes that from 
recognition comes appreciation. He 
generates so much enthusiasm that 
when he takes kids to a museum, such 
as the Frick, they run from painting 
to painting: “Mr. Tracy, Look!” 
“Here's a Titian!” “A Bellini!” “A 
Rembrandt!" More than one onlooker 
has expressed astonishment at the 
knowledgeable kids from Winchester 
High. Tracy’s students are excited to 
find that they know almost every 
Western artist of note from the 
Renaissance on. Tracy has given 
them the means to exult in their first 
glimmer of recognitin of the beauty 
of Europen art. He has given them an 
artistic awakening. 

The humanities class trips were 
his idea. Every year humanities visits 
the New York museums, and Tracy 
has also taken students to Europe, 
twice to Italy and once to Paris and 
Madrid. On trips, other teachers la¬ 
ment, he treats the kids like his 
brothers and sisters. His colleagues 
worry that they will some day find 
him lolling by the Seine discussing art 


with his youthful students, over a bot¬ 
tle of wine. 

There's something of the left bank 
artist about Tracy anyway. Always a 
bit disshelved, he might wear a flan¬ 
nel shirt that matches his well-worn 
corduroys, but more likely not. 
Ironically, his acute eye for color in 
his art does not carry over to his 
dress. He comes into humanities class 
with paint still on his fingers. If he 
remembers to wear his rumpled cor¬ 
duroy jacket, he invariably takes it 
off and then leaves it behind. And 
after class comes the familiar “I’ve 
gotta have a smoke!” 

Recently, hunched over a cup of 
coffee in the W.H.S. staff room, where 
he could have his smoke, he talked 
about his future. “After motivating 
kids all day, it is hard to go home and 
motivate yourself. Now I’ll have the 
freedom to do that.” An artist’s key 
ingredients, he has always said, are 
ability, work, confidence, a sketch 
book — and time. Now he will. He has 
a home in Vermont with a studio, 
where he plans to spend six months 
of the year working. The other six 
months he’ll be at his Rockport 
gallery. 

And what about his art? It is more 
abstract than realistic, Tracy ex¬ 
plains. He starts with a pencil draw¬ 
ing that is somewhat realistic, and 
then abstracts from that. He favors 
pencil, pastel, acrylics, and water- 
colors. Inspirations for his work, he 
says, have been Lyonel Feininger, 
Charles Sheeler, and Kathe Kollwitz. 

For subjects he draws from 
nature, the sea, the New England 
landscape, old Gkmchester. He was 
pleased when a recent visitor to his 
gallery told him, “This is a relief. You 
don’t paint like everybody else. It’s 
the same thing over and over in these 
galleries. They’re all trying to 
reproduce exactly what’s out there. 
You’re not.” Tom points out that their 
work is representational, while his is 
interpretive. 

“It’s a big ego thing for me — and 
for Marilyn, too,” he adds. “It’s a 
fulfilling feeling when you complete 
i a successful piece. And it’s a great 
feeling when people appreciate your 
work enough to buy it and hang it on 
their walls.” 

Marilyn is his wife, and those who 
know say it is a beautiful relationship 
— upbeat, together, high. They met 
when they were both undergraduates. 
She was with him in Mexico, with 
their three small children. She was 
with him in Schuylerville, where their 
house was the hang-out for young 
creative artists and musicians. She 
was with him in Winchester. And she 
is with him now in the Tracy Gallery, 
Rockport. She is a crucial kind of in¬ 
spiration for him. “Without Marilyn,” 
jokes a friend, “Tracy wouldn't last 
a day!”

They 
do, of course, have winter of sorts, a 
mild and coolish kind of downtime, 
when the vegetation pauses a while in 
its customary inch-an-hour growth 
pattern. The week I was there, things 
were just warming up on the streets 
of Key West. We saw a man wearing 
a boa, made not of feathers but of the 


reptile himself, he of the constricting 
family. He coiled cozily round the 
neck of his master, who smiled and 
scratched him under his minimal 
chin. Folks sat out in the sun, and 
ambled barefoot on the sidewalks. An 
old man wearing brogans waded 
through sand on the teach to ask 
spare change of an elegant fellow in 
bikini bottoms. (“1 have no money 
whatsoEVER,” he told the old man. 
“I have no pockets,” which none pre¬ 
sent could possibly deny.) 

Last week I looked in on the pro¬ 
gress of Spring in Bermuda, where up 
until the day we came, rain and 
coolish weather had prevailed. The 
natives, who drink the rain, after all, 
as it collects on their white spun- 
sugar roofs, don’t mind the wet: their 
island is a rock from whose crusty 
heart no water springs forth. The 
tourists do mind: but white and pasty- 
faced as we were after the long hiber¬ 
nation, we just pretended the sun 
shone anyway, and lay like dead 
mackerel on the beach. When it broke 
through at last in full May dazzle, we 


were mackerel with smiles on their 
faces. 

Less exotically, Spring has come 
to our own home-towns by now, and 
if you haven't heard, just go outside. 
The tulips will tell you, red and yellow 
and orange goblets that they are, rais¬ 
ed in salutation toward the sun; the 
daffodils too, clashing like toy swords 
in the warm wind; and the tiny fox¬ 
gloves, with hair all tightly curled like 
permanent-waves on the heads of old 
ladies. 

The children will tell you Spring is 
here too, with their mudpies and their 
bubble pipes and their digging for 
worms day and night. My kids and 
their pals made a tent-city on the 
grass yesterday with all the um¬ 
brellas they could lay their hands on; 
then sat beneath the nylon petals 
together with the cat, who’d caught 
the spirit of the celebration, and 
feasted hugely on apple slices and 
Dorilos. Watching them, I thought of 
my own baby days and the mild after¬ 
noons of my childhood. We made 
mudpies ourselves, my sister and I, 


and adopted an orphaned field mouse, 
who might just have lived were it not 
for our bumbling ministrations; we 
even tried painting the house brown 
once with some roll-on shoe polish. It 
was Spring that made us do it. 

Last week I took three teen males 
to a neighboring town so they could 
visit some lady-friends there; and, 
dropping them off, went about my 
own more somber adult business. 
When I came to fetch them home, 
they were, boys and girls alike, 
wreathed in smiles. The boys fairly 
floated out of the girls' house, the girls 
following to bid them adieu. One 
walked straight into a street sign - 
Wham! - and the sign went “Boing- 
oing-oing-oing", wobbling metallical¬ 
ly. The other boys doubled over in 
laughter; the victim wobbled some 
too; and the young ladies kept wav¬ 
ing and smiling and looking beautiful.

Saltmarsh backs 
bill to go after 
bilking vendors 

The Massachusetts House of 
Representatives recently approved a 
bill that strengthens the sanctions 
which may be levied against vendors 
found guilty of double-billing the state 
for goods or service. 

“This measure gives the Cpm- 
monwealth and its agencies the 
authority to impose tough fines 
against anyone who tries to rip off the 
taxpayers by charging twice or more 
for the same services or products," 
said Rep. Whip Saltmarsh. 

The Republican package bill 
authorizes fines up to 10 percent for 


first and second offenses of double¬ 
billing. The measure allows for the 
imposition of fines up to 50 percent of 
the contracted price for goods or ser¬ 
vices for subsequent offenses. 

“Vendor contracted materials and 
services to the state run into the hun¬ 
dreds of millions of dollars, yet there 
are really no serious sanctions 
available to the Commonwealth to use 
against the handful of vendors who 
try to bilk the state and the citizens 
who pay the bills.” “This measure 
gives state agencies the ad¬ 
ministrative muscle to go after 
cheats.” 

Saltmarsh said the vendor double¬ 
billing measure is a companion effort 
to the bill signed into law last year 
which requires the state to make 
prompt payments to its vendors. “We 
made sure the state is being fair to 
vendors with the prompt payment 
law,” Saltmarsh said. “Now, we want 
to assure that the state has the power 
to go after vendors who treat it unfair¬ 
ly.” 

The vendor double-billing measure 
was engrossed in the House on a voice 
vote. The measure is now going to the 
Senate for action there. Currently, 
there are no administrative sanctions 
available to state agencies for use in 
double-billing cases. 


Historic property 
data available 
at library 

The Winchester Historical Com¬ 
mission has made a set of nomination 
papers for Winchester’s nomination 
of five districts and 58 individual pro¬ 
perties to the National Register of 
Historic Places available for 
reference at the Winchester Public 
Library. 

F’or each of the individual proper¬ 
ties the nomination papers include an 
inventory sheet explaining the pro¬ 
perty’s historic and architectural 
significance. For each district the 
nomination form lists the individual 
properties, maps and district boun¬ 
daries and provides a summary of the 
architectural and historical 
highlights. Also included is an approx¬ 
imately 75-page narrative of the 
development of Winchester in relation 
to its architecture. 

The Massachusetts Historical 
Commission will consider the 
nomination in the fall of 1988. Before 
this review there will be a public 
meeting in Winchester with staff from 
the state commission. The owner of 
an individual property and the ma¬ 


jority of the owners in a district may 
prevent the listing of the property or 
district on the national register. 
Listing on the national register is an 
honor that does not impose any 
limitations on the property owner. 

The five districts are: Central 
Street; Everett/Sheffield; 

Firth/Glengarry; Wedgemere; and 
the Wildwood Cemetery. The in¬ 
dividual properties range from a 
former carriage house to the Oak 
Knoll estate. The Winchester 
Historical Commission is sponsoring 
a walking tour of two of the districts, 
Central and Firth/Glengarry, Sun¬ 
day, May 15 at 1 p.m. starting at Cen¬ 
tral Green across from 17 Central St.

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'What's Up' 
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Little League teams give youngsters 
the chance to develop their skills 


Super PeeWee is a little more 
competitive, although it is still a 
teaching league. Players are 
graduates of PeeWee or kids who 
tried out for a Minor League team 
but didn't make it. 

The emphasis is still on learn 
ing. but the rules of the game are 
more strictly adhered to and 
towards the end of the season, a 
player pitches. 

Minors 

In the Minoi League, the players 
are officially in Little League. They 
have learned the basics and moved 
past the instructional stages of their 
baseball lives. 

Now they can't just sign up and 
play. It is just like the big time. 
These kids go to a tryout where 
they do some fielding, hitting and 
base running while the coaches 
watch and keep score. 

As in any sport, a draft follows 
the tryout. The very good player will 
be chosen to play on a major league 
team, the dream of all kids who 
want to be the next Wade Boggs. 

This draft is not made public. 
The coaches sit down together and 
choose teams. All players who were 
on a team the previous year will re¬ 
main on that team unless they 
move up to the majors — there are 
no free agents in Little League. 

Minor league players know 
where first base is, but they may not 
remember to run to it when they get 
a hit. Coaches still spend a lot of 


time stressing the basics: use two 
hands to catch a ball, keep your eye 
on the ball, if there's a force, throw 
out the lead man. These reflexes 
should be is place when the players 
get to the major leagues. 

As they mature in the minors, 
the dropped flies and grounders 
through the legs and into the out¬ 
field should become less frequent. 
No more should a spectator see two 
members on the same team on se¬ 
cond base because one forgot to 
run to third or decided he didn't 
want to. 

Of course, the mistakes are still 
there, as they are in the Majors, but 
the skills are markedly improved. 

Majors 

Major leaguers are veterans of 
the Little League system. Most of 
these nine through 12 year olds 
have been playing little league for 
a third of their lives. 

They may not have played in an 
instructional league, but they put in 
their time on a minor league team 
before being drafted to the majors, 
and, they're proud of it. 

The atmosphere at the games is 
similiar to that at a professional 
baseball game, but on a smaller 
scale. 

The banter flies on the field. 

"No batter, no batter," the 
fielders call to encourage the pit¬ 
cher. "Nice catch," the players call 
to an outfielder. 

Enthusiasm abounds when a 


teammate gets a hit. Suddenly 12 
or 13 boys are clutching the fence 
that serves to block their "dugout," 
jumping up and down and calling 
to the successful batter. 

Watertown Indian coaches 
Frank Strangio and Joe Goden 
spend a lot of time trying to keep 
the players' bursting energy under 
control. 

The professional atmosphere 
extends to griping about the um¬ 
pires, who, it seems, don’t get a 
break in Little League games either. 
The practice is, however, frowned 
upon by coaches and could warrant 
an inning on the bench if not 
squelched. 

Not only does the Indian team 
boast unbridled energy, it boasts 
dedication. Strangio, who is now 
coaching the youngest of his three 
sons, played little league in 1952, 
the first year Watertown had an 
organized league. 

Strangio and Goden, whose son 
Tommy is also an Indian, are involv¬ 
ed because of their children, but 
also because of th< ' 2 for the 

sport. 

The Indians rely on ».,e dedica¬ 
tion of their coaches, but dedication 
on the Indian team doesn't end 
there. Eric Boisvert, 11, played Tri- 
ple A baseball for three years before 
he was drafted into the majors and 
he doesn't see a day when he won't 
play. 

Boisvert, who lives in the east 
end of Watertown, takes the bus to

practices and games because the 
league he used to play in disband¬ 
ed. “I know my way around Water- 
town pretty well," he said. 

Ask a major leaguer why he 
plays and his answer is likely to be 
as simple and obvious as 10-year- 
old Michael Manavian's response, 
"for the fun of it." 

Brian Donovan, 10, has been 
playing organized baseball for half 
his life. He said hockey is his 
favorite sport, but baseball is a 
close runner-up. 

Babe Ruth 


In the league named after the 
legendary George Herman Ruth, 
the 13 to 15 year olds are serious 
about their baseball. 

There's a difference between a 
12 and 13 year old boy, one that is 
quite obvious on the field. 

"The boys are different almost 
every year until they're 15," Bel¬ 
mont's William Mahoney said. 
“They’re almost a different person. 
They're just changing so fast." 

Mahoney won't take any credit 
for his town's Babe Ruth League, 
although he does organize it, 
schedule games for the six teams, 
make sure the players have mat¬ 
ching uniforms and recruit coaches. 
The day I met him, he was umpir¬ 
ing a game because the scheduled 
umpire couldn't make it. 

Mahoney assured me that is a 
rare occassion, but rare as it may 
be, he would do it again if need be. 

In Belmont everyone who signs 
up plays Babe Ruth. That, Mahoney 
said, is partly because the league 
was dying when he and his friend 
Dan Kelleher breathed life back in¬ 
to the league four years ago. 

Mahoney also helps divide the 
players into teams. He said his goal 
is to create a league without a 
runaway team. "If all the teams are 
even, we win.” he said. “I want to 
make every game a competitive 
one." 

Although many of the 90 
players in Belmont's Babe Ruth are 
grooming themselves for high 
school play, and Mahoney thinks 
that's great, he also wants the 
players to have fun, the idea sur¬ 
rounding the whole system. “It 
gives the kids a chance to have a 
good time," he said. 

In the summer, the best of the 
Babe Ruth players compete in inter¬ 
community leagues with Mahoney 
at the helm again. They play Arl¬ 
ington and Winchester among 
other towns. 

For some players, Babe Ruth is 
the end of a baseball career that 
began when they were seven. The 
dreams of becoming a professional 
player have dissolved in the 
knowledge that they are good, but 
not great.

Girls at bat 


Little League has changed since 
I was a nine-year-old watching long¬ 
ingly from the sidelines as my 
seven-year-old brother played on 
the team I was not allowed to join. 

Those were the days when girls 
did not play baseball. In fact, in my 
home town the Little League 
organizers (all men, of course) went 
so far as to create a softball league 
for the little girls who didn't yet 
realize that sports were for men. 

I'm happy to say things are dif¬ 
ferent now. Although most girls do 
not make it to the Major Leagues, 
they do have the opportunity to 
play. What's even more amazing to 
me is that the boys don't care. 

When I asked some of them how 
they felt about their female team¬ 
mates they shrugged. "They're 
okay," was the most frequent 
response with "why do you ask?" a 
close second. 

Some Watertown Tigers just 
looked at me blankly when I told 
them I had not been allowed to play 
baseball. They couldn't understand 
why that would happen. "You mean 
you couldn't play just because 
you're a girl?" they asked puzzled. 

“Yes," I said, "that's the only 
reason." 


“That's dumb," was the general 
consensus. 

It's obvious little leaguers have 
become somewhat enlightened in 
the past 15 years, but I still have to 
wonder why more girls don't get as 
far as the majors.

Playing baseball 


B aseball. To anyone 
with more than a pass¬ 
ing interest in sports, 
the yearning for the 
crack of the bat begins 
shortly after the National College 
Athletic Association Basketball 
Championships. 

At that point spring is not quite 
in the air, at least in New England, 
but any baseball fan knows Florida 
is more than warm enough to host 
that first reminder of the coming 
summer — spring training. 

As the earth begins its 
reawakening, so too do the humans 
who have been bundled up and in¬ 
side long enough. 

Even armchair athletes dream 
of the day the trees begin to bud 
and their softball team begins its 
season along with the pros. 

But what brings a smile to the 
armchair athlete even faster than 
thoughts of softball is his child 
urgently calling him to hurry or 
they'll miss Little League 
registration. 

Little League is a rite of spring 
for boys and girls in towns all over 
the world. The All-American sport 


certainly is ■ that, with teams 
throughout Latin American as well 
as the United States and Canada, 
but it is more. Asian and European 
teams enjoy the sport, too. 

In its most restrictive definition, 
Little League is an organization of 
baseball teams for children between 
the ages of 9 and 12. Little League, 
Inc. administers the program from 
Williamsport, Penn., where Carl E. 
Stotz formed the first league for 
boys. 

In a broader sense, Little League 
encompasses all the teams organiz¬ 
ed in towns and cities all over who 
play spring baseball. Most people 
who were not adults at the end of 
World War II, when Little League 
grew in leaps and bounds, have 
some memory of playing, or wat¬ 
ching their friends, brothers and 
sons, play Little League. 

Local leagues accomodate 
children and teens from age 7 to 18. 

Little League involvement goes 
beyond the children. There would 
be no teams without the dedication 
of many men and women who 
organize, coach, schedule games 
and raise funds to ensure the sur¬ 
vival of the leagues. 


PeeWee 

Most baseball programs in 
towns throughout the country have 
expanded to include more than just 
the Little League Association's in¬ 
itial age group. Second graders are 
out on the diamond learning the all- 
American sport. 

In Belmont 7 through 9 year 
olds play "tee ball." Tee ball helps 
the youngest ball players learn the 
rules and skills of the game without 
adding the pressure of hitting and 
pitching. 

Just as it sounds, the ball is 
placed on a tee level to a child’s 
swing. Once the ball is hit the game 
proceeds as all baseball games do, 
although the rules are often a little 
flexible. 

In Arlington the children start 
out with a moving ball, but one 
thrown by a coach instead of a 
player, PeeWee League organizer 
Mike McCabe said. 

McCabe got involved in PeeWee 
baseball four years ago for the same 
reason most parents do, his son 
wanted to play. 

McCabe started "just helping 
out." Before he knew it he was 
coaching a team of about 16 boys 
and girls. Now, he and his wife 
organize the instructional league 
and its more competitive counter¬ 
part, Super PeeWee. 

The PeeWee League in Arl¬ 
ington is open to children between 
the ages of 7 and 12. The majority 
of the kids who play are 7 to 9 years 
old. Most have not played baseball 
before. 

Unlike Little League, everyone 
who signs up for PeeWee is assign¬ 
ed a team, and everyone plays 
every game. The PeeWee players 
are there to learn the rules and 
skills of a team sport that often has 
more in common with a one-on-one 
game. 

This year 281 kids registered for 
the league, enough to create 16 
teams. McCabe said he likes to 
assign three coaches per team “to 
be able to monitor the kids so they 
don't wander off." These are second 
and third graders after all. 

PeeWees play four hours a 
week, two Saturday and two Sun¬ 
day. The first hour each week is 
dedicated to practice. In the second 
hour the teams play a game. 

Practice for the PeeWees begins 
with the very basic skills. "It's fun¬ 
ny to watch them at the beginning. 
Sometimes you have to show a kid 
where first base is," McCabe said. 
And that's exactly what the coaches 
do. 

The first weekend of practice, 
Arlington residents are likely to see 
an adult running around a baseball 
diamond followed by 20 kids. Next 
the children learn where each posi¬ 
tion is, because although they pro¬ 


Little League history and rules 


The first Little League was 
founded by Carl Stotz in 1939 in 
Williamsport, Penn. Three teams 
played 24 games that year. 

In the post-World War II years, 
Little League expanded rapidly 
throughout the country. Every year 
from 1949 to 1953, the league 
doubled its membership. The Little 
Leaque World Series debuted in 
1947. 

Pitcher Joey Jay of Middleton, 
Conn., was the first Little League 
veteran to reach the real Major 
Leagues. He did it is 1953. 

By 1974, 1900 Little Leaguers 
had become professional baseball 
players. Half of the players in the 
1974 World Series (Oakland A s v. 
Los Angeles Dodgers) had played 
Little League. 

(Jp until that same year Little 
League was an all-male domain, but 
in December of that year President 
Gerald Ford signed legislation

clearing the way for little girls all 
over the (J.S.A. to pick up the bat 
and glove and play organized ball. 

Each league must follow certain 
Little League, Inc., guidelines. 

□ The population in the 
league's range must be no more 
than 15,000, hence the creation of 
more than one Little League system 
in many towns. Leagues may have 
between four and 10 teams. 

□ Pitchers may not pitch more 
than six innings, one full game, in 
a week. They may pitch in two 
games in a week as long as they 
pitch no more than six innings. 

□Teams play two six-inning 
games per week. Babe Ruth teams 
play seven innings. 

□A Little League diamond is 
two-thirds the size of a Major 
League Baseball diamond. Bases 
are 60 feet apart and the pitcher's 
mound lies 46 feet from home 
plate. Little League, Inc., recom¬ 
mends a 200 foot arc in the outfield. 

□ Babe Ruth players use a full- 
size diamond (bases 90 feet apart, 
pitcher's mound 60'/2 feet from 
home plate). 

□A Little League bat may be no 
more than 33-inches long. The ball 
weighs 5-5'/z ounces. 

! iA player must be nine by 
August 1 of the year he or she 
wishes to play Little League. Player 
who will be 12 before August 1 of 
the year are no longer eligible and 
must move up to Babe Ruth.

bably know Wade Boggs plays third 
base, they may not know where 
third base is, or where to stand 
when covering third.

The children don't usually have 
a firm grasp of where each position 
is or what it entails, but they 
sometimes know where they want 
to play anyway. 

"It depends on who their idol is 
these days," McCabe said. 

The rules are stretches a bit for 
the PeeWees. Teams may have 
more than nine players on the field 
and the coaches do the pitching. In¬ 
nings are over when the defensive 
team puts three men out, or when 
ten players on the offense have had 
a turn at the plate. 

More important than knowing 
the difference between a fair ball 
and a foul ball, the players learn 
how to play safe baseball. Batters 
wear batting helmets, as do all lit¬ 
tle league teams, and fielding drills 
teach how to safely catch a 
grounder. 

In all young leagues, players 
begin to develop the skills that will 
become second nature to them as 
they progress within the little 
league structure.

The Seventh Sign makes apocalypse a boring lecture 


no more spooky than a day spent 
in Sunday school making papier 
rriache crucifixes. In other words, 
this is a horror film, but not in the 
way the producers intended. It's a 
fright because it's so boring and 
pointless. After about half an hour 
of watching all the stone-faced, ut¬ 
terly humorless characters stumble 
around, you start rooting for the 
devil. At least he would be more 
fun. 

Here's the story. Out in Haiti, 
dead fish are washing up on the 
beach In Israel, a desert village is 
frozen in ice. In Nicaragua, a river 
turns to blood. Meanwhile, back at 
the ranch, a young and very preg¬ 
nant Demi lives quietly and 
peacefully with her husband 
(Michael Biehn), an attorney trying 
to save his young client who has 
been sentenced to the electric chair 
lot murdering his patents. 

Moore and Biehn don't seem 
loo concerned about the strange 
things happening elsewhere around 
the world. But you, the viewing au¬ 
dience, know something strange is 
going to happen. How, you ask? 


Well, how about all those subtle lit¬ 
tle clues, like Moore explaining that 
her baby is due February 29 and 
that she proudly has no religious af¬ 
filiation (cue the Twilight Zone 
theme music). Add to this the fact 
that Biehn's client, a mentally- 
handicapped boy who says he kill¬ 
ed his parents because God told 
him to, and you can pretty much 
guess exactly how this story is go¬ 
ing to go. 

Then comes the big tip-off. 
Jurgen Prochnow shows up as the 
nameless stranger who rents Moore 
and Biehn's spare room. He is the 
sort of humorless fellow whoc likes 
to stand out in the rain without an 
umbrella, staring at Moore. Even 
when he does come inside, it's to 
speak in mystical aphorisms about 
sparrows singing when new souls 
come to earth. It’s no wonder he 
spends so much time in the rain. 
Who wants to let a guy this weird 
into their home? 

Eventually, after seeing Pro- 
chnow standing in the rain one too 
many times, Moore suspects 
something is going on. She steals 
some of his secret papers and tends 


up having a young Jewish kid (Man¬ 
ny Jacobs) do his best Woody Allen 
impression and decipher the secret 
code. This reveals to Moore (and 
the two audience members who 
haven't guessed this by now) that 
God is pretty ticked off about the 
way the world has gone and he's 
sent Prochnow down to do 
something about it. 

By this point in the movie, 
you've given up all hope for any 
suspense. You're willing to settle for 
a few good special effects. Instead, 
you get a scene of Moore sitting, 
naked and pregnant, in a bathtub 
contemplating a past suicide at¬ 
tempt that goes unmentioned until 
very late in the film. And you get 
lots of cascading chorale music and 
darkly-lit scenes whenever there is 
supposed to be something mystical 
or sinister going on. 

What The Seventh Sign comes 
down to is a hokey conclusion, 
where the birth of Moore's child 
holds the key to save humanity. 
Don't bother asking how. It has 
something to do with those spar 
rows Prochnow had been mumbling 
about earlier The conclusion lavs 


on the religious mysticism so thick, 
you feel like you've just sat through 
a Billy Graham crusade instead of 
a movie. 

The Seventh Sign apparently 
wants to be a sort of womb-bound 
version of The Omen. The thing is, 
stuff happened in The Omen. The 
characters didn't just stand around 
talking about the apocalypse. In 
The Seventh Sign, the only scene 
that makes an audience tense is 
when the doctor sticks a needled in¬ 
to Moore's pregnant tummy. Other 
than that, there isn’t one moment 
that inspires any fear at all. 

In an ordinary horror movie, the 
idea that the world is about to be 
wiped away so God can start over 
again would seem pretty frighten 
ing. The Seventh Sign, however, 
manages to turn the apocalypse in¬ 
to nothing more than a boring Sun 
day school lecture.

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What’s Healthy 


Spleen, gall bladder, 
epiglottis: what, how, 
where? 


Balance your daily 
intake of nutrients 


Do you know where the spleen, the gall bladder and the epiglot¬ 
tis are located? Do you know what they do? 

Today, let's look at a few parts of the body that work so silently and 
efficiently that most people are only vaguely aware of their function. 

The spleen is a purple organ with a smooth surface that some 
physicians describe a having the consistency of a sponge. Located on 
the left side of the body, it is found below the rib cage between the 
stomach and left kidney. The spleen is oblong in shape and is about 
five inches long in the average adult. It is the largest structure of the 
body's lymph system This important organ acts on red blood cells to 
release hemoglobin, during fetal life and in the newborn. Fortunately, 
people who lose a spleen because of disease or injury can usually live 
normal lives. This is because many of the spleen's functions are also 
carried out by other parts of the body. 


The gallbladder is a pear-shaped organ attached to the lower part of 
the liver It is on the right side of the body. The gallbladdeer is 
involved in the storage and concentration of bile and the secretion of 
mucus. It also is not essential for life. If it is removed for any reason, 
bile simply is sent directly from the liver to a part of the small 
intestine called the duodenum. There it helps with digestion of 
various types of fat. 

Higher up in the gastrointestinal tract is a small piece of cartilage 
called the epiglottis It is located in the throat and keeps food from 
entering the voicebox and the windpipe when a person swallows. 
Usually the only time it fails is when we are very excited and try to 
talk, breathe and eat at the same time. We call that "swallowing down 
the wrong tube." 

We seldom think about our spleen, gallbladder or epiglottis unless 
something goes wrong with them. These and other parts are likely to 
continue to function efficiently and silently for years to come if we 


take good care of our bodies.

There are five nutrients in foods 
which can be separated into two 
categories. Proteins, carbohydrates 
and fats are those nutrients which 
provide energy. Vitamins and 
minerals are the nutrients which are 
necessary for the efficient utiliza¬ 
tion of that energy. Just as playing 
a sport requires that you learn the 
fundamentals, developing a healthy 
diet requires that you understand 
the function of these five groups of 
nutrients. 

Protein 

10-15% of the calories in the 
healthy diet should come from pro¬ 
tein. Protein provides the necessary 
building materials for muscle, 
blood, skin, hair, nails, internal 
organs, hormones and most impor¬ 
tantly for the production of en¬ 
zymes which control all of our 
metabolic functions. Protein pro¬ 
vides 4 calories/gram and may be 
used as a source of energy only 
when insufficient amounts of fat 
and/or carbohydrates are present in 
the diet. The major sources of pro¬ 
tein are found in meat, chicken, 
fish, dairy products including 
cheese and eggs, peas, beans and 
nuts. Most individual’s exceed their 
daily protein needs by 100-200%. 
Therefore it is not necessary to 
make a protein food such as 
chicken, fish or beef the focal point 
of each meal. You can adequately 
meet your daily protein require¬ 
ment and increase your consump¬ 
tion of complex carbohydrates and 
fiber by including more vegetables, 
potatoes, rice, bread and pasta with 
smaller portions of meat, chicken, 
fish, cheese or other dairy products. 


Carbohydrates 

Carbohydrates should comprise' 
55-65% of the calories in a healthy 
diet and the majority of car¬ 
bohydrates in our diet should be 
complex carbohydrates. Each gram 
of carbohydrate provides approx¬ 
imately 4 calories. In the typical 
American diet carbohydrates supp¬ 
ly approximately 40% of the 
calories. 

The main function of car-' 
bohydrates is to provide energy for 
all the metabolic processes in the 
body such as muscular contraction 
and digestion. Since carbohydrates 
serve as a major source of fuel for 
the body, they spare the breakdown 
of protein for energy. Car¬ 
bohydrates are a metabolic primer 
for fat metabolism as well as the ex¬ 
clusive fuel of the brain and central 
nervous system. 

The principle carbohydrates 
found in foods are sugars, starches 
and cellulose. Simple sugars such 
as sucrose (table sugar, honey, corn 
syrup, dextrose, brown sugar,...), 
fructose (the sugar found in fruit 


and some vegetables) and lactose 
(milk sugar) fall under the heading 
of SIMPLE CARBOHYDRATES. 
The simple carbohydrate which is 
the biggest threat to your health 
and your weight is sucrose. Sucrose 
is found in almost all convenience 
foods and commercially prepared 
foods such as soda, cakes, cookies 
and candy. Many breakfast cereals 
contain large amounts of sucrose. 
Since sucrose is a naturally occur- 
ing substance in nature many pro¬ 
ducts labled all natural contain 
ordinary table sugar. Starches, 
which are commonly referred to as 
complex carbohydrates, are the 
storage form of energy in most 
plants, grains, beans and 
vegetables. Cellulose, or fiber, can¬ 
not be digested by humans but it is 
a necessary component of our diet. 
It helps to keep us regular and the 
fiber found in oats, beans, peas, 
fruits and some vegetables also 
helps to reduce cholesterol. Since 
cellulose cannot be digested by 
humans it does not provide any 
energy. 

The major sources of complex 
carbohydrates in our diets can be 
found in breads, flour, cereals, 
pasta, potatoes, starchy vegetables 
such as corn and peas, beans and 
rice. In order to increase your intake 
of fiber you should avoid refined 
carbohydrates like white flour, 
white bread, white rice and many 
commercially prepared conve¬ 
nience foods which contain refined 
carbohydrates as well as large 
amounts of sucrose. 


Fat 

In the typical American diet fat 
comprises about 40% of an in¬ 
dividual's daily caloric intake. In a 
healthy diet fat should contribute 
about 15-25% of the total calories. 
A gram of fat has 9 calories—more 
than twice that of either protein or 
carbohydrate. As you can see, fat 
and fatty foods are concentrated 
sources of calories. There are two 
types of fat, saturated and un¬ 
saturated. In nature most saturated 
fats are of animal origin such as the 
fat on beef, lamb, pork and chicken 
and in dairy products such as but¬ 
ter, cream, milk and cheese. Oils 
such as coconut and palm oil as 
well as vegetable shortening, 
mayonnaise and margarine are also 
highly saturated. These saturated 
fats are present to a high degree in 
many commercially prepared 
cakes, cookies, pies, crackers and 
many other convenience foods. 
Saturated fats are also important in 
that they are easily converted by the 
body to choleserol. It is therefore 
important for individuals who are 
trying to reduce their intake of 
cholesterol be aware of the amount 
of saturated fat in their diet. 


Insaturated fats are generally 
from plants such as corn or olive 
oil. One of the distinguishing pro¬ 
perties of unsaturated fats is that 
they are liquid at room or 
refrigerator temperature. (Jn- 
saturated fats can be changed to 
saturated fats by a process known 
as hydrogenation. This is the pro¬ 
cess used to change corn oil from 
a liquid to a solid such as 
margarine. 

Vitamins 

Vitamins are substances which 
the body needs to perform specific 
functions such as calcification of 
bones, energy metabolism blood 
cell formation and growth to name 
a few. Vitamins fall into two 
categories, fat soluble and water 
soluble. The fat soluble vitamins are 
A, D, E and K. These are dissolved 
and stored in fat. All the other 
vitamins are water soluble. Water 
soluble vitamins such as vitamin C. 
are dissolved and transported in 
water and are not stored to any ap¬ 
preciable extent by the body. Ex¬ 
cept for vitamin B12, which is 
manufactured by animals, all other 
vitamins are manufactured and 
stored in plants, seeds, fruits grains 
and vegetables. Since the body on¬ 
ly needs small quantities of 
vitamins to perform all it’s vital 
functions, most healthy people do 
not need to take supplements. 
Choosing foods from a variety of 
sources will provide you with all 
that is necessary. 

Minerals 

Minerals are a group of mostly 
metallic elements which are vital to 
your health. Iron, copper, zinc, 
sodium, potassium, calcium, 
flourine, iodine and selinium are 
some of the more well known 
minerals. They are found in the 
water we drink and in the foods we 
eat. Minerals function in several 
roles throughout your body. They 
function as regulators for enzymes, 
hormones and vitamins. They are 
the structural integrity of bones and 
teeth. They are necessary for main¬ 
taining a normal heart beat, the 
contraction of muscles and for the 
transmission of information in the 
nervous system. Since they are 
found everywhere in nature, eating 
a variety of foods is the best way to 
insure that you are getting an ade¬ 
quate supply. 

Now you know the fundamental 
components of the foods we eat. If 
you learn to balance your intake of 
proteins, fats and carbohydrates 
and choose from a variety of dif¬ 
ferent foods, you will have added 
another component in your quest 
for a healthy lifestyle.

Ask the Architect 


by Gary Graham AIA 



How do you know when It's ap¬ 
propriate to use the services of an 
architect? 

I'm planning to put an addition 
on my home for a new kitchen, 
master bedroom, and master bath. 
I’ve been told by a local contrac¬ 
tor that this project may cost over 
$ 100,000. I'm wondering whether 
I need an architect for a job this 
size and what the fee for an ar¬ 
chitect should be? 

—S.N. Newton 

The fact that you can ac¬ 
complish the basic requirements of 
your goal without the services of an 
architect. Contractors are building 
projects similar to yours (and many 
iarger ones) every day without ar¬ 
chitect involvement. The decision 
to use the services of an architect 
should be based on your qualitative 
goals for the project: both the pro¬ 
duct and the process. 

The process with an architect in¬ 
volved will very likely be interactive 
and thorough. You will be question¬ 


ed about your goals and aspirations 
for the project. Many of your 
preconceptions may be challenged 
or tested. Issues you may not have 
considered relating to lifestyle, traf¬ 
fic flow, relationships of spaces, 
structure, aesthetics, etc., etc., will 
be discussed and debated. This pro¬ 
cess continues through a series of 
progressively more detailed designs 
and plans, ultimately leading to the 
final construction documents that 
delineate and define all aspects of 
the project. 

The success of this process will 
depend on the blend of your per¬ 
sonality with the architect's talents. 
A positive, productive relationship 
will very likely produce an excellent 
product: one that will have an¬ 
ticipated and met most, if not all, 
of the issues relating to design and 
construction; a project that will be 
coherent from concept to detail 
and, in the best cases, a project of 
distinction that will exceed your ex¬ 
pectations. 


Clearly the architect's fees will 
have to be factored in to your 
budget. The fees for full service 
(which includes assistance in ob¬ 
taining bids from contractors and 
regular inspections during con¬ 
struction) will likely range from 
10-15% of the construction cost. 
The fees combined with the applica¬ 
tion of better finishes and details 
(an inevitable by product of an ar-' 
chitect’s involvement) will result in 
a more costly project on a per- 
square-foot basis. These additional 
costs may be partially or even com¬ 
pletely offset by more efficient 
space use and better planning. The 
qualitative difference between an 
architect-designed project and one 
that's not are clear and tangible. 
The Boston Society of Architects 
maintains a list of architects who 
welcome the opportunity to work 
on smaller residential projects, par¬ 
ticularly when there's a strong 
desire for design excellence.

Elders, students find they have 
much to learn from one another

A group of senior citizens and high 
school students recently learned 
that the other generation isn’t so 
different after all. 

Through an intergenerational 
program, volunteers from the Jenks 
Senior Citizens’ Center participated 
in two weeks of classroom experi¬ 
ence in “Issues of the 80s,” a social 
studies class for Winchester High 
School seniors. 

According to Fran Pratt, director 
of Understanding Aging, Inc. and 
coordinator of the intergenerational 
program, the unit covered ageism 
and geronlophobia — the fear of 
growing older. 

“People tend to think of old age as 
problems, and not as potential for 
long life,” said Pratt. He added that 
through the program, he believed 
both students and elders dispensed 
of many myths. 

“One of the myths that is very 
prevalent is that old people are all 
alike,” said Pratt. “One of the things 
that has been demonstrated 
(through the program) is that old 
people don’t all agree.” 

According to Randee Martin, who 
teaches one of the “Issues of the 80s” 
classes, the program was a highly 
structured two-week curriculum 
comprised of lectures and group 
discussion. 

Uncovering stereotypes 

“(High school) seniors and seniors 
(senior citizens) uncovered ste¬ 


reotypes and misconceptions about 
each other and moved into areas of 
common understanding and appre¬ 
ciation,” she said. 

Bill Colella, who also teaches two 
Issues classes, initiated the ageism 
unit about four years ago. Bringing 
senior citizens into the classroom 
added to the experience, he said. 

“I think it was invigorating, inter¬ 
esting and a brand new experience 
for us,” said Colella. He added that 
both groups had an opportunity to 
examine and discuss myths about 
the other generation, and “learned 
there are a great many 
similarities.” 

At the end of the unit, Pratt asked 
students and elders to finish the 
statements “I learned that. . .” and 
“I was surprised that. . .” Both 
groups responded positively. 

One student wrote, “I learned that 
older people are an asset to the 
community. They offer wisdom and 
experience from which everyone 
can gain.” 

"I learned that both seniors and 
young people have much in com¬ 
mon; job discrimination, being 
looked down on by the public,” wrote 
another student. 

Have much in common 

"I was surprised older people 
actually cared about what young 
people think,” wrote one student. 

One senior citizen wrote, “I 
learned that both generations aren’t 
that different in their views on life.” 

“I was surprised at the tolerant 


Seniors and veterans get 
a boost from Town Meeting

Veterans’ Services and the Coun¬ 
cil on Aging each boosted their 
budget by $3,000 last Thursday 
night. 

According to Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer, the purpose of 
the motion to increase the budget for 
veterans’ services was to provide 
funds for rental ol a “place for the 
American Legion to meet.” 

Maurer said the town lias a “letter 
of agreement” for a rental commit¬ 
ment to the American Legion. Ilow- 
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ever, he added that this is not bind¬ 
ing, and is subject to annual 
appropriation. 

Finance Committee chairperson 
Lorna Tseckares said the committee 
did not recommend the increase 
because they “felt it would be possi¬ 
ble. . .(that) this group of people 
could meet in the auditorium of 
Town Hall,” rather than providing 
funds for rental of a separate space. 

However, Town Meeting member 
Warren Bolivar, also the financial 
officer for the American Legion, 
said the Legion is not looking for “a 
room to meet. They want a place to 
go and talk.” 

Town Meeting approved the 
motion, bringing the Veterans’ Ser¬ 
vices budget up to $58,698. 

The council on aging had $3,000 
restored to provide for publication of 
its monthly newsletter. 

In making the motion, Maurer 
pointed out that programming has 
expanded at the Jenks Senior Cen¬ 
ter. The newsletter, he said, “is the 
main line of communication to all 
senior citizens in the community.” 

Member Patricia Wells, who also 
belongs to the Jenks Center, said she 
doesn’t think it “makes much sense 
to fund programs without providing 
a way to give a monthly calendar. 
It’s a very vital, if not the most vital, 
thing that’s happening" at the Jenks 
Center.

attitude of students to the elders,” 
wrote another senior citizen. 

Culminating the two-week unit 
will be a performance by a group of 
students and seniors which includes 
poetry readings and interpretations. 
Entitled "A View From the Bridge,” 
the event will be held at the Jenks 
Senior Center at 12:30 p.m. May 20. 

“(The performance) will focus on 
issues we’ve investigated in class, 
issues of growing up and growing 
older,” said Pratt. 

Pratt started a similar program in 
his own high school classroom in the 
Acton-Boxborough school system in 
1974. His students, he said, “tended 
to view old age as bad." 

“A great majority of young people 
have no contact with old people,” 
said Pratt. Through his program, he 
said he “really saw a drastic change 
in the understanding and attitude of 
kids about older people.” 

A drastic change 

Pratt became director of a prog¬ 
ram called Teaching and Learning 
About Aging, which became a 
system-wide program in Acton- 
Boxborough. He soon received a 
grant for his program, and in 1983, 


formed Understanding Aging, Inc., 
a non-profit organization based in 
Framingham. 

The organization has twin goals — 
public education about aging and 
development of bonds between 
generations. 

Funding comes largely from 
foundations, such as the Viller’s 
Foundation, the Boston Globe and 
New England Telephone. 

Pratt decided to test a pilot prog¬ 
ram in Winchester because he had 
had a great deal of contact here. 
According to Pratt, Superintendent 
of Schools Dr. Charles Mitsakos was 
one of the charter members of 
Understanding Aging, Inc. 

“1 knew he (Mitsakos) would be 
sympathetic to the program,” said 
Pratt. In addition, he had contacts in 
the high school social studies depart¬ 
ment, since Colella used material 
from his organization for the past 
few years. 

In addition to the cooperation of 
Martin and Colella, Pratt said 
another important factor in bringing 
the program together was the parti¬ 
cipation of the Council on Aging.

Woburn Loop 
plans derailed 
on TM floor

It looks like the Woburn Loop will 
have to go around yet one more 
time. 

In a marathon session of Town 
Meeting Monday night, developers 
failed to convince members to vote 
for the sale and necessary zoning 
changes that would allow integra¬ 
tion of the old rail bed on the north 
side of town with surrounding 
properties. 

The debate pitted a phalanx of 
spokesmen for the three large deve¬ 
lopers eyeing sections of the Loop 
against a roster of the property’s 
neighbors. After 3 1/2 hours, Town 
Meeting members weighed the evi¬ 
dence and voted to postpone post¬ 
pone Articles 16,17 and 18 indefinite¬ 
ly. The combination of these three 
articles would have opened the doors 
for development. 


Neighbors expressed frustration 
with what they termed the “entan¬ 
glement" of the covenants executed 
recently between the developers and 
the town. These intertwined agree¬ 
ments created a package that pre¬ 
vented members from approving 
some plans and not others. 

The effect of this was to force the 
voting down of Richard Russo’s 
28-townhouse condominium develop¬ 
ment , which had neighborhood back¬ 
ing, because it could not be separ¬ 
ated from Charles Ferrari’s 24-unit 
condominium proposal, which the 
neighborhood vehemently opposed. 

After the negative vote, Russo, 
through his attorney, Paul Amico, 
said he would attempt to proceed on 
his own at tonight's Town Meeting. 

“We have a package the neighbors 
want," Amico said, noting that in the 
event his client does not receive the

Police force to stay 
up to full strength

Town Meeting restored $47,(XK) to 
the public safety account, ensuring 
that no reductions in the police force 
would occur. 

Police chief John McHugh 
expressed surprise at the finance 
committee’s proposed reductions in 
the public safety budget. He said he 
would have accepted the cut more 
readily if reductions had been made 
“equally across the board.” 

“I feel the cut was somewhat arbi¬ 
trary," said McHugh. "I’m really 
not concerned with free cash. I'm 
interested in protection. Thai’s my 
job. 

“The Winchester police depart¬ 
ment is in the security business. 


We’re in the protection business, 24 
hours a day, 365 days a year,” said 
McHugh. “To provide this service 
requires trained police officers." 

The town manager recommended 
a budget of $1,885,935 for fiscal year 
1989. However, the finance commit¬ 
tee reduced that figure by more than 
$52,IKK). 

Approximately $10,000 of that fig¬ 
ure represents reductions in fuel, 
gas and oil, power/light, tuition and 
equipment. However, the major 
proposed cut would save $42,000 by 
chopping two police officers from 
I he 43-man force. 

McHugh said his department tries 
to put 24 policemen on the streets 
every day. “We haven’t reached our

DPW staffing budget 
cut back by $80,960

Town Meeting refused to increase 
the Department of Public Works 
budget by the $80,960 requested by 
Town Manager W. Chadwick Maur¬ 
er last Thursday nigh! 

The majority of the reduction by 
the finance committee to the $1.5 
million DPW budget affects staffing. 

Maurer asked the finance commit¬ 
tee to explain the DPW staffing 
evaluation on which il based its 
decision. Finance Committee Chair¬ 
person Lorna Tseckares outlined 
where cuts have been made in diffe¬ 
rent areas of the department, but 
she did not indicate that any staffing 
analysis had taken place. 

Maurer said assumed "such an 
evaluation of the DPW’s (staffing) 
was not prepared. My concern is for 
the reduction of staffing and the 
function they perform." 


The 42 staff positions in the DPW 
are "important to a well thought-out 
highway program,” said Maurer, 
lie added that curtailing specific 
programs, such as street paving, do 
not justify staff reductions. 

"Two years ago, we received a lot 
of concerns and complaints from 
people who thought (Winchester 
Center) was not properly main¬ 
tained," said Maurer. The com¬ 
plaints resulted in the establishment 
of a program to clean up the down¬ 
town area more thoroughly, includ¬ 
ing street sweeping and weekend 
trash pick-up. 

“We fell that it was an important 
item to maintain the investment," 
added Maurer. Now, he said the 
issue is "if we’re not going to main¬ 
tain the investment, the question 
comes, why should we have made 
the investment in the first place?"

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Trustees try one more time

The Winchester Public Library 
Board of Trustees is butressing its 
fortress in preparation for yet another 
battle on Town Meeting floor. 

Tonight, Town Meeting members 
may address the library’s request for 
a $ 196,000 appropriation to renovate 
its outdated facility. The proposal is 
outlined in Warrant Article 14. 

According to a feasibility study ap¬ 


proved by Town Meeting last spring, 
the library is faced with approximate¬ 
ly $900,000 in renovations the struc¬ 
ture needs in order to comply with 
state regulations. The article would 
fund the plans and specification phase 
of the project. 

According to the library trustees, 
if the town is supportive of their re¬ 
quest, the library will be eligible for 
a one-time-only state appropriation 
for public library construction, which 
may never be available again. The 


Library cuts to stay

Library trustees put up a strong 
fight for reconsideration of their 
budget last Thursday night, but they 
failed to receive the two-thirds vote 
necessary to reopen discussion. 

Trustee Constance Pappas clari¬ 
fied issues muddied in tne original 
budget presentation. On behalf of 
the trustees, she asked Town Meet¬ 
ing to restore $18,033 of the total 
$34,033 requested at the May 12 
meeting. She said there may have 
been some confusion about funds 
available to the library. 

“When referring to trust fund 
available monies, we are talking 
only about interest on principle,” 
said Pappas. Those funds should not 
be used to reduce normal appropria¬ 
tions, she added. 

Pappas said the board felt using 
trust fund monies for normal budget 
items “would discourage future 
donors from giving to the library.” 
Instead, some of the trust money has 
been earmarked for library 
renovations. 


Talking about the budget set by 
the May 12 Town Meeting, Pappas 
said “We find ourselves in a real 
bind.” She pointed out that the 
library has decreased the number of 
hours for pages as well as the public 
service staff. The library could also 
consider reducing custodial staff, 
however Pappas noted that 1.1 peo¬ 
ple perform the job previously done 
by 2.5 people in that capacity. 

“We have no more people. There 
is nowhere else for us to look except 
for a reduction in hours,” said 
Pappas. 

Finance Committee chairperson 
Lorna Tseckares said the committee 
agreed with Pappas, “but we would 
like to point out that every board in 
town is in the same position. 

“(Pappas) is absolutely right — 
we are between a rock and a hard 
place. And there is no way out 
except to use our free cash,” said 
Tseckares. “It’s up to you. You’re 
the final arbitrator.” 

Town Meeting opted to retain the 
free cash, voting down the motion to 
reconsider the library budget. 


funds have become available through 
the 1987 state Library Improvement 
Act. 

According to Trustee Ann Nevins, 
the library can only apply for the 
state funds if Town Meeting 
authorizes the renovation project. 

The total cost of the project is close 
to $4 million, said Nevins. The 
trustees will urge the town not to let 
this chance for state funds to slip by. 
Otherwise, the town will eventually 
have to fund the entire project, she 
said. 

According to Nevins, the applica¬ 
tion for the grant must be filed bet¬ 
ween July 1 and Dec. 31. 

At its meeting Tuesday, the board 
of trustees unanimously voted to not 
offer $10,000 of the library’s trust fund 
money to offset the appropriation 
request 

According to Trustee Constance 
Papas, the board has already voted 
to use $20,000 from the trust fund to 
make up for the budget cuts, and 
$10,000 has gone into the Minuteman 
program. 

“People who give money to the 
library want to see something tangi¬ 
ble,” said Papas. 

The library’s unrestricted trust 
fund is reserved for emergencies, 
said Library Director Mathew 
Sperber. "We will use the argument 
of the finance committee; that is, not 
to use up our free cash,” he said. 

According to Papas, the act of tak¬ 
ing the $10,000 from the trust fund to 
alleviate the burden from the town is 
purely political. “It is such an in¬ 
significant amount that it doesn’t 
make much of a difference to anyone 
but us.” 


Police warn residents of LSD availability 


Although Police Chief John 
McHugh said “we haven’t seen any 
yet ourselves,” area police chiefs 
are warning residents about a new 
wave of LSD availability. 

According to Sharon Police Chief 
Bernard Coffey, police in a number 
of towns in southeastern Massa¬ 
chusetts have recently arrested sev¬ 
eral teenagers in possession of LSD, 
a powerful hallucinogen. 

LSD can be distributed in many 
forms. Coffey pointed out that local¬ 
ly, it has appeared as a “blot- 
ter”-type LSD on small cardboard 
squares or as blue diamonds. The 
LSD has also appeared in sticker or 
paper tattoo form. These stickers 
contain pictures of well-known child¬ 
ren’s characters like Superman, 
Mickey Mouse and other Disney fig¬ 
ures, as well as pictures of butter¬ 
flies, clowns, stars and similar 
figures. 

LSD can be ingested into the body 
by licking the back of the sticker or 
stamp or even absorption through 
the skin. 

Police chiefs in the area urge 
parents to warn children not to 
accept stamps or stickers from any 
older children, teenagers or adults. 
Parents should also be alert and 
suspicious of any stickers or stamps 
not purchased in reputable stores by 
them. 

Younger children, in particular, 
take pleasure in using stickers or 
tattoos. Chief Coffey reported that a 
new tattoo called “Blue Star” is 
being sold in the area. 

“Blue Star" is usually found on a 
sheet of white paper containing a 
series of blue stars each about the 
size of a pencil eraser. The backs of 
. the stars have been impregnated 
with LSD.

They are designed to be removed 
and placed in the mouth or on the 
skin. According to officials at Nor¬ 
wood Hospital, absorption can occur 
through the skin simply by holding 
the impregnated paper on the finger¬ 
tips of one’s hand. Thus, extreme 


care must be exercised in handling 
any material containing LSD. 

Residents are urged to contact the 
Winchester Police Department if 
they are suspicious of any stickers 
or stamps, especially if they come 
from unknown source.

Pizza shop battles 
drugs with clowns

During the past few weeks, Dom¬ 
ino’s Pizza has been collaborating 
with a couple of clowns from the CIA 
to bring Winchester youths a power¬ 
ful message: "Say No To Drugs.” 

This particular CIA — “Clowns in 
Action 1 ' — is the brainchild of Toby 
and Sunny Johnson. As the charac¬ 
ters “Toby the Clown” and “Miss 
Twirl,” the pair has reached more 
than a million kids since their anti¬ 
drug campaign started some 18 
months ago. 

“We have a very big problem in 
America right now,” insists John¬ 
son. “We visit hospitals once a week, 
and see kids 10 to 13 years old who 
have destroyed themselves with 
drugs." 

The couple performs at elemen¬ 
tary, junior high and high schools. 
While all age groups can certainly 
benefit from their work, the John¬ 
sons believe they are most effective 
with younger children. “The big kids 
have already made up their minds in 
a lot of ways as to what they’re going 
to do about drugs,” says Toby. 

As clowns, the Johnsons can both 
gain the trust and capture the atten¬ 
tion of a very young audience — 
factors that prove crucial to the 
delivery of their message. Toby 
believes that “by seeing something 
that makes them laugh, they open up 
their ears.” 

The Johnsons say they only serve 
as a “reinforcer” for their message. 


“We’re just here to bring an aware¬ 
ness factor to the children in a 
unique and special way.” 

Each show has the same basic 
outline, but the couple insists that 
flexibility is the key to their success. 
“We don’t want to sound like a tape 
recorder. We want the kids to think 
about what we’re saying and to know 
that we’re sincere,” they say. 

But the thrust of each perfor¬ 
mance remains unchanged; when a 
friend or a stranger presents you 
with something that you’re unsure 
of, just say “no," and tell an adult. 

The entire program is fully spon¬ 
sored by Domino’s Pizza. Chris 
Rogers, owner of the Winchester, 
Arlington and Medford franchise 
believes that “Americans don’t 
spend enough time in community 
related actiivities.” He says the 
clowns are “an excellent medium” 
for solving a “very prevalent 
problem." 

The campaign, as Rogers pointed 
out, obviously “does a lot for the 
business.” Public service amelior¬ 
ates the relatively negative image of 
fast food companies and enhances 
Domino's reputation as “the neigh¬ 
borhood pizza company,” Rogers 
says. 

Rogers, who oversees the continu¬ 
ation of these programs, said that 
next year the clowns, who have yet 
to visit Winchester’s public schools, 
will bring a slightly different mes¬ 
sage, promoting a "Drug Free 
America.”

Health board 
budget too small 
for dump testing

Town Meeting member Mary 
Pronski is concerned about funding 
for toxic waste testing in town. 

During discussion on the board of 
health budget, Pronski asked Joseph 
Tabbi, health director, if there is 
enough money in his budget to fund 
toxic waste testing. Tabbi answered 
with a simple "no.” 

In his role as chairman of the toxic 
waste study commission, Robert 
Deering said "basically, the town 
doesn’t have a legal responsibility to 
test (for toxic waste)," He added 
that developers are required to pay 
for testing and submit test results to 
the board of health. 

Pronski said making the town wait 
for developers to do their own tests 
“is like sending the fox out to guard 
the chickens. 

“I am really, really frustrated 
that a town as affluent and intelli¬ 
gent as Winchester has not set 
money aside to do something as 
important (as testing)," she added. 

Tabbi said the health department 
does "not have the expertise” to 
evaluate data, and agreed there 
should be funds in the budget. 

Pronski made a motion to increase 
the health department's budget by 
$50,000 to cover testing, if the need 
arises. 

However, member David Morten- 
son requested the motion be post¬ 
poned to give officials time to inves¬ 
tigate some of the issues raised 
Thursday night,

FROM THE EDITOR’S DESK 


Hail to rail 

Mike Dukakis’ office, in its ongoing efforts to ingratiate him to 
the press, recently sent us a blurb on how he and some other 
governors held a demonstration not long ago of something called 
'•tilt train technology.” 

Evidently till trains go very fast, so I have an image of them 
tilting forward. Ilowever, they could be trains where because one 
does not have to drive, one can therefore drink, and the tilt could 
be referring to the tilting of glasses or the till one acquires after 
tilting a few. 

Barrrrumpababump, Tshhhhhhhhhhhhhhhhhhhhhh! 

But seriously, folks, the people from the Coalition of Northeast 
Governors made some noises about “vigorously pursuing three- 
hour high-speed rail service between Boston and New York as a 
means of relieving highway and air congestion in (he northest 
region.” 

This is a wonderful and noble idea, and one long overdue. 

Anyone who uses the deceptively-convenient-sounding “air 
shuttle" between those two cities knows that there must be a 
better way. Even today's slow trains, which take on the order of 
four hours from downtown to downtown, actually beat the shuttle 
most of the time when all aspects are considered. 

The three-quarter-hour flight must be augmented by the half- 
to three-quarter-hour taxi ride on both ends; let’s see, that brings 
us to an hour and three-quarters to two and a quarter hours. 

Now add the usual delays in the terminal, on the tarmac, in the 
air and God forbid you checked any luggage, and you're right up 
there at four hours. 

The ride on even today's trains is far more comfortable than 
airplanes. In the name of competition, the airlines have squeezed 
ever greater numbers of people into their flights so that now, 
anyone with a hight above average finds his knees in the back of 
the person in the next seat up. 

On trains, however, there is plenty of leg room and the seats 
are wide. There are no seatbelts to fasten in case of turbulence, 
so it is possible to stroll through the cars at one’s leisure. 

And trains are a whole lot cheaper. These days a shuttle ticket 
costs $85 one way. The train is about $25. 

The promoters of the tilt trains tout exotic-sounding equip¬ 
ment from foreign countries, countries with decent rail systems. 
The Spanish Talgo-Kenfe is being tried. The Canadian Bombar¬ 
dier in another contender for the equipment of choice. 

The French have dominated the market for high-speed trains 
for a long time with their TGV < train de grand vitesse). The TGV 
hits 160 m.p.h. on its run between Paris and Lyon. And the 
French pulled that greatest of coups: they sold TGV trains to the 
Japanese for the bullet line between Tokyo and Osaka. 

This type of technology relies on aerodynamic trains of great 
power and very smooth, even rails. All this takes a great deal of 
investment, normally on the part of governments, and this begins 
to sound like socialism, something Americans don’t cotton to 
very much. We like toodling around in our own private cars at 
will. 

But how did things get this way? Are we really ready to buy the 
argument that the independence of the American spirit de¬ 
stroyed the railroad industry here? 

In fact, the real story is that a few individuals systematically 
sabotaged the potential of rail in this country so thoroughly that 
even the well-intentioned efforts of a number of governors is 
unlikely to reverse the damage. 

Most of the harm was done 50 years ago. 

The main character in the plot is Robert Moses, who ran New 
York City for 44 years, according to his biographer Robert Caro, 
but only stood for elective office once, and lost. 

Moses was one of the cleverest politicians ever to hit the 
American streets and its took two Rockefellers to unseat him. It 
took two Rockefellers because they were the only people he could 
not buy. At one time he had a budget of $4.25 billion at his disposal 
while New York City had only $5.75 billion. 

Most of the money came from the Federal Highway Trust, the 
expenditure of which he controlled for many years. While all 
states constributed to it, New York got almost all the dough for 
its road programs. 

Moses knew how to tap along the fault lines, and one of the 
great fault lines of the time was the budding automobile industry. 
He catered to the rubber, auto, steel and petroleum interests by 
undermining rail and other forms of public transport, and 
promoting the private auto. 

Some of the things Moses did: 

He built the bridges over parkways too low for buses to pass 
under, thus banning their access. 

He bought rights of way for roads in cheap areas, but left no 
margin for the later installation of rail. The areas became 
expensive because of the road access, and the possibility to 
purchase rail l ights of way disappeared forever. 

He refused to fund maintenance of the Long Island Railway or 
the New York subway system, which fell into gross disrepair. 

He designed the interstate highway system. 

By the time anybody figured out what Bob Moses was doing, he 
was already 10 moves ahead. He actually drafted legislation in 
Albany as a legislative aide that he used 20 years later to 
checkmate an opponent. 

Best wishes to the governors in their efforts to bring back rail 
on this much-used stretch of the Eastern Corridor. They will need 
all the luck they can get to untie the Moses knot.

In time, Sheila learned to play the 
hell out of the oboe. Nan grew legs 
like Bill Russell and scissored her 


way to highjump records. I mostly 
studied for the test. 

Remarkably, we all married with¬ 
in a year of each other; more 
remarkably, we had babies within 
that same space of time. When my 
child inhaled a penny, it was at 
Sheila’s house; when her child got 
word of a new brother, it was at 
mine. Sheila and I both learned 
about babies when we ourselves 
were still floating like hot-air bal¬ 
loons in the late stages of pregnancy 
by tending Nan’s little girl, pushing 
Oreos into her sweet tiny mouth 
when her mom was out shopping 
("Who’s been feeding her COOK¬ 
IES?” Nan demanded sharply on 
her return. "Cookies?” asked the 
hot-air balloons, noting too late our 
three chocolatey mouths.) 

And so it went. While I was on my 
honeymoon, Nan and Sheila sen¬ 
tenced themselves for three swelter¬ 
ing nights to the inferno of our fifth- 
floor walkup, to paint every nook 
and cabinet of its oily-walled kitch¬ 
en. When Nan bought a home, it was 


Sheila and 1 together who helped 
refinish her floors. And when Sheila 
moved to D.C. for a stretch, we 
helped get her there, driving hours 
down the Atlantic seaboard with 
potted palms in our laps. 

We've been through a lot since 
then; we have history, as they say. 
In celebration of it, we planned this 
weekend in Bermuda, a restorative 
interlude far from the demands of 
our homes and families. It was 
heavenly. 

We lay on the beds, like in the old 
days and talked about our lives. 
Sheila described a scary phone call 
she'd gotten lately, and Nan and I 
got goosebumps. This led to talk of 
other kinds of calls, and 1 offered my 
story of the guy who rings me up 
from time to time to ask the color of 
my underpants. “THAT’S not an 
obscene call," they both said scorn¬ 
fully, and Nan went on to tell of the 
one she got when the guy asked if he 
could be her love slave. 

We fell asleep in the middle of our 
sentences and woke in the morning 
to finish them; talked through all 


our showers; recalled our moms, 
sisters close enough in age and looks 
to be taken for twins, and of their 
younger sibling Grace. They'd 
made trips like this one, and called 
themselves the Big Three. Grace 
did most of the driving, and leaning 
back sometimes, rested her eyes in 
the fifth straight hour of first-night 
conversation. ("Wake up and 
drink!”, our moms would then tease 
her.) We recalled this, and for a 
minute they were there for us, 
though two of them live now in 
another, larger room: those women 
who were young women in the :)0’s, 
with their skinny skirts and their 
dark red lips and their dancing, 
nights on the roof of the Ritz. 

“You’re the Big Three now," Aunt 
Grace said to me lately, and maybe 
we are.

Looking toxic trouble in the face 

The town needs to set aside funds to do what the state won’t

Well, here it is, the third weekend 
of May, the calendar signal that all 
young people in Winchester wait for. 
The Enka Fair begins tomorrow and 
envelopes us all for the weekend. 

It’s like this every year — an antic¬ 
ipation and excitement that perme¬ 
ates elementary schools. A few junior 
high-age kids will admit to looking 
forward to the fair and many of them 
will attend. High-schoolers will be 
there, as well as parents, grand¬ 
parents and seniors.

Winchester is a town known for its 
fine schools and open spaces. Less- 
well publicized, however, is the fact 
that Winchester is also home to 14 
hazardous waste sites, according to 
the most recent data provided the 
Massachusetts Department of En¬ 
vironmental Quality Engineering 
(DEQE). 

Two of the hazardous waste sites 
have been identified by real estate 
developers as prime locations for the 
construction of new homes. Building 
on a hazardous waste site is, at first 
blush, a disturbing proposition. Yet as 
both DEQE and town officials 
recognize, it is often only through a 
private/public partnership that the 
expensive process of cleaning up 
hazardous waste will occur. 

If development is in fact necessary 
for these sites to be cleaned up, the 
question for Winchester residents 
then becomes: how can we ensure 
that our interest in a clean and safe 
environment does not take a backseat 
to the economic interests of private 
developers? 

Some insights into the clean-up 
process can be gleaned by examining 
the two hazardous waste sites that 


have been targeted by developers for 
residential construction. The first site 
is located at Hill Street and Rock 
Avenue and abuts the now-famous 
“Woburn Loop." The Hill Street site 
is the subject of a zoning amendment 
now before Town Meeting. If approv¬ 
ed, the zoning change will allow con¬ 
struction of up to 24 homes on the Hill 
Street site. 

To date, town officials have taken 
the position that it is the responsibili¬ 
ty of DEQE to oversee clean-up of the 
Hill Street site. Viewed from strictly 
legal point of view, town officials may 
be right. As a practical matter, 
however, relying exclusively on the 
state to solve Winchester’s hazardous 
waste problems may be a serious 
error. 

DEQE has identified more than 
900 hazardous waste sites that must 
be investigated and cleaned up across 
the state. By their own admission, 
DEQE officials do not expect to reach 
the Hill Street site for at least one 
year. If Town Meeting approves the 
zoning change for the Hill Street site, 
it will be up to our local board of 
health to ensure that development 
during this interim period satisfies 
our health and safety needs. 

Unfortunately, as a town we have 
not given the board of health the

the disposal facility for newspapers, 
and the various colors of glass and 
metal, and all bins are clearly 
labeled. Heavy metal is collected in 
a separate pile. 

Many residents who responded to 
last year’s questionnaire said they 
were deterred from recycling 
because they lacked space to store 
recycled items separately. 

Une way to help resolve that prob¬ 
lem is to make recycling a neighbor¬ 
hood project with those who have 
adequate temporary storage space 
providing a collection center and 
neighborhood residents rotating their 
trips to the facility. 

Another approach might be ta 
have commercial haulers have sepa¬ 
rate pickups for recycling materials. 

An organized citizen effort to 
make recycling work mast efficiently 
and with least inconvenience would, 
according to the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Works, go far toward reducing the 
cost of trash disposal that burdens the 
town.

Recycling of metal has a potential 
of saving Winchester a considerable 
sum of money every year, but only a 
tiny portion of residents separate it 
from general trash. 

Most of us think of tin cans as the 
only metal to be recycled, and many 
believe aluminum cans are not in¬ 
cluded. In fact, all metal is accepted 
at the Recycling and Disposal 
Facility. 

Cans and all smaller metal items 
whatever the metal, can be kept sepa 
rate in brown paper grocery bags 
which are themselves recyclable 
Removing labels is helpful and flat 
tening cans can save space for the 
homeowner and the facility. Food 
particles should be rinsed out, per¬ 
haps by including cans in the wash. 
Heavy metal items such as cast iron, 
radiators, engine heads, stoves and 
metal bathtubs should be handled 
separately.

resources to be effective in this area. 
At present, no money has been set 
aside in the board of health budget for 
environmental or site analysis. In¬ 
deed, the board of health cannot af¬ 
ford to so much as review the 
environmental data that will accom¬ 
pany any effort to develop the Hill 
Street site. 

We are facing similar problems 
with the second hazardous waste site, 
which is located at 134 Cross St. In 
1987, Town Meeting voted a zoning 
change that would permit the 
development of approximately 70 
units of housing on the Cross Street 
site. 

Serious environmental issues are 
raised by development of the Cross 
Street site. The site abuts Ixjonard's 
Fond, and it is unclear what impact 
— if any — development will have on 
the town’s only remaining public pool. 

Leonard's Fond is fed by a well. At 
a recent Town Meeting, it was sug¬ 
gested that excavation at the Cross 
Street site could cause toxic materials 
to leech into the soil and affect the 
quality of water that feeds Leonard's 
Pond. 

To protect the families who use 
Leonard's Pond, the board of health 
has been monitoring the qualify of the 
well water that feeds the swimming 
facility. Indeed, board of health of¬ 
ficials are prepared to require that 
the well water meet the water quali¬ 
ty standards normally reserved for 
public drinking supplies. 


The efforts by the board of health, 
however laudable, only emphasize 
that we cannot afford to rely on the 
state to solve Winchester’s en¬ 
vironmental problems. The reality is 
that the town must share responsibili¬ 
ty with the state as we move forward 
to clean up the 14 toxic waste sites in 
Winchester. 

To be effective in this effort, we 
must first and foremost invest in our 
board of health and provide local of¬ 
ficials with the resources they need to 
do the job. 

Second, we must continue to hold 
private developers responsible for 
their share of the clean-up effort. In 
the case of the Cross Street site, this 
includes not only the cost to clean-up 
the toxic materials found on the site, 
but also the cost of monitoring the 
town’s water supply while the 
development is ongoing. 

Finally, we must improve the line 
of communication between slate en¬ 
vironmental officials and townspeo¬ 
ple. The dialogue must be expanded 
beyond a select group of town and 
DEQE officials and must embrace a 
larger audience — the people of Win¬ 
chester, whose health and safety is at 
issue, and who are concerned with 
protecting our local environment over 
the long term.

residence and disposing ol the old one 
Deductions tor househunting trips, in¬ 
cluding temporary quarters, are limited 
to $1,500 of the $3,000 total 
Assuming the expenses are not reim¬ 
bursed by the seller's employer, deduc¬ 
tible moving expenses include cost 
associated with travel to a new location, 
transportation lor household furnishings 
and personal effects, premove housefin¬ 
ding trips, temporary living expenses for 
up to 30 days at the new location, and 
various sale and purchase items, such 
as legal tees, real estate commissions, 
and title fees

Bailey does not believe that the 
average cook should be intimidated 
by an elaborately styled or fussy 
photograph of a finished dessert. In 
his introduction he admits that “you 
will come across some rather wonky- 
looking cakes and some less that 
perfectly crimped pie crusts here,” 
and he hopes their "down-home quali¬ 
ty may actually encourage those of 
you who are a little doubtful about 
your cooking abilities.” This is a 
perfect approach fora cookbook that 
is geared towards informal entertain¬ 
ing and family celebrations. 

Bailey also provides a source 
guide to his favorite cookie sheets, 
cake and pie tins, gadgets and other 
essential equipment to make dessert¬ 
making a pleasure.

Legal rights of the 
elderly 

Thomas Murphy, Esquire, a Win¬ 
chester attorney, spoke recently at 
Jenks center concerning questions 
that are important, especially to the 
elderly. 

Sent by the Massachusetts Bar 
Association as a part of the National 
Law Week observation, he enlighten¬ 
ed his audience about documents of 
vital importance. 

He stressed the need for preparing 
a will that provides for personal pro¬ 
perty. People who do not make this 
provision for their estate die intestate. 

The state then writes the will, giv¬ 
ing one-half to the surviving spouse 
and one-half to children. When pro¬ 
perty is held jointly, it does not go to 
probate and there is no need of a will. 
If there is no surviving spouse, a will 
is necssary. 

The basic cost for preparation of 
a simple document will run to $200 or 
less, depending on its complexities. 

When a person writes his own will, 
it must be witnessed and filed in a 
safe place such as in a lawyer’s office. 
The Senior Citizens’ Law Project is a 
good source of information concern¬ 
ing special questions pertaining to in¬ 
dividual estates. 


The procedure after death is for a 
family member to enter the will in 
probate court. An executor is ap¬ 
pointed to do what is stated in the will. 
If it is a small estate under $5,000, it 
can be done by a member of the fami¬ 
ly, but it is easier to get a lawyer to 
handle it. The United States govern¬ 
ment has to be paid, but there is no 
state tax for estates $200,000 or less. 

Lawyer Murphy advised confer¬ 
ring with one who knows tax law. 
With a car, some savings, life in¬ 
surance or irrevocable trust, provi¬ 
sions have to be made for funeral 
costs. 

The settlement in contesting a will 
can take a very long time. Thus, it is 
expedient to leave well-laid plans con¬ 
cerning personal estates.

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Winning Farm exists 
to help area children

The Winning Farm’s request for 
the topsoil from the cemetery has hit 
a dead end. 

However, the farm’s board of 
directors are pursuing other 
organizations to fund a redevelop¬ 
ment project on the farm. 

At the May 2 selectmen's meeting, 
Harry Boodakian, one of 21 members 
on the board of directors, the current 
operators of the farm, made a plea to 
the selectmen to give the much- 
disputed Winchester cemetery loam 
to the farm. 

Since his request, Boodakian has 
been convinced by town officials that 
the material is unsuited for topping 
fields where children will play. 

Not just any organization will be 
allowed to fund the preservation pro¬ 
ject for this “recreational island,” 
because the approximately 112 acres 
that span Winchester, Woburn and 
Lexington are reserved fora specific 
purpose. 

In 1898. William Henry Winning, a 
widower with no children of his own, 


claimed "the poor and underprivileg¬ 
ed, and children in general,” as his 
heirs. The land is legally deeded to the 
children of Winchester, Woburn and 
Lexington. 

According to Selectman Judith 
Muggia, the material Boodakian was 
hoping to obtain for the farm is being 
hauled away by a hired coorporalion. 

It is sifted and marketed as loam, 
but is still filled with impurities such 
as glass, she said. 

“Similar material was once 
spread on Lynch field. Two kids were 
cut badly. Parents scraped up bags of 
the soil; there was a lot of glass and 
the Department of Public Works peo¬ 
ple were sent to clean the fields. 

“Even after the material is 
screened by the company, it is still 
full of glass. I think I Boodakian ] is go¬ 
ing to drop I his request],” she said. 

Boodakian, who said that he had 
not considered the impurities, 
acknowledged that it is the fear of 
liability suits, such as those that could 
be incurred if injuries were caused by 
the impurities, that may have led a 
number of board members to resign. 

“We have been afraid to get 


youngsters up there to slay," said 
Boodakian, who asserts that the full 
potential of the farmland has not been 
tapped for at least 15 years. 

The land is now the home of the 
4-11 Hangers and the Woburn Pony 
Club. It is also the home of many 
privately owned horses and ponies, a 
collection of rabbits, chickens and 
goats. 

Over the years the land has been 
sustained through community efforts 
and volunteers. 

According to Allie Wall, who has 
acted as caretaker of the farm for six 
years, the farm has hosted a 10-week 
program for underprivileged children 
that was sponsored by the Woburn 
and Burlington Recreation Depart¬ 
ments, and last summer the Special 
Olympics were held on the land. 

The Winning Farm has recently 
received a clearance from the 
Department of Environmental Quali¬ 
ty Engineering (DEQE), which per¬ 
mits the board to close the fields with 
topping, said Boodakian. He noted 
that the board bas some leads on 
potential suppliers, and it will discuss 
the issue at its May 18 annual direc¬ 
tor’s meeting.

Funded by the National Science 
Foundation, the project is designed to 
improve science education in New 
England schools. Thirty-five pairs of 
principals and teachers from school 
districts throughout New England 
have been selected to attend a sum¬ 
mer workshop at Simmons College in 
July, where they will identify essen¬ 
tial characteristics of excellent 
science programs, and formulate 


partnership plans for change in their 
schools. Participants attended an 
introductory meeting on May 10 at 
Simmons.

English teachers 
attend conference 

"Make Time for Laughter,” the 
spring conference of the National 
Council of Teachers of English 


(N.C.T.E.), was held at the Boston 
Marriott, Copley Place. Frances 
Russell, chairman of the English 
department at Winchester High 
School, and teachers Theodore Ben- 
Ion. Beverly Cronan, Cheryl Howard 
and Miriam Reid attended this con¬ 
ference, which attracted more than 
3,000 people. 

Russell was a group leader for 
"Coffee and Conversation,"a formal 
that she herself created and im¬ 
plemented at N.C.T.E. conferences. 
This round table discussion allowed 
for the informal exchange of ideas on 
“The Difficulty of Dealing with 
Figurative Language.” Some of the 
other discussion topics were: "How 
Can We Use Humor in the 
Classroom”, “How Can We Use the 
Arts More Effectively," and "Com¬ 
petency Testing.” 

Cronan and Reid made presen- 
t a t i o n s 

at the conference. They spoke lo the 
need for “Overcoming the I Don't 
Like to Read or Write Syndrome" at 
a session chaired by Russell. 

Both teachers spoke of the uni¬ 
queness of each student learner and 
the absolute necessity of establishing 
a trusting relationship with parents 
and students and the rewards of im 
plementing individualized instruction 
with reluctant learners. 

They emphasized the necessity of 


using student experiences to build a 
base of prior knowledge that relates 
to the student. For example, if 
students are reading “The Pearl" and 
have no knowledge about life among 
poor people or the value of a pearl, 
how can they read with full com¬ 
prehension...and more important¬ 
ly..how can they read with pleasure? 

In Capote’s “A Christmas 
Memory,” Buddy’s cousin has just 
chopped down a Christmas tree. She 
is asked to sell it for two-bits cash 
“and told that she can easily get 
another one just like it.” She gently 
reflects, “I doubt it. There is never 
two of anything.” 

Individualized instruction also re¬ 
quires recognizing that there are 
never two students exactly the same. 
They often learn in different ways and 
come to the learning task from dif¬ 
ferent places. Both teachers 
distributed samples of techniques and 


teacher-written materials that they 
use to help make learning a "time for 
laughter” for reluctant learners. 
Samples of student-written materials 
were also shared with the session par¬ 
ticipants. Some Winchester students 
felt quite proud to know that Iheii 
short stories were on their way to 
places as far off as Canada and New 
Mexico. 

The teachers attending the session 
had some interesting observations. 
One commented on the good fortune 
Winchester students have with the 
availability of the computer lab and 
noted its obvious effect on student 
writing and editing. Another teacher 
stated, "I will try some of these ideas 
and hope that I, loo, will have reluc¬ 
tant learners reading such things as 
"Lilies of the Field,” "Anne Frank: 
The Diary of A Young Girl” and 
“Romeo and Juliet.”

William Littell of Grove Street was 
one of a group of Bowdoin College 
seniors who directed efforts to raise 
enough money to send two black 
South African students to college for 
one year. 

The governing boards, faculty, , 
staff and students raised nearly $3,BOO 
to provide scholarships for Amon 
Dlamini at the University of Natal 
and Edward Maloka at Rhodes 
University. 

Bowdoin students raised more 
than $2,000, including proceeds from 
the May 1 “Run Against Apartheid" 


and $1,000 in community donations. 
The governing boards, faculty, and 
staff contributed $1,600. A $180 
balance was carried over from last 
year's successful campaign. 

The scholarships cost a total of 
$5,600. President LeRoy Greason 
donates $2,800 from his discretionary 
fund to the cause each year. This 
year’s surplus will be carried over to 
next year. This is the third year of the 
campaign. 

Bowdoin students coordinated 
“The Struggle Against Apartheid,” a 
lecture, films, and the road race, to 
raise awareness of the political situa¬ 
tion in South Africa and to raise 
money for the scholarship fund.

Children crave direct talk

"Why don't you have your 
homework done? How come you're 
late to class again? Why are you in 
suiting everybody today - ’ Don't give 
me that smart alec talk!” If these are 
typical representations of com¬ 
munication between you and your 
child, then you are conveying 
criticism and reinforcing a negative 
self-image. 

Because of my many years in 
education. I have taught large 
numbers of students who had pro¬ 
blems performing academically and 
who demonstrated inappropriate 
behavior. These children would often 
be frustrating to work with because 
they repeated negative behavior 
patterns. 

What did I do so that I didn't 
criticize them and reinforce the past 
behavior? 

Communication was the key. Ac¬ 
cording to Virginia Satir in 
I’coplcmaking,” communication is 
:; luge by which two people measure 
hoc another's value or how they feel 


about one another. It's also a tool by 
which their view of that value can be 
changed. Communication covers the 
whole range of ways people pass in¬ 
formation back and forth. It also in¬ 
cludes the information they give and 
receive and the ways that the infor¬ 
mation is used. 

So all communication is learned, 
and if you can change communica¬ 
tion, it's one of the largest single fac¬ 
tors in determining the kind of 
relationships you can have and what 
happens to you in the world. 

When children come to expect criti 
cism, they filter out the positive and 
remember the negative. They make 
assumptions such as, "I am not lov¬ 
ed, I am stupid," contributing to their 
own low self-worth. 

So how do I communicate with my 
students? 1 always begin by asking 
the magic question: "How do you 
feel?" Even with what some con¬ 
sidered to be the worst juvenile delin¬ 
quents, they always respond, if not 
verbally, then non verbally. One time 
I had a six-foot, heavy-set junior high 
boy who lumbered into my room, 
wearing a long, thick, wool coat, sat 


down sullenly and stared straight 
ahead. 1 le was new to class. I started 
out asking him how he felt being in 
my class. I was surprised that he was 
willing to tell me that he missed his 
mother, because he couldn't live with 
her right now. Then he stopped talk¬ 
ing. It was a good beginning. 

There is a shift in energy when a 
child does not feel attacked or criticiz¬ 
ed. So many people label kids as lazy, 
rude or stupid, and once someone is 
labelled, true communication is 
stopped. 

So, the first step is truly taking 
time to find out how a child feels by 
asking the magic question. I also use 
a non-verbal technique to ask this. 1 
pass out a sheet of paper with three 
empty measuring cups drawn on it. 
In the morning, at noon and at the end 
of the school day, each student fills in 
a cup to show how he/she feels. If a 
child barely fills a cup, then he/she is 
feeling low, unhappy, or down. At 
least the child sees a start in com¬ 
municating and that his/her feelings 
are important. 

The next step is helping students 
communicate directly their feelings. 
If I talk directly to students, then they 
are more likely to talk directly to me. 
I had a student who came to school 
looking angry. He pushed the chair 
noisily away from his desk, taunted 
one of the girls in the class, and when 
I gave him an assignment, he called 
it “stupid." 

I said, "You seem angry about 


something. I didn't do anything to 
you, please don’t take it out on me.” 
He replied, "My younger brother 
broke my $50 bottle of cologne and 
I'm angry.” Clearly, he felt free to 
speak the truth without criticism, ad¬ 
ding to a more positive view of 
himself. 

The third step requires a trusting 
relationship in which the child feels 
he can tell me what he needs and I 
will respond by meeting his needs. 
When a student asks me directly for 
something and does not manipulate to 
get it, I feel he/she has used clear, ef¬ 
fective communication. 

Some examples are: “1 feel tired, 
can I put my head down?”; "I am 
angry, can I go talk to the prin¬ 
cipal?”; “Johnny embarrassed me in 
science, can I talk to him about it?” 

Thus, my advice to parents is to be 
careful not to invalidate your children 
by saying such things as, "You 
shouldn’t be angry” or “You should 
respect your teacher" of You’ll never 
get ahead in life if you don’t work.” 

Giving a pep talk on “discipline" 
is equally inapproppriate. If children 
are worried or hurting, they need to 
acknowledge feelings and then ex¬ 
press them — sharing their feelings 
with someone who will listen.

Out of necessity 
grows an art form

town’s blessing for a zoning change 
that will allow cluster development, 
as proposed in the articles, he has 
the right to build 12 duplexes under 
the current zoning. 

The duplexes would be spread out 
around the property, whereas the 
cluster development would be a tight 
pack of units surrounded by private 
open space. 

Both Amico and Russo expressed 
a desire to stick with the original 
proposal, which they say would use 
the land to a greater advantage for 
themselves, the town and the neigh¬ 
bors, but Amico noted that he has 
"filed a protective plan” as an 
alternative. 

The total package turned down in 
the vote included $508,000 the town 
would have received outright for a 
little under 100,000 square feet of 
land, a $37,500 cash linkage fee that 
would have come from the Russell 
Hill group, which hoped to build an 
addition to its office building at 955 
Main St., one condominium unit 
each from the other two developers 
in lieu of a linkage payment, $200,000 
a year in new tax revenue, the 
cleanup by the owner of the Ferrari 
site, which was used for dumping in 
the past, and the improvement of 
Hill Street at no cost to the town. 

Even the prestige of Rep. Sher¬ 
man "Whip” Saltmarsh, who gave 
an impassioned plea for passage of 
the three articles toward the end of 
the evening, was not enough to sway 
the voters. 

The chief difficulties that killed 
the proposals were the unknown 
dangers of the hazardous material in 
the ground on the Ferrari property, 
the potential impact of the addition¬ 
al draw on the already low pressure 
of the Precinct 8 water system, the 
lack of attention paid to neighbors’ 
concerns and the lateness of neigh¬ 
bors’ receipt of materials on which 
to base their judgements. 

The covenants, for example, 
arrived in neighbors' nands only 
three days before the vote, accord¬ 
ing to one speaker.

Articles 16 and 17, both zoning 
bylaw changes, would have required 
a two-thirds majority vote to pass, 
and article 18 needed only a simple 
majority, but the majorities became 
irrelevant when Peggy Schleicher, 
speaking for the neighborhood, 
introduced a motion to postpone 
Article 16 indefinitely. 

That motion only needed a majori¬ 
ty, which it obtained after the long 
debate. The other two articles were 
indefinitely postponed with no 
discussion. 

Schleicher told members she had 
“no other choice" but to ask for 
postponement, which kills the arti¬ 
cles until at least next spring unless 
a two-thirds majority votes during 
this session to reconsider. 

Schleicher said Russo had “bent 
over backwards" to accomodate the 
neighbors' concerns, but blasted the 
“entanged covenants” that pre¬ 
vented approval of his project. 

“It’s wrong to sign covenants at 


order as members wait patiently for

the 11th hour,” she said, arguing 
that it was too late to address 
changes. 

She also expressed concern about 
the water pressure and potential 
traffic problems. 

But the big issue was what was in 
the ground on the Ferrari property. 
A number of people spoke on what 
they called "illegal dumping” there. 

John Morgan, an abutter who has 
been managing a one-man cam¬ 
paign for years against the site, 
demonstrated that a wide variety of 
heavy metals, petroleum and other 
compounds, some known to cause 
cancer, had been found at the site. 

He noted that eight families had 
recently been relocated when their 
homes, built on poisonous fill, had 
been declared too dangerous. 
“Please don’t let the Rock Avenue 
site become another Lowell," he 
pleaded. 

Jeanne Amico, another abutter, 
said she did not want to see a "certi- 


Edison radios ready to help 


Worried about crime, fire and natur¬ 
al disasters? Tired of bad news? 
Well, here’s some good news: Bos¬ 
ton Edison will assist the citizens of 
Winchester and environs when they 
are confronted by any of the above. 
It's called “Radio on Alert” and 
here’s how it works. 

Anyone who needs assistance may 
approach one of the 40-odd Edison 
vehicles in the Winchester area dis¬ 
playing the "Radio” decal. The Edi¬ 
son employee will then call the com¬ 
pany’s dispatcher which will contact 
the appropriate emergency service. 

At a May 11th meeting in Woburn, 
Harry Meehan, Edison’s regional 
manager said that the program was 
designed as “the eyes and ears of the 
police and fire departments.” The 
title for this service was new, but 
Meehan stressed that Edison 


employees had been doing similar 
services for years. One of the best- 
known examples occurred last year 
when an Edison worker in the Hyde 
Park section of Boston saved a 
woman’s life by intervening when a 
man attempted to bury her alive. 

The Edison two-way radios will 
also be used to report suspicious 
behavior and emergencies. This will 
be done on the intiaitve of individual 
Edison employees. Meehan stated 
that “Edison employees had a long 
and proud tradition of helping out in 
emergencies.” And there was ample 
evidence of Edison’s community 
spirit presented by the police chiefs, 
mayors, and other leaders whose 
towns comprise the Edison district 

Robert Massi, another Edison 
manager, said that “it was not 
uncommon to get two or three 


requests per week for assistance". 
He also said that he had been asked 
by The Search and Rescue Associa¬ 
tion to assist in find Jessica J. 
Roundtree, the 15-year-old girl from 
North Reading who disappeared on 
April 24. Massi said that Edison 
agreed to help and that a flyer about 
the missing girl has been given to 
each of the vehicle operators. 

Radio on Alert is just of numerous 
Edison programs aimed at assisting 
those in need of emergency services. 
And it is a simple and free service: if 
you can’t find a policeman or get to a 
telephone to call the fire depart¬ 
ment, approach any Edison truck 
with a Radio on Alert decal. But, if 
your lights go out, don’t call the 
police department. Edison is still the 
only group in the electricity 
business. 


Selectmen mull Loop campaign ‘as

For most of the May 11 select¬ 
man’s meeting, the board went from 
one agenda item to another with 
dispatch. However, when it came to 
the discussion of the purchase and 
sale agreement for several Woburn 
Loop properties, there was a lengthy 
and often, heated exchange. 

But all this debate was for nought. 
The Loop articles were defeated in 
Town Meeting Monday. 

While town Counsel Douglas Ran¬ 
dall assured the selectmen that the 
parties “were ready to pass papers 
in 150 days,” Selectman Francis 
Sopper wanted to ensure that the 
linkage funds of $37,500 would be 
spent for housing. These funds would 
have entered the town coffers if the 
Ferrari, Russo, Winchester Profes¬ 
sional Partnership, and the Toland 
and LaRosa properties were sold. 
And on that issue, the selectmen 
focused a large amount of their 
energies. 

Randall said that the $37,500 was 
written into the purchase and sale 
agreements as money to be spent 
upgrading the water service in the 
Swanton, Cross and Main Streets 
area. At that point, Sopper began his 
attack. “It was my understanding 
everyone would contribute to the 
housing fund. We’re $217,000 short 
and the linkage money should not go 
toward water." 

For a moment, Selectman Thomas 
Schmitt appeared to be in the Sopper 
camp, "I agree with Sopper. The 
money was always to go to housing.” 
And then Chairman Robert Deering 
weighed in and opposed the Sopper/ 
Schmitt position, " $37,500 is a small 
amount; leave it.” Next, Sopper 
made a motion to change the purch¬ 
ase and sale agreements that was 
eventually defeated. 

In the interim, Sopper continued to 
make the case that the linkage 
money "was always housing. Who in 
hell changed it to water?” Silence. 
Deering tried to clarify the issue by 
asserting that “the intent of linkage 
dollars does not necessarily mean 
housing, it can mean anything.” 
Schmitt averred that it “wasn’t 
clear in my mind but always 
assumed that it could be used for 
housing.” 

Then came the vote to accept the 
purchase and sale agreements con¬ 
taining clauses to use the linkage 
money for water improvement. It 


passed by a 4 to 1 margin, with 
Sopper abstaining. 

However, in a long list of other 
docket items, there was unanimity. 
They voted to increase the parking 
fines. General meter violations will 
be $5 and not $3. Parking in a taxi 
stand or bus stop will cost $10 
instead of the usual $5. The recom¬ 
mendation was that parking in a 
handicapped spot would brine a fine 
of $ 10 ; but Schmitt suggested it be 
raised to the higher category. If you 
leave your auto in a loading zone or 
space allotted to the handicapped, 
you will be fined the second highest 
amount, $20 Only interferring with 
snow removal or plowing rates a 
higher fine of $30. 

In the more than two and a half 
hour meeting, the board selected a 
new member of the conservation 
commission, Steven H. Lewis of 107 
Mount Vernon St. Lewis has exten¬ 
sive experience as a park ranger, 
manager and is currently deputy 
regional manager for the National 
Park Service's North Atlantic Reg¬ 
ion. Community activist Michael 
Connolly also applied for the 
position. 

In addition to raising parking 
fines, the board heard from Conti¬ 
nental Cablevision that their rates 
were going up. Currently the basic 
service of 40 channels is $12.95 and 
as of the first of June, it will be 
$14.95.

fied toxic waste site developed in 
your own back yard.” 

Sue Taylor, who called herself an 
“immediate neighbor" of the Fer¬ 
rari property, said she was “looking 
for assurances" about the nature of 
the toxic wastes. She noted that 
Ferrari had relocated his own fami¬ 
ly away from the area some time 
ago. 

Angela Macanti of Hill Street 
described a long correspondence 
with state officials about the site. 
She concluded that the “biggest 
problem is the town,” which has not 
pursued remedies at its disposal for 
dealing with the problem. Specifical¬ 
ly, she wanted to know why the site 
had not been “assigned" years ear¬ 
lier when the problems first became 
known. 

She complained that the neighbors 
had been “put on the spot” and 
made to seem like “ogres” against 
development, when the fault lay 
with the town. "If the town isn't 
doing its job, someone has to step 
forward," she said. 

Henry Hertel, a geologist retained 
by Ferrari, noted that Morgan's list 
of hazardous compounds did not 
show the concentrations, which Her¬ 
tel claimed were very low and not 
dangerous. 

“Somebody may have dumped 
some amount of machine shop oil,” 
he admitted, as well as degreasing 
solvents, which he said, “are consid¬ 
ered toxic compounds.” He also said 
the soil under the fill was very dense 
and impervious to downward 
percolation. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall 
defended his decision not to 
“assign” the site, stating that the 
purpose of assignment was to desig¬ 
nate official dumping areas and that 
the action had to be initiated by the 
owner of the property. 

Ferrari, it turns out, requested the 
site be assigned only hours before. 

Randall said that as long as the fill 
was clean, which he said it was for 
many years, the area was not a 
dump site and could not be treated 
as illegal. Once unclean materials

were disposed there, however, the 
site became an illegal dump and the 
town had a choice of whether to 
require complete removal of the 
offending materials or grandfather 
the site. 

“We haven’t had what is generally 
called illegal dumping,” he 
asserted. “By and large the mater¬ 
ial up there would not require a site 
assignment.” 

Member Paula Perrone said she 
differed with town counsel. Sludge, 
not building materials, had been 
dumped at the site. “I’m tired of 
hearing: 'It’s this one’s responsibili¬ 
ty, it’s that one’s responsibility,”’ 
she said. She mentioned illnesses 
and deaths in the neighborhood, 
including a case of leukemia “across 
the street." 

The board of health did not have 
many good answers as to why it had 
not acted earlier to control the situa¬ 
tion. Health Director Joseph Tabbi, 
who attended the first half of the 
session, was nowhere to be seen 
when the tough questions came 
down. 

Board of Health Chairman Warren 
Taylor seemed to be caught flat- 
footed. “We have clearly been 


charged with doing something,” he 
said in reaction to the onslaught, 
appearing surprised by the vehe¬ 
mence of the opposition. 

He said the board had received 
only that evening a closure plan for 
the Ferrari site. “It's regrettable we 
didn't have this material earlier," 
he said. However, he noted that the 
Department of Environmental Qual¬ 
ity Engineering (DEQE) was "not 
particularly impressed with the tox¬ 
ic materials" found on the site, and 
in his opinion would “like to see it go 
to the back burner.” 

Member Todd Cronan noted that 
there was a slippage of responsibili¬ 
ty between the town and the state, 
and that although the state had dec¬ 
lared the site worthy of investiga¬ 
tion, no state resources would be 
available to conduct an inquiry for 
at least another year. 

“The town can force a cleanup,” 
he said, calling the town’s actions 
thus far “irresponsible.” Cronan 
said he felt “sorry for the two deve¬ 
lopers" whose approvals were tied 
to Ferrari's waste site. 

Henry Quill, Ferrari's attorney, 
said his people “need time to discuss 
it,” before deciding how to proceed.

goal in years,” added the chief, 
saying that, on average, there are 22 
men covering Winchester over the 
course of a day. 

“Over the years, we've gone with¬ 
out, made do, bit the bullet,” 
McHugh told Town Meeting. “We 
don't like to operate like this, but 
we're forced to. 

Robert Deering, chairman of the 
board of selectmen, said the board 
did not support reductions in the 
police force. 

“Do you feel safer with money in 
the bank or police on the streets?" 
Deering asked Town Meeting 
members. 

The police budget received a vote 
of confidence from Town Meeting 
member R. Bradford Bailey, a pro¬ 


secuting attorney for Middlesex 
County. 

Town Meeting reinstated $42,000 
for the salaries of two police offic¬ 
ers. The additional $5,000 restored to 
the budget reflected tuition funds. 

Maurer said tuition reimburse¬ 
ment is a contracted amount. 

"Police officers have the right to 
take courses with 30 percent reim¬ 
bursement," said the town mana¬ 
ger. He added that a number of 
officers have taken advantage of 
self-improvement programs. 
Through such programs, he said, 
they can “become better police 
officers and better serve the town.” 

Town Meeting approved the $5,000 
by a standing vote. The appropria¬ 
tion brought the total police depart¬ 
ment budget to $1,880,381.

Roll said the issue was not really the 
$3,000. “It’s the underlying issue of 
level of free cash.” Roll added that 
cuts have been made by the finance 
committee to maintain a “safe" 
level of free cash. 

"We ask you not to lose sight of the 
big picture," said Roll. 

Town Meeting voted to restore the 
$3,000 for the newsletter, bringing 
the final council on aging budget to 
$91,464. 

Maurer's request to increase the 
building department budget by 
$3,363 was turned down by Town 
Meeting. Maurer said the figure pro¬ 


vided funds to pay for inspections 
when the town’s plumbing, electric 
and gas inspectors were on vacation. 

Under state codes, the town has 48 
hours to respond to inspection 
requests, said Maurer. He added 
that during vacation times, 
Winchester employs inspectors from 
Arlington or Woburn. 

However, if an inspection is not 
made during the designated time 
period, workers can go ahead with 
their project without the inspection, 
said Maurer. 

The total building department 
budget held at $121,129. 

In other Town Meeting actions, 


members appropriated $6,(KM) for the 
archival center and $42,000 to the 
youth center. 

In a move uncharacteristic of 
Town Meeting up until now, Maurer 
recommended a $1,976 reduction in 
the fire department budget. The fig¬ 
ure reflects updated fuel and energy 
projections. 

A total of $3,872 was approved by 
Town Meeting for the sealer of 
weights and measures. Auxilliary 
police received $1,000 while auxilli¬ 
ary fire got $2,500. 

Town Meeting budget delibera¬ 
tions continue tonight at 7:30 p.m. in 
the high school auditorium.

Council’s cooperation crucial 

“The cooperation front the Council 
on Aging was really critical in put¬ 
ting it together,” said Pratt. 

On the whole, Pratt said he felt 
students were “very responsive” to 
this unit. 

Of the lessons Pratt said he hoped 
students and seniors got front the 
classes, "the most important thing 
may be that people of all generations 
are going to live out the rest of their 
lives in an aging society, and that 
we’re all connected. 

“We are trying to dissolve the idea 
that generations are separate from 
each other," lie added. “We’re real¬ 
ly all in this together. We all have 
some things in common.” 

In a pre-test given tit the beginning 
of the two-week unit, Pratt said he 
found one of the greatest misconcep¬ 
tions about youth by older people 
was that students spend their time 
milling around town. 

In contrast, Pratt said older peo¬ 
ple found as many as 50 percent of 
the students in the class held part- 
time jobs. 

On the students side, Pratt said he 
discovered the greatest misconcep¬ 
tion in the classes was that all old 
people are passive. 

“One of the things that came out 
clearly was that (senior citizens) 
lead very active lives," said Pratt, 
which include involvement in orga¬ 
nizations, athletic and volunteer 
activities. 

Leading active lives 

For Martin, the lesson lay in the 
characteristics of Winchester’s 
senior citizens. 

“The vitality of some of the senior 
citizens, their generosity, their 
enthusiasm for living and their 
appreciation for youth” were those 
characteristics which struck 
Martin. 

Martin said the would like to see 
the program continue with senior 
citizens participating in the 
classroom. 

‘‘When you have an intergenera- 
tional program, it makes (the 
school) more of a community," she 
said.

In (he overall picture of the high¬ 
way department, DPW Operations 
Manager Robert Morin said budget 
reductions will actually mean a

Vasily Grossman’s 
Life and Fate 

The American Repertory 
Theatre, under the artistic direction 
of Robert Brustein. will present a 
dramatic adaptation of a chapter 
from the epic novel Life and Fate by 
Vasily Grossman at the Agassiz 
Theatre in Radcliffe Yard through 
May 22. Frederick Wiseman, the 
award winning, independent film¬ 
maker. has provided the dramatic 
adaptation and will also direct. Ruth 
Maleczech. one of the founders and 


leading actors of the New York- 
based Mabou Mines Company, will 
act. 

Life and Fate has resisted all at¬ 
tempts to destroy it. Completed in 
1960 by a leading Soviet journalist 
who was the first war correspondent 
to describe a Nazi concentration 
camp. Life and Fate indicts the 
Soviet union for having betrayed 
the ideals of the Revolution. The 
novel hammers home the fun 
damental similiarity between 
Nazism and Stalinism —two 
totalitarian systems based on con¬ 
tempt for human life. 

Grossman fell afoul of Russian 
authorities for protesting their anti- 
Semitism and for writing a novel 
that chronicled the hypocrisy, cor¬ 
ruption and brutality of the Soviet 
state. The KGB searched 
Grossman's house, confiscated all 
copies of the manuscript, and all 
typing ribbons. Grossman, whom 
Maxim Gorky had praised, died in 
1964 in disgrace and poverty. 
Miraculously, his manuscript was 
smuggled into the West, where 
literary critics hailed it as a major 
literary document. 

Mr. Wiseman's dramatic adap¬ 
tation focuses on a letter written by 
Anna Semyonovna, a doctor in the 
Ukraine, dismissed like other Jews 
from her post and herded into a 
barbed wire ghetto. With a 
reporter's eye. she records in 
unemotional phrases the events 
that make up life in a ghetto whose 
only exit is death. Grossman based 


this memorable portrait on his own 
mother. 

Frederick Wiseman, whose 
previous work with the Company in¬ 
cludes the video sequences in 
Robert Brustein's adptation of 
Pirandello's Tonight We Improvise, 
has directed twenty documentaries, 
including Titicut Follies, High 
School, Welfare, Hospital, and 
Racetrack and one fiction film. 
Seraphita's Diary. 

Ruth Maleczech began her pro 
fessional work at The Actors 
Workshop and the San Francisco 
Mime Troup in 1960. In the mid¬ 
sixties, she moved to Europe, per¬ 
forming in numerous productions 
in Paris. London, and Edinburgh, 
and studying with Jerzy Grotowski 
and the Berliner Ensemble. In 1970 
she returned to New York to form, 
with Lee Breuer, David Warrilow. 
JoAnne Akalaitis, and Philip Glass, 
the company known now as Mabou 
Mines.

What’s Up at the Movies by Craig Tomashoff 

Bagdad Cafe is well worth seeing 


Bagdad Cafe is the latest effort 
and first English-language film, 
from German screenwriter/director 
Percy Adlon. whose last film was 
the bizarre, critically-acclaimed 
comedy. Sugarbaby. The man has 
the observant eye of a tourist and 
this story, told from the perspective 
of a German tourist vacationing in 
the states, captures the essence of 
America better than most 
American films. 

That German tourist is a blimp¬ 
sized hausfrau named Jasmin 
(Marianne Sagebrecht). who is in 
the midst of a heated argument with 
her husband (Hans Stadlbauer) as 
the film begins. The sky and the 
ground glow with a strange, 
purplish-red haze, and for a few 
seconds, you re not quite sure what 
planet you re on. The couple con¬ 
tinues the argument until the hus¬ 
band angrily takes Jasmin's suit¬ 
case out of the trunk, throws it on 
the ground and speeds away 
without his wife. 

Jasmin is left with no alternative 
but to take her suitcase and start 
trudging through the oddly-colored 
scenery. Only when she reaches a 
highway, though, do things begin to 
fall into perspective. She is in a 
desert. The Mojave. And as she 
lumbers down the road, you notice 
that film now has another color A 
golden glow, that visually creates 
the warmth that the movie will 


physically give you later on. 

Eventually. Jasmin ends up at 
a rundown little roadside 
restaurant/motel called The Bagdad 
Cafe The place looks like leftovers 
from a nuclear test blast, but it's the 
only place around so Jasmin 
wanders in to look for a room. 

The cafe is run by a family unit 
that isn't likely to replace the 
Cosbys as America's favorite. The 
son (Darron Flagg) does nothing 
but sit at the piano all day playing 
Bach. The daughter (Monica 
Calhoun) likes to wear short shorts 
and flirt with all the boys. The father 
(G. Smokey Campbell) is a lazy lush 
who leaves his wife 10 minutes in¬ 
to the movie and spends the rest of 
the film sitting miles away in his 
car. spying on her with his 
binoculars. 

Brenda (CCH Pounder), the wife, 
is the strangest of all. She yells. Ail 
the time. At her husband. At her 
kids. At the baby she is constantly 
holding She is an angry young 
woman and that anger gushes out 
of her large, dark eyes. Still, 
underneath that anger, there is a 
sense of desperation, and instead of 
being turned off by her yelling, you 
want to know what it is that has 
made her so hateful. 

As if this crew weren't weird 
enough, there are plenty of other 
odd characters who haunt this soon- 
to-be-forgotten truck stop. The 


strangest of the strangers is Rudi 
Cox (Jack Palance). an artist who 
once lived in Hollywood but now 
has nothing to do but wander 
around Bagdad in his garish silk 
shirts. He is also the first to see 
Jasmin's mystical charm, pursuing 
the plump woman so he can do her 
portrait. 

Bagdad Cafe eventually 
becomes the story of Jasmin's tran¬ 
sition into American life, and her af¬ 
fect on all the Bagdad's denizens. 
The German woman has a cleaning 
fetish and a love for children. She 
immediately sets about straighten¬ 
ing up the place and taking better 
care of Brenda's children. At first. 
Brenda resents the intereference 
and calls the police to get rid of the 
intruder. Eventually, though, 
through the help of one those kid¬ 
die magic sets that Jasniin has 
brought with her. the two women 
learn that they need each other's 
friendship. 

This makes Bagdad Cafe sound 
much more serious than it is. In 
reality, when you're watching the 
film, plot is only a minor concern. 
This is more a movie about feeling. 
What counts is the way the 
characters react to each other. They 
have a mystical quality, and the way 
they eventually come to know each 
other seems almost magicai just as 
the cafe is finally saved by the 


magic show Jasmin learns to put 
on. This is a movie about people, 
and it's difficult not to be charmed 
by the eccentric people in Bagdad 
Cafe. 

The setting (or the film also 
serves a character. It may be a 
desolate place, the grim reminders 
of a once-bustling truck stop, but it 
is also quintessential^ American 
The Bagdad looks like the sort of 
place you've passed by hundreds of 
times, always wondering who could 
possibly live there. Most Americans 
look at such places and drive on, so 
it took a foreigner like Adlon to 
stop in and see what's happening. 

The town of Bagdad was 
something that existed partially in 
the real world, because it was on the 
map. However, it also didn't exist in 
the real world because nothing re¬ 
mained but dust and light. Which 
makes it the perfect metaphor for 
Bagdad Cafe. It's a movie that ex 
ists in the real world, like any other 
movie at the cineplex, but it also 
has a mystical quality that puts it in 
to a different world altogether.

Saints and Other Angels: The Relig¬ 
ious Paintings of Audrey Flack is 
currently on exhibition ai ^he Dart- 
forth Museum of Art, and actually 
includes photography, sculpture 
and drawing among its 26 works. 

If a sense of the spiritual as 
heroic in imagery pervades the 
works, so does a sense of the spirit¬ 
ual as accessible. Quiet, tasteful dis¬ 
tancing of image is no more likely 
to show up in Flack's work than is 
subdued subtlety of atmospheric 
color. The saints, angels and heros 
are viewed close-up. Though some 
of the earlier works are almost 
monochromatic in their insistance 
on the stark photographic drama of 
value interplay, more recent ones 
are like brightly polychromed 
sculptures, their shiny and ornate 
surfaces catching keyed-up color 
reflections. 

The images are striking and 
memorable. While we are familiar 
with the icons and symbols of 
beliefs, we are unaccustomed to 
their large-scaled, colorful and con- 
frontative representation in 
painting. 

Flack's madonnas are charac¬ 
terized by tilted heads, tear-flecked 
cheeks and deeply folded, heavily 
embellished garments. Their 
crowns radiate splendidly above 
their glossy faces, where the 
sprayed layers of oil paint neither 
avoid nor academically repress any 
of the myriad reflections. 

Certainly these portraits of 17th 
and 18th century Spanish religious 
sculptures have an unabashed sen 
timentality and expressive audacity 
that falls short of conforming to oui 
notions ol what art should be. 
Find. in addressing the issue of 


kitsch — in this case, popular relig¬ 
ious expression — and the art 
world, says. "I often think about our 
concept of such notions as 'senti¬ 
mental,' 'nostalgic,' and romantic.' 
What do they really mean? How are 
they expressed? How does one get 
in touch with these feelings within 
ourselves? 

"Maybe it's just a matter of 
reaching into your past and think¬ 
ing about some poignant moment. 
These feelings can be very pro¬ 
found, and can come upon you 
unexpectedly. . ." 

Aware that her choice of subject 
and technique is a "breaking of 
codes" in the art world, Flack also 
points out that a certain program¬ 
ming of taste, as well as the histor¬ 
ical dismissal of women artists, has 
accounted for some of the attitudes 
that have resulted, In the fairly 
recent past, of hasty, harsh judge¬ 
ment of her work. Taking a look at 
the position art and its dialectic has 
taken toward feelings of sentiment, 
romanticism and nostalgia, she ex¬ 
plains, "They were not allowed into 
the inner sanctum of high art. And 
although these emotions are an 
important part of every human 
being, they were considered to 
belong only to the lowest order of 
society. Passionate emotions were 
permissible only in abstract art and 
abstract expressionism. 

"Catholic art has always been 
criticized — Bernini was con¬ 
demned for a full century for show¬ 
ing too much passion in his art. The 
protestant ethic is a very reserved 
one and is the ethic which has 
dominated this century. It limits the 
show of emotion or passion. In my 
lectures in art schools and univer¬ 
sities throughout this country I 
found that the students never had 
heard of Spanish Baroque sculp 
lure. No one teaches it! The entire 
Golden Age of Spanish Baroque 
pjssion sculpture has been omitted 
from the history books." 


The artist's own experience ol 
the 17th century statue. Macarena 
Esperanza, in Seville, and discovery 
that it was the work of a woman. 
Luisa Roldan, figured prominently 
in both her personal journey and 
the exhibition we see at The Dan¬ 
forth. The latent influence ol 
Roldan's works in New York City's 
Hispanic Society Museum — a 
place Flack often visited when she 
was growing up nearby — and (lie 
directness and correspondence of 
feeling of the woman and working 
mother — Roldan — for the 
religious mother symbol of the 
Macarena, came together for Flack 
with the kind of affinity and feeling 
that gives her work its sense of con 
viction. 

We see in Flack’s work a per 
sonal commitment to the image as 
well as a personal investment in it. 
From the big horizontal close-up of 
civil rights marchers in the 1965 
Sisters of the Immaculate Heart 
Marching, to the 1983 Rainbow 
Christ, there is a sense of the artist's 
spiritual involvement with the 
image and her belief in its power to 
express the immediacy of life force 
and courage as well as a spirituality 
that transcends time and circum¬ 
stance. The artist’s own courage in 
daring to embrace imagery and a 
kind of representation we have 
been taught to keep at a distance 
is far from affected and becomes 
integral to the content of her work. 

Saints and Other Angels: The 
Religious Paintings of Audrey 
Flack, curated by Lowery S. Sims 
of the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
in New York City, began its tour at 
Flack's alma mater, The Cooper 
(Jnio:.; The Danforth Museum of 
Art, 123 Union Ave., Framingham, 
is its final destination. The exhibi¬ 
tion remains on view through July

Recycling could 
lower trash budget

The town has budgeted an amount 
to pay the incinerator operator that 
burns Winchester’s trash that is con¬ 
sistent with expected usage, accord¬ 
ing to Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer. 

When account 508, Northeast Solid 
Waste Consortium (NESWC) 
charges, came to the floor of Town 
Meeting Monday night, the amount 
had been amended upward from 
$820,800 to $855,000. 

Maurer explained that the differ¬ 
ence resulted from calculations that 
showed the town was burning at an 
annual rate of 15,000 tons. At the new 
NESWC rate of $57 per ton, the cost 
should be just about $855,000, Maur¬ 
er said. 

Paul Casey, a candidate for state 
representative, challenged Maur¬ 
er's assumptions and made an 


amendment to the budget request to 
return it to the original amount. 

Casey said that NESWC rate were 
likely to decrease and a savings 
could be achieved. 

Maurer disagreed. He said that 
the NESWC charges had been put 
into their own budget so they could 
be accurately tracked from year to 
year and that he believed his figures 
to be correct. 

He said it would be prudent to 
provide sufficient funds to cover the 
expense, otherwise funds would 
have to be drawn from the finance 
committee’s reserve fund or Town 
Meeting would have to vote a further 
allocation at a later time. 

Member Sally Kincaid, who is the 
town’s representative to NESWC, 
said that the town had guaranteed a 
certain tonnage to NESWC as part of 
its contract and that failure to deliv-

Sudden spring storm causes flash 
floods, power loss, downed wires

Power outages, flooded roads and 
torrential rains kept town employ¬ 
ees busy throughout the day Tues¬ 
day dealing with the effects of the 
storm. 

According to Lt. Charles Culhane, 
the Winchester police department 
received non-stop phone calls 
reporting power outages and fallen 
wires during the storm. In addition, 
said Culhane, the department 
responded to a number of false 
alarms due to power loss. 

"Once the power goes down and 
lightening starts to hit, it means 


havoc with all of the alarms," he 
said. 

Police were also called for motor 
vehicle stalls "all over the place" 
due to flooding and puddles, said 
Culhane. 

Culhane said the department “did 
very well" in dealing with storm 
related incidents. 

Highway department crews spent 
the day clearing drains and pumping 
water out from under bridges. 
According to Dave Sanburg of the 
highway department, there were not 
any major problems. However, a 
power outage on Bacon Street 
slowed the pumping process under 


the railroad bridge. 

“Once the heavy deluge stopped, 
(the water) started going down 
again,” he said. 

DPW crews cleared roadways of 
fallen debris Tuesday night and 
Wednesday, said Sanburg. 

Winchester Fire Department 
Capt. Delorey said his department 
had numerous calls for alarms trig¬ 
gered by power loss or water. 

Fire department crews also 
responded to a tree fire at the corner 
of Highland Avenue and Englewood 
Road. Delorey said the electrical 
fire started when wires fell into a 
tree. Boston Edison rectified the 


situation. 

Delorey said his men did “very 
well, considering the rain and 
weather.” 

Police responded to reports of 
motor vehicle accidents throughout 
the storm. 

At 3:52 p.m., police were dis¬ 
patched to the intersection of Church 
and Cambridge Streets where a 
three-vehicle accident occured. 

According to reports, the traffic- 
lights at the intersection were on 
“flash". A Woburn man driving a 
Ford pick-up truck was struck a 
GMC driven by a Canton man.

School budget 
gains back 
$ 340,000

Town Meeting has refused to 
forego quality education in Winches¬ 
ter. The school department got a 
boost last week when Town Meeting 
voted to increase the budget by 
$339,364. 

According to School Committee 
Chairwoman Alice McCarter, the 
funds will allow the school system 
maintain quality education and to 
provide a wide range of courses, 
with no split-grade classes. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer recommended a budget of 
$12,657,656, which represented a re¬ 
duction of $318,469 from the school 
committee's original request. 

According to the finance commit¬ 
tee report to Town Meeting, after 
careful examination of the budget, 
the committee reduced it by an addi¬ 
tional $304,364. 

According to McCarter, this re¬ 
duction represents the elimination 
of the sabbatical program, eight 
teacher aides, one full-time kinder¬ 
garten teacher, 1 1 a people from ad¬ 
ministration, and a shift of $51),(KM) 
for computers from the school 
budget to the capital budget. 

Finance Committee Vice Chair¬ 
man Chester Haskell said the com¬ 
mittee was "under no illusions that 
cuts of this magnitude could be 
made with out serious reductions in 
service. 

Haskell said the motion would re¬ 
duce free cash to approximately 
$490,000, making that account " no 
more than a finger in a dike. 

A one-third administrative staff 
decrease, energy conservation steps 
and staff reductions through retire¬ 
ment incentives have all been put 
into effect, he said. 

School committee member Mi¬ 
chael Roynane said Town Meeting 
has been asked to consider free cash 
level throughout budget discussions. 

"I suggest monies held in reserve 
in the stability account and reserve 
account also represent savings," 
said Roynane. He pointed out that 
approximately $760,000 in stabiliza¬ 
tion funds could be used for capital 
expenditures. 

"The best investment we can 
make is to invest in our children," 
said member Mary Pronski. 

Town Meeting chose to increase 
the school budget by a 81 to 46 
standing vote. 



Memorial day reminds 
of human price of war

Motion to fund toxic waste 
testing fails to appeal to TM

Town Meeting reopened discus¬ 
sions on the public health budget last 
Thursday night. 

The motion was reconsidered due 
to an amendment made by member 
Mary Pronski who proposed a 
$50,000 increase for toxic waste 
testing. 

At the May 12 meeting, Robert 
Deering, chairman of the toxic 
waste study commission said the 
town is not legally responsible for 
toxic waste testing. He pointed out 
that developers are required to pay 


for testing and submit results to the 
board of health. 

On a request by member Robert 
Mortenson, discussion was post¬ 
poned until officials could determine 
how much would be needed to allow 
for testing. 

Dr. Warren Taylor, a member of 
the board of health, said the depart¬ 
ment “would like not to get into the 
business of testing. 

“The point is, we really don't know 
how much one would need. We would 
like to have this money so we could 
hire a consultant to evaluate (test 
results),” said Taylor. 


The motion was amended down tc 
$30,000, then reduced to $15,000 and 
finally $5,000. 

“We want to be sure the board of 
health will have sufficient funds 
enough to do testing to protect the 
citizens of the town,” said Pronski, 
who only advocated reducing the 
figure to $30,000. 

Pronski pointed out that the 
Department of Environmental Qual¬ 
ity Engineering (DEQE) has identi¬ 
fied 14 potential toxic waste sites in 
Winchester. 

Deering said in citing potential

Bias’ mother tells story 

Her son’s overdose changed her life forever

The statistics of those who die 
from drug overdose are simple num¬ 
bers to some. For Lonise Bias, those 
numbers became reality when drugs 
claimed the life of her son. 

Len Bias was chosen in the first 
round of the National Basketball 
Association draft by the Boston Cel¬ 
tics in 1986. He died of a cocaine 
overdose a few hours after being 
picked. 

Lonise Bias spoke to a group of 
Winchester High School juniors and 
seniors last Friday morning. Her 
appearance at the high school 
marked the annual pre-prom mes¬ 
sage urging students not to use 
drugs and/or alcohol. However, 
rather than conveying a message of 
“don’t do it,” Bias encouraged stu¬ 
dents to follow their own instincts to 
do what is right. 

Bias’ message hit home to 
students. 

"I think it was really strong, 
touching and direct," said Suzanne 
Pawlak. "She didn’t show she was 
higher than us. She put herself down 
to our level.” 

Heather Khamis said the message 
was stronger coming from Bias than 
from high school administrators. 
“She was somebody that had gone 
through it," she said. 


Senior Omar Ali agreed. "It really 
touched me. I think it (will) affect 
the way people think.” 

“1 thought she had a lot of really 
good things to say about family, 
dealing with peer pressure, school,” 
said senior Kate O’Connor. "She had 
a lot of different ways to say ‘go with 
your own instincts.’" 

Bias told students her family is not 
looking for pity. 

“I’ve done the hardest thing I 
ever had to do. 1 buried my baby," 
she said. “It is my faith and belief 
that God took one man to save mil¬ 
lions." 

Bias added that it is "sad it takes 
tragedy to make change." She cited 
two organizations, SADD (Students 
Against Drunk Driving) and MADD 
(Mothers Against Drunk Driving), 
which came into being because of 
tragedy. Bias told students they are 
mistaken to believe "it won't happen 
to me." 

"You’re not immortal, young peo¬ 
ple,” she said. 

Bias referred to her son Len as 
"the number two player going to the 
number one team snatched away by 
what is prevalent in our society 
today." She insists his death was not 
in vain. 

"Len Bias has done more in death 
for this nation than he ever could 
have done in life,” she said. 


Drugs and alcohol, asserts Bias, 
are only the symptom. The underly¬ 
ing cause is the real problem. 

“1 deal with the causes. I get to the 
root of the problem,” she said. 

The problem is that people don't 
know themselves, and lie to fit the 
mold of a group, asserted Bias. 

"You lie, but that's how you set 
traps for yourself," she said.

“We know the evils that await our 
babies when they walk out the door 
every day. That’s why we (parents) 
are on you,” said Bias. 

“A true friend is someone who 
understands your past, believes in 
your future and accepts the way you 
are today,” said Bias. “Many of 
your best friends are right there in 
your own home, in your Mom and 
your Dad. And you’re always out 
looking for friends.” 

Bias encouraged students not to 
give in to peer pressure. 

"Do not allow yourself to become 
enslaved. You’re putting chains on 
your hands and feet and mind,” she 
said. "Fight for your freedom, 
young people.” 

Goirg along with the group is 
easy, explained Bias. Standing up 
for what’s right is what takes char¬ 


acter and courage. 

Dealing with her son’s death was 
difficult for her family, she said. 
“When the natural order Is 
reversed, and a child dies before the 
parent, it is a bitter cup, like a knife 
you carry inside," Bias told the Star.

er the agreed amount could result in 
“rather severe penalties.” 

She said that the original estimate 
was 12,500 tons and asked where (be 
additional 2,500 tons had come from. 

Maurer said that the estimates 
were just that, estimates given prior 
to the start of the project, and that 
they had been revised as real usage 
information had come in. He said 
that there is a recycling program in 
town, but waste is going up anyway. 

Member Walter Farrell spoke on 
the recycling program. He esti¬ 
mated that the town generates 728 
tons of paper waste from Boston 
Globe subscriptions alone. 

At this time, Winchester recycles 
700 tons of paper, according to Far¬ 
rell. He said the figure could be 
doubled. 

Town Moderator John Sullivan, 
who used to be the president of 
Wheelabrator, the company that 
owned and operated the NESWC 
facility, said that the national recy¬ 
cling goal for municipalities is 25 
percent of all refuse. The highest 
existing operation recycles 17 per¬ 
cent. Programs try to start at 10 
percent, Sullivan said. 

Member Robert Frank said that 
the discussion was irrelevant. Cost 
is a function of use, he said, and if 
Town Meeting did not allocate 
enough funds, it would have to come 


back and do so later. If it allocated to 
much, the amount would be 
reverted. 

That did not stop the argument, 
though. Discussion went on for a 
while before the Casey amendment 
was defeated and the main motion 
carried, budgeting the $855,000.

said would benefit everyone con¬ 
cerned : the town would receive com¬ 
pensation from the sale of land, the 
neighbors would be screened by a 
green buffer zone and Russo would 
get a higher economic utilization of 
his property. 

In any event, Amico cautioned, his 
client would develop his land some¬ 
how, and additions to traffic, water 
and other problems would be rough¬ 
ly the same with or without Town 
Meeting’s cooperation. 

Amico pointed out that dwellings 
in RA-120 zones were required to be 
set farther back (40 feet) than in 
RG-6.5 zones (20 feet). He noted that 
the town would lose $120,000 for 
Russo’s share of the Loop purchase 
as well as a unit of affordatrle hous¬ 
ing and other infrastructure items 
the town is required to provide for 
general residence areas but not for 
condominium developments. 

Russo said he had tried to work 
with the neighbors to achieve a 
design of which they would approve, 
but being blocked in his endeavors, 
he had no choice but to pursue the 
duplex development "as a matter of 
right.” 

Selectmen Chairman Robert 
Deering spoke in favor of 
reconsideration. 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt said 
the board was willing to take a 
number of steps to improve the 
water situation on the north side of 
town, an issue that helped kill the 
Loop articles the first time around. 

Schmitt said the selectmen had 
agreed to replace 6-inch lines on 
Shepard Court and Rock Avenue 
with 8-inch lines as well as upgrade 
service connections on Hemingway,

In addition, Schmitt proposed 
spending $387,500 from (he sale of 
Loop land on water improvements 
on the north side, ami offered to 
promote a bond issue at fall Town 
Meeting to finance the cleaning and 
lining of all east-iron mains in that 
area. 

Schmitt admitted that the board 
could not raise the money without 
the cooperation of Town Meeting, 
but called his effort “good faith" and 
said he thought Town Meeting was 
“impressed with the water prob¬ 
lem” in the north end. 

Dan Chane spoke for the planning 
hoard. He said the board unanimous¬ 
ly approved of the motion to recon¬ 
sider. He noted that the unusual 
topography of the Russo site made it 
particularly suited to cluster 
development. 

Lorna Tseckares, chairman of the 


state’s office that Borggaard said 
implied that the state might some¬ 
day try to take back the land. If it 
did, he said, Russo’s lot would be out 
of conformity with the zoning 
bylaws. 

Member Peggy Schleicher said 
she believed that the town was act¬ 
ing sincerely in trying to address the 
north end’s problems, but that more 
time was necessary to ensure that 
the development was done right. 

Member Michael Connolly railed 
against the proposal. “We don’t buy 
this 11th hour junk,” he said. 

When the vote was taken, out of 
152 votes, only 92 were cast in favor 
of reconsideration of Article 17; 60 
against. To prevail, proponents 
would have needed 102 votes. 

Asked as he was leaving whether 
he was resentful of the treatment 
accorded him by neighbors with 


whom he had tried to work, Russo 
simply said, "I just know what I’m 
going to do now.” 

Article 18, which allowed the sale 
of Loop property to the developers, 
also failed. 

The only developer to step forward 
and request purchase was the 
Winchester Professional Partner¬ 
ship, sometimes known as the Rus¬ 
sell Hill Group. 

Attorney Edward Hicks told mem¬ 
bers that his client did not need any 
zoning changes to build, only the 
extra square footage for required 
additional parking the Loop would 
provide. 

Borggaard, Pronsky and several 
others raised objections and when 
the vote was taken, it was even 77 to 
77, nowhere near the two-thirds 
majority needed for 
reconsideration.

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Athletic request killed

The school department will have 
to do without $30,000 it wanted for its 
athletic budget next year. Town 
Meeting voted a 10 percent cut in the 
department’s request during Mon¬ 
day’s Town Meeting, 

The motion to amend account 63 
was made by the school committee, 
but the finance committee recom¬ 
mended unfavorable action. 

One member said that she found it 
difficult to approve such a request 
when similar amounts for the 
library and recreation departments 
had been turned down, 

Member Brad Bailey argued 
strongly in favor of the amendment, 
stating that athletics are important 
in developing team skills. As an 
assistant district attorney he said he 
has to told “juniors and seniors to 
shape up,” and substitute healthy 
activities for drug and alcohol use.’ 

But we are “giving them nothing 
to shape up to and shape up with” 
when we take away sports prog¬ 
rams, he said. 


Superintendent Charles Mitsakos 
told members that the $30,000 would 
not buy anything new, but would go 
entirely to maintaining the current 
athletic offerings. 

The $30,000 shortfall, Mitsakos 
said, is entirely the result of revenue 
lost by having the Thanksgiving Day 
football game in Woburn this year. 

Members examined a number of 
programs that might bear elimina¬ 
tion, including golf and ice hockey. 

Mitsakos said that 17 students are 
in the golf program, which costs 
$5,265 or roughly $300 per student. 

There was some dispute about the 
relevant figures for ice hockey. Mit¬ 
sakos said 40 players are spending 
$20,400 or $510 per player. Finance 
Committee member Chester Haskell 
said only 31 players are projected 
for next year at $658 per player. 

Member Clarence Borrggard, cit¬ 
ing the $16 million school budget and 
cuts to other budgets, said, “I think 
they can stand a cut, too.” 

The vote was 75 against to 71 for 
the amendment.

Looney will be a full time worker 
in the State House. As a resident and 
taxpayer in the district for 24 years, 
he has been active in community af¬ 
fairs and elective offices. He says that 
he is the best qualified candidate to 
represent the 34th Middlesex District 
because of his experience. Looney 
asked those present to maintain the 
momentum throughout the summer 
and to continue on to the Sept. 15 
primary election.

Winton remembered 

The yellow pinafores celebrate 77 years

Have you ever wondered about the 
ladies in the yellow pinafores at Win¬ 
chester Hospital? They are all 
members of Winton Club, 292 strong 
and this year they are celebrating 
their 77th year as volunteers for the 
hospital. 

On May 19 1911. 17 young women 
met to sew linens for the Cottage 
Hospital (Winchester Hospital’s 
original name). The women called 
themselves the Winton Club, named 
for Winton. the ecclesiastical 
signature of the Bishop of Winchester. 
England, who had been in town for the 
laying of the Episcopal church's cor¬ 
nerstone. It was strictly a sewing 
group at first to provide for all the 
linen needs of the hospital. In the year 
1923 alone, the club made 10.000 
surgical dressings. 

As times changed, so did the Win¬ 
chester Hospital and the Winton Club. 


The women of the Winton Club ex¬ 
panded their service to include fund¬ 
raising for the hospital, and in the 
early 1950s the club opened a coffee 
and gift shop at the hospital. It also 
started the gift cart to take items to 
the patients. The gift shop is a 
$100,000-a-year business. Club 
members do everything from buying 
the goods to stocking the selves. The 
Gift Shop and its Holiday Fair in 
November are big fundraisers for the 
club. 

The “Cabaret" variety show has 
become a Winchester tradition each 
January. The annual show is a full 
year in the making, with a profes¬ 
sional director, music director, or¬ 
chestra. and a lot of local talent and 
fun. For local shops and distant 
advertisers, there is a 200-page col¬ 
ored program. The 1989 show "Mas¬ 
que," directed by Jane Twichell, will 
be held Febrary 1-1. 1989. 

President Mary R. Barger 
reported that over the years Winton 


Club has donated $1 million to the 
Winchester Hospital, a quarter of 
which has been given during the past 
five years. Winton Club has been in¬ 
strumental in helping support the 
hospital building ."und. Gifts have 
been of both money and special large 
equipment. 

In the early days Winton Club 
donated the first children's ward and 
first dietetic laboratory. In 1966 and 
1968. the club donated money for 
hospital beds, bassinets in 1972, and 
more recently an orthopedic table and 
fetal heart monitor for the nursery. 

To celebrate the 75th anniversary 
of its founding. Winton Club pledged 
a special three-year gift to the 
hospital totaling $75,000 to be used to 
renovate the hospital gift shop. 

The final $25,000 was presented 
this year. 

In addition, the club has given the 
hospital another $50,000 during the 
fiscal year. The club voted at its an¬ 
nual meeting to donate $20,000 in the 
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MEMORIAL DAY SALE! 
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coming year for the maternity wing. 

The beneficiaries of the efforts of 
the Winton Club are the hospital and 
its patients. Today the members of 
Winton Club under the leadership of 
incoming President Diane Culver 
contribute their support and concern 
and more than 6,000 volunteer-hours 
to the hospital and many more hun¬ 
dreds of hours to stage the cabaret 
show. They aim to help Winchester 
have a top-notch hospital facility with 
the best possible medical care and 
volunteer help.

School arts exhibition 
provides season finale 


Throughout the school year, the 
Winchester public schools have par¬ 
ticipated in a celebration of the arts. 
Students in each school have had an 
opportunity to be involved in a perfor¬ 
mance experience, the nature of 
which varied from school to school. 

Students at the Lynch School per¬ 
formed a collection of songs entitled 
“The Treasure Chest of American 
Music," which traced the routes of 
popular American musical forms. 

At the Ambrose and Vinson-Owen 
schools, separate performances of a 
play highlighting the western expan¬ 
sion, “How The West Was Really 
Won,” were features.

Staff safe 


Shoot yourself in the foot 

Maybe Precinct 8 residents and their allies don’t have a 
monopoly on foolishness, but you wouldn’t know it from the way 
they act. 

The voting down of Articles 16, 17 and 18, which would have 
released the Woburn Loop property for sale, was downright 
criminal, and more amazingly, not even in the best interests of 
the neighborhood that argued at such length against passage. 

Richard Russo explained in language even a baby could 
understand that he was going to build anyway on his property, 
but without the zoning change he was requesting, the develop¬ 
ment would be more obnoxious to those living in the area. 

Mike Connolly’s arguments that passage should not be granted 
until the town recognized the water problem in the area were 
completely spurious, as the future homeowners on Russo's 
property will use water whether they live in townhouses or 
duplexes, as Lorna Tseckares pointed out. 

In fact Connolly is not the worst culprit. Those who were 
hypnotized by his meanderings and fooled into voting against the 
articles were more to blame. By himself, he would be harmless. 

Even Connolly could be made to understand that the town was 
ready to take the proceeds from the sale and plow them back into 
repairing the water problems on the north side. How this failed to 
dawn on him is incomprehensible. 

Money is hard to come by these days, in case anyone up there 
hasn’t noticed, and the town is not going to produce a magic 
$500,000 by reaching into its sleeve. The money to fix the very 
real water problems in the near term could only come from the 
developers. 

The next time any chunks of money of the size necessary to 
address the north side’s water problems can be sprung loose is at 
fall Town Meetng, when a 30-year bond issue can be introduced. 

There’s only one catch: to fund a bond issue, an override or 
exemption from Proposition 2 1/2 is required, and guess who has 
been screaming, “No override!” all this time? You got it right. 
Those same Precinct 8 residents. 

Then there was the refusal to sell Winchester Professional 
Partners the strip of the Loop behind their office building. With it 
they could have built additional commercial space there. 

Zoning was not the issue. Both their site and the Loop behind it 
are already zoned Light Industrial. The water usage impact on 
the neighborhood of an office building that functions during the 
day would be minimal. 

Arguments offered by Mary Pronski were completely off the 
mark. She cited the wrong piece of legislation to defend her case. 
Luckily, Whip was there to set the record straight. But she wasn't 
deterred by the facts; she knew what she wanted. 

The neighborhood had a legitimate gripe about Ferrari’s 
poison dump. First, it is a hazard and second, and from a political 
point of view perhaps more importantly, Charles Ferrari made a 
point over the years of thumbing his nose at the neighbors. 

It’s not a big surprise that they were gunning for him in Town 
Meeting. This comes under the category of “We get mad and we 
get even.” Fair enough. 

The other Town Meeting members recognized the situation and 
were ready to remove the Ferrari property from the package. 

But even so, a strong argument could be made that allowing 
Ferrari to develop would have led to a privately funded clean-up 
of the site. Now there will be no clean-up at all. 

In the same vein, allowing the three developers to purchase 
their abutting portions of the Loop would have led to a nicer 
looking area. They all had extensive landscaping plans. 

Imagine, those of you who live there, that all this would have 
led to an increase in your property values. But no one was 
thinking that far ahead. 

The north side has an inferiority complex about not being as 
chi-chi as the rest of town, but when the hand is stretched out to 
pull the area abord, the residents take a good chomp our of it. 

One very wise member of a town board said, "Don’t blast 
Precinct 8. That’s just the problem. The town has to be unified." 

So stretching patience to its limits, let’s look at the other side 
.for a moment. 

It is true that the town was not as aware as it should have been 
of the water problem. Perhaps this obstructionist intervention 
could be likened to a sit-in, which accomplishes nothing in and of 
itself, but serves to draw attention to the plight of a beleaguered 
minority. 

The sit-in worked. The town is painfully aware of the problem. 
The only trouble is the sit-in destroyed the most immediate 
means to solve the problem. 

Also, the Rock Avenue dump site has been a thorn in John 
Morgan’s side for many years, and he must have been satisfied to 
see Ferrari get nailed. But who is going to clean up that site now? 
Ferrari can walk away. 

To be constructive about it, let me suggest the following: When 
Town Meeting rolls around next fall, Precinct 8 should be ready 
in spades to vote for an exemption for a bond issue to fund the 
cleaning and lining of the north side pipes. 

In addition, when the developers come tiptoeing back with 
revised plans, which they might very well do, consider the 
increase in real estate prices their projects are likely to bring the 
neighborhood. 

And if that’s not enough, remember all the other things: money 
for water systems, housing units, improved roads, landscaping, 
tax dollars and clean-up. 

Why not try a little progress?

As fifth- and sixth- 
graders got up on stage to perform in 
the Lincoln School Talent Show, with 
skits ranging from Tiffany's "Without 
You” to a classical concerto by Clare 
Jacobs, I was reminded of another 
pure talent who in addition to display¬ 
ing a friendly charm beyond his 
years, was also an All-American 
basketball star at the University of 
Maryland. 

Len Bias, according to his mother, 
Lonise, who spoke at the Winchester 
High School Friday morning, was an 
ordinary student with an extraor¬ 
dinary talent for placing a basketball 
through a metal ring. Hailing from 
Handover, Md., Len crossed 
socioeconomic levels to excel in a 
sport where few can forge an oppor¬ 
tunity to rise above their environ¬ 
ment. Len, did not just avoid the 
hurdles of prejudice and poverty, he 
met each head on and surpassed it. 
Ironically, at the pinnacle of his suc¬ 
cess, after graduating from the 
University of Maryland and having 
been recruited as the Celtics number 
one draft choice, Len stumbled “in 
the home stretch" and died from an 
overdose on June 18, 1986. 

“It takes tragedy to bring on 
change,” entreated Lonise Bias who 


in addition to needing no microphone, 
wanted no sympathy as a bereaved 
mother. She came to Winchester to 
talk "with" the 11th and 12th grade on 
a mission to address “the causes of 
teenage tragedy, not just the symp¬ 
toms.” By weaving a message from 
the folds of everyday life, such as 
videos by Michael Jackson and songs 
by Whitney Houston, Mrs. Bias com¬ 
bined common sights with mind- 
tingling insight, “The greatest love of 
all comes from the inside, not the out¬ 
side.” 

The education did not end with 
discussion of drug abuse/self abuse, 
however. Mrs. Bias mourned all 
mothers around the world who had to 
put their “babies" to rest. She em¬ 
phasized how beautiful people have to 
deal with depression, unfulfilling jobs, 
adversity, and peer pressure. 
Therefore, it is most important to 
“know who you are and work for 
things that ultimately bring you 
fulfillment, not mere pleasure." The 
audience remained riveted to their 
chairs during the heartfelt recollec¬ 
tions of the Bias’ experiences and un¬ 
wound with familiar chuckles when 
the mother talked about family love, 
“That’s why we’re on you as parents 
about ‘Where are you going?’ ’Who 
are you going with?’ and ’When are 
you coming home?’ ” She said. 

When I think of Len Bias, I think 
of my old college roommate, “Har- 
no." John Harness was much like the 
kids who performed at Lincoln School 
Thursday night and even more like 
Len ... everybody loved him and 
recognized him as a bright comet 
shedding light on everything in its 
path. John was coming home one 


warm, starry night in Kentucky with 
a bunch of buddies with whom he just 
attended a formal dance. The gang, 
after having “only a few” stopped on 
a local bridge to play “chicken” with 
the cool waters 40 feet below. On a 
dare the first friend dove into the dark 
abyss. Not feeling any pain, John 
followed his friend to the shallow 
waters below. He jumped and entered 
eternity. This July marks the fifth an¬ 
niversary of the deceased man whom 
the newspapers declared as "Ken- 
tuck's Next Governor.” 

Substance abuse in not restricted 
to basketball players, nor people from 
the south. It is a worldwide disease 
that plagues every community and 
confronts every individual sometime 
in his/her life. Although increased 
penalties against individuals possess¬ 
ing illegal substances or contributing 
to the delinquency of minors are 
laudable, such punishment is only 
reactionary. 

Preventative emphasis similar to 
that provided on Friday morning by 
Mrs. Bias is imperative. It could 
t mean the difference between talent 
growing or talent dying. The 
“Women’s Club Juniors," “Win¬ 
chester High School Drug and Alcohol 
Education Program” and “The Coun¬ 
cil on Youth” should be congratulated 
for their active and personal message 
to each individual in the auditorium. 

With junior and senior proms ap¬ 
proaching, Mrs. Bias’ pleadings are 
very timely and fitting. “Drugs force 
you to put chains around your hands, 
your wrists and your mind. You can 
make it without them! But, you have 
to fight! The greatest love of all is the 
love you have for yourself. Find 


strength in love! Be high on life!”

Crime-fighters don’t deserve food stamps

The attorneys who prosecute 
Massachusetts’ child rapists, 
burglars, drug dealers, murderers, 
robbers, drunk drivers and other 
assorted common criminals are paid 
significantly less than those appointed 
by the state to defend people charg¬ 
ed with such crimes. 

The starting salary for an assis¬ 
tant district attorney is $18,000. The 
starting salary for a public defender 
(the “Committee for Public Counsel 
Services”) is $27,225: a difference of 
$9,225 — more than 50 percent of the 
ADA’s salary. The ADAs have not 
received a pay raise in over five 
years: in January of 1983 the starting 
salary moved from $16,000 to $18,000, 
where it has remained to date. 

Rep. Richard Voke and Sen. Pat 
McGovern made verbal and written 
committments to raise ADAs’ pay in 
the 1989 fiscal year budget. Yet, amid 
Gov. Michael Dukakis' presidential 


aspirations, Voke released the pro¬ 
posed budget last week, and no funds 
for such a raise are included. 

Assistant district attorneys are not 
motivated by money: if they were, 
they would be in the private sector, 
where law firms offer starting 
salaries of more that $55,000. But 
assistant district attorneys also have 
to eat, raise children and pay the rent 
(home ownership is just a fantasy in 
this job). The result of a pay scale of 
roughly $1,000 take home a month, 
combined with college and law school 
debts, is that district attorney’s of¬ 
fices suffer very high turnover rates. 
Committed, experienced, talented at¬ 
torneys who want to continue serving 
the public as prosecutors are forced 
to leave. The only ones who stand to 
gain from this are defendants and 
their attorneys (many of whom are 
also legislators). 

I am a graduate of Princeton 
University and Harvard Law School. 
1 came to the Middlesex District At¬ 
torney’s Office after a clerkship with 


a United States district court judge. 
I chose this job over offers in the 
private sector because I am inspired 
by the compelling challenges and 
responsibilities of this public service 
position. 

I am not using this job as a 
springboard to a job in a high-paying 
law firm: I have worked in a few, and 
I have made my choice. I am commit¬ 
ted to the people I serve. I know that 
it makes a difference to a victim to 
hear a judge or a jury hold a criminal 
responsible for his or her actions. I 
know that no “war against drugs” or 
struggle to end violence has any 
chance of success without skilled, 
prepared, experienced prosecutors. 

But, like my colleagues, I run the 
risk of financial suicide just by work¬ 
ing hard at what I feel I do best, and 
what I feel the public deserves. Given 
the hours we work, the responsibility 
we bear, and the education and train¬ 
ing we completed to become at¬ 
torneys, it is bothersome to have to 
ask for a reasonable, livable wage.

Welfare attorneys are paid star¬ 
ting salaries of $27,303 to $40,984; 
revenue department attorneys start 
at $27,303 to $35,878; social service 
department attorneys start at $27,303 
to $40,989; and of course, defense at¬ 
torneys start at $27,225. 

What politics explains the dispari¬ 
ty with the $18,000 allotted to an ADA? 
Why does this disparity continue, 
year after year? Our office workload 
had dramatically increased — 500 
percent last year in the area of child 
abuse alone — yet our salaries 
haven’t budged in more than five 
years. 

Last year a special commission 
was formed to examine state pay 
levels. We were told this would be a 
thoughtful, impartial look at how 


state officials are paid. As a result of 
the commission, Dukakis received a 
pay raise. State legislators received 
a pay raise. Defense Attorneys 
received a pay raise. District At¬ 
torneys received a pay raise. A pay 
raise was recommended for assistant 
district attorneys — for which we 
waited with baited breath — yet no 
money was appropriated in last 
year's budget, and Dukakis' propes- 
ed 1989 budget reveals that the long 
overdue, promised appropriation has 
fallen victim to the governor's na¬ 
tional campaign. 

The budget went to the floor for 
debate this past Monday. Rep. Paul 
White will offer an amendment on 
behalf of all 500 state ADAs to raise 
their starting salary to $27,000. 

To pass, the amendment required 


81 favorable votes (assuming the 
legislators allow it to even reach a 
vote). Are there 81 representatives 
who will acknowledge the public safe¬ 
ty concerns in present ADA pay 
levels? Are there 81 representatives 
who care whether the DAs’ offices are 
adequately staffed? Are there 81 
representatived who are troubled by 
the fact that a new assistant district 
attorney with two children qualifies 
for food stamps? As the budget 
debate unfolds, our representatives 
will answer these questions with their 
votes.

Handicapped kids 
need camping fun 
this summer, too 

TO THE EDITOK: 

Winchester children are in need of 
help. So far, the Mystic Valley Coun- 
cil for Children's Campershjip Coali¬ 
tion has received more than $1,200 in 
requests for summer camp financial 
assistance from Winchester special 
needs students but only $295 in con¬ 
tributions from Winchester residents 
and organizations. 

Many of these Winchester children 
are physically and mentally han¬ 
dicapped; others are emotionally and 
developmentally disabled. All of these 
children have received strong letters 
of support from doctors, social 
workers and special education in¬ 
structors who attest to their need for 


a nurturing summer camping ex¬ 
perience. In addition, all of the 
families of these children have sub¬ 
mitted financial records that 
demonstrate their need for 
assistance. 

If these Winchester children are 
unable to attend a camp this summer, 
they will likely regress substantially 
in their physical, emotional and social 
development due to a lack of services 
and social isolation. 

Of the six communities that the 
Mystic Valley Campership Coalition 
serves (the others are Lexington, Arl¬ 
ington, Burlington, Woburn, and 
Wilmington), Winchester is third in 
the total amount of money requested 
and first in the amount of money re¬ 
quested per child. 

Thanks to the compassion and 
generosity of our past supporters, the 
Campership Coalition has been able 
to provide children from Winchester 
with the special services and recrea¬ 


tional experiences they needed to pro¬ 
gress and thrive each year since these 
campaigns began in 1981. But, unless 
Winchester church groups, civic 
organizations and residents con¬ 
tribute the money that is needed this 
year to provide financial assistance 
for these children, none of these 
children will Ire able to enjoy the sum¬ 
mer camping experience that they so 
desperately need. 

It's said that it takes a communi¬ 
ty to raise a child. This saying is 
especially true when that child is han¬ 
dicapped. We hope that the people of 
Winchester will show the community 
spirit and kindness that Winchester is 
famous for and contribute whatever 
amount of money they can to this wor¬ 
thy cause. One hundred percent of all 
donations will be applied to camper- 
ships. No administrative costs will be 
deducted. Checks should be made out 
to “Cambridge Camping Mystic 
Valiev Account."

Seniors learn how exercise 
can help avoid osteoporosis

Susan Powers, R.N., director of 
community education at the Win¬ 
chester Hospital, is a member of the 
Jenks Senior Center Health Commit¬ 
tee. Recently, she arranged a 
valuable program at the center on the 
subject of osteoporosis. Barbara 
Reed, director of physical therapy 
and rehabilitation at the hospital 
presented important information 
about the prolonged loss of bone 
mass, which weakens the skeleton 
and can result in spontaneous frac¬ 
tures. The thinning of the bones and 
increased porosity are evident. She 
stated that after the age of 40, more 
bone loss takes place than is gained. 

More than 5 million women in the 
United Stales suffer from 
osteoporosis. Eighty percent of all hip 
fractures, which account for an 
estimated $1 billion a year in medical 
costs, occur in post-menopausal 
women. By the age of 60, women suf¬ 
fer 10 times more forearm fractures 
than men of the same age. It is believ¬ 
ed that the absence of the reproduc¬ 
tive hormone, estrogen, contributes to 
the high incidence of osteoporosis in 
this age group. 

From the ages 65 to 69, this bone 
problem affects 73.5 percent of 
females and by the age of 75, the 
percentage reaches 89. An inadequate 
calcium intake and a sendentary life 
encourage the onset of osteoporosis. 
North American, European and Scan¬ 
dinavian women who may have a 
milk allergy are affected. Hyper¬ 
parathyroidism, hyperthyroidism, 
kidney disease, rheumatoid arthritis 
and gastrectomy influence the dif¬ 
ficulty. 

People who have osteo show symp¬ 
toms of loss of up to 6 inches in height. 
The waist disappears, the abdomen 
protrudes, teeth become loose and the 
skin is thin. The problem is diagnos¬ 
ed by X-ray, which does not show up 
until 30 percent of the bone is gone. 
The densitometry test is used to 


diagnose the problem. It is easier to 
prevent than to cure osteoporosis by 
adding calcium and vitamin D to the 
diet. Eat less meat and more 
vegetables per advice of Pam Cote, 
a registered dietician at the Win¬ 
chester Hospital. Drink plenty of 
milk, since calcium in the blood slows 
down bone loss. Use yogurt, a good 
source of calcium, the major mineral 
in bone. 

Excessive protein prevents the 
body from absorbing calcium. Avoid 
fat and caffein. From ages 40 to 50, 
bone reabsorption assumes the domi¬ 
nant role and the bone mass gradual¬ 
ly declines. Calcium is at the very 
heart of the osteoporosis problem. 
Follow a regular program of exercise 
and sunshine. 

Exercise for at least twenty 
minutes three times weekly. 
Strengthen abdominal and back 
muscles. Bike, do calisthenics, use 
the rowing machine, do square danc¬ 
ing, swim or walk. Increasing the 
heartbeat is essential to keeping bone 
masses strong.

CSA takes a look 
backward in time 

The town's celebration of its 350th 
birthday has created a lot of interest 
in looking back in time and 
remembering how things were and 
how they are now. The Community 
Schools Association’s recent annual 
meeting spent some time reviewing 
the history of CSA and revealed some 
interesting facts and issues. 

The forerunner of CSA was the 
Winchester Mothers’ Association. An 
article in The Winchester Star from 
March 12,1920, revealed that the first 
Mothers’ Association was formed 100 
years ago, in 1888. In 1907 teachers 
were asked to join the group, and a 
yearly membership fee of 25 cents 
was charged. According to the article 
in the Star ‘‘its aim has been mutual 
helpfulness in all matters concerning 
home and school life, chiefly the 
home, as out of it are the issues of life, 
to the children." Although the focus 
has shifted somewhat, many of the 
same issues and goals remain today. 

Going back through the archives 
to the 1950’s, CSA was concerned that 
our teachers were being paid less 
than other nearby towns. There was 


also a drive to form the “motor corps 
of mothers.” The corps was to be 
made up of mothers who, in case of 
an air raid, would drive to schools, 
pick up the children and drive them 
to safety 40 miles away! 

The first discussions about a Youth 
Center were held back in the '50’s and 
continued on through the ‘60’s. The 
hot issues of the 1960’s were sex 
education in the schools and the fact 
that the per pupil ratio expenditure in 
Winchester was much less than in 
other towns in the area. 

The CSA Enrichment Committee 
was formed in the 1970’s and a peti¬ 
tion was circulated to change the 
number of school committee 
representatives from five to seven. 
The 70’s also faced budgetary con¬ 
cerns and questions were raised about 
how involved CSA should become in 
town issues. 

Clearly the activites and concerns 
of CSA in the past are similar to those 
of today. School committee atten¬ 
dance, enrichment activites, par¬ 
ticipation in the scholarship 
foundation, and concerns about the 
budgetary process are outgrowths of 
the past. CSA continues to be involv¬ 
ed in the relevant issues that 
challenge education in Winchester.

Winchester to get state polling funds 


State Auditor A. Joseph DeNucci 
announced May 19 that Winchester 
will receive $2,(M8 of offset its increas¬ 
ed costs for coverage of extending 
voting hours for the 1988 September 
and November elections. 

Auditor DeNucci said, “Increasing 
polling hours statewide from 7 a m. 
to 8 p.m. allows citizens additional 
time to vote, but it also means that the 
cost of polling has increased." 


According to DeNucci, his Division 
of Local Mandates is responsible for 
ensuring that cities and towns are 
reimbursed for any expenses incur¬ 
red from stale mandates. Under the 
polling law, communities must pro¬ 
vide documentation of their addi¬ 
tional polling costs to the division for 
review and certification, before the 
documents are forwarded to the 
secretary of stale’s office.

Boston College 
economist predicts 
decline in housing 
market 

CHESTNUT HILL, MA — Rising 
housing prices caused by New Eng¬ 
land’s current economic boom pose a 
serious threat to continued expansion 
and may actually help strangle the 
region’s growth, according to Boston 
College Economics Department 
Chairman Assoc. Prof. Harold 
Petersen, who recently warned New 
England legislators of the peril and 
suggested steps which could avert a 
crisis. 

"Buying housing now is a little like 
buying common stock in September, 
just after the August peak,” Petersen 
said, "though nobody expects housing 
prices to crash like stocks did. It will 
take a while.” He warns that condi¬ 
tions are ripe for a “correction” 
sparked by rising labor costs, afford¬ 
able housing shortages and the chang¬ 
ing American financial picture. 

The rising cost of housing, espe¬ 
cially rental housing, is pricing 
workers out of the market, Petersen 
maintains. An economic slowdown 
could trigger a snowball effect where 
fewer workers would be able to afford 
housing and would be forced to leave 
the region, creating a housing glut 
and a drop in prices. 

Petersen traces the problem back 
to the 1970s when generous tax breaks 
on the high interest rates of the time 
encouraged landlords and homebuy- 
ers to invest in housing. The recent 
tax law changes and lower interest 
rates of the 1980s, however, have 
removed many of those incentives. 
Petersen added that landlords are 
reacting by selling their buildings or 
converting them to condominiums, 
displacing renters who are having a 
difficult time finding new homes they 
can afford to rent or buy. 

Petersen said this recent trend, 
possible future ramifications from the 
October stock market crash and cuts 
in New England’s share of govern¬ 
ment defense contracts could 
combine to raise unemployment 
significantly. Petersen said such a 
combination would result in lay offs 
in traditional and high-tech jobs, forc¬ 
ing those workers lo leave tne region. 
He added the situation would snow¬ 
ball as housing starts drop and con¬ 
struction workers are forced from 
New England, creating a glut of hous¬ 
ing followed by a sharp drop in prices. 

In remarks delivered at the 
Caucus of New England State Legis¬ 
latures Conference on Economic 
Growth and Affordable Housing in 
Bedford, N.H. in January, Petersen 
advised legislators to resist employ¬ 
ers urging them to facilitate more 
housing construction as a means of 
attracting workers to the region. 
Instead, he urged lawmakers to 
encourage better use of existing hous¬ 
ing, including eliminating of the “bed 
and breakfast" taxes. "The last thing 


we want to do is impose taxes on Ihose 
who have a spare bedroom or two 
available and might be willing to rent 
them,” Petersen said, “That’s hous¬ 
ing available to a worker moving in 
looking for a job or a family looking 
to double up.”

A motion seeking $575,000 for a 
water program in Precinct 8 was 
ruled out of order by Moderator 
John Sullivan during last Thursday 
night’s Town Meeting session. 
Faced with indefinite postponement 
of their motion, spokesmen for the 
neighborhood vowed to oppose any 
development of the Woburn Loop 
until their water problems are 
addressed. 

The motion sought funds to study 
the inadequate water pressure in the 
Russell Road, Sheridan Circle and 
North Main Street section of Pre¬ 
cinct 8, and to correct the problem 
by floating a bond issue. 

Sullivan said he told sponsors the 
article would be out of order three 
weeks before it came before the 
Town Meeting. The moderator said 
he based his ruling on the request to 
fund a study and seek a capital 
expenditure in the same motion. 

In reference to the bonding issue, 
Sullivan said “when anybody has the 
intent to burden future taxpayers, it 
is appropriate, if not legally neces¬ 
sary, to adeqately warn the public.” 
Outside Prop 2 Vi 

The article, proposed by Town 


Meeting member Michael Connolly, 
and drafted by bond counsel Palmer 
and Dodge, received no support 
from Sullivan. He pointed out that 
the appropriation would put the 
budget outside the limits of Proposi¬ 
tion 2*2, and Town Meeting would 
have to “start from scratch.” 

When asked by Sullivan for 
another motion, Connolly proposed a 
slightly reworded version of his orig¬ 
inal article. 

Sullivan again declared the 
motion out of order, and told Connol¬ 
ly he could make one of two choices, 
"Appropriate money for a study or I 
will move indefinite postponement." 

With a motion for indefinite post¬ 
ponement, Connolly was able to 
speak on behalf of his motion. 

Connolly stated that Precinct 8 
residents are “still frustrated”, and 
said he felt the board of selectmen 
“continually failed to recognize our 
problem.” 

“There’s no question about it. This 
(motion) is lost," said Connolly. 
“You've got to have eyes in the back 
of your head to keep up with town 
officials.” 

Residents, asserted Connolly 
“don’t want any more studies.”

Dinner honors Rich

After 59 years of service to the 
town of Winchester, and still count¬ 
ing, Dr. Leonor Ri^h was cited for 
her overwhelming contributions to 
the town. 

Friends, family and former stu¬ 
dents gathered to share songs and 
stories, laughter and memories, and 
to honor Rich as the Chamber of 
Commerce’s ninth annual Outstand¬ 
ing Citizen at the May 18 award 
dinner. According to Chamber Pres¬ 
ident Marcia Saltmarsh, Rich is the 
first woman and first educator cho¬ 
sen as a recipient of the award. 

Rich’s first career was as an edu¬ 
cator. In 1929, she came to Winches¬ 
ter as a teacher at the Washington 
School. She was later made princi¬ 
pal of that school, a position which 
she held for 27 years. 

After retiring in 1972, Rich 
became involved with the Council on 
Aging and the Winchester Seniors 
Association, as a founder, and is also 
active at the First Congregational 
Church. 

“I thought I had reached the 
heights of glory when a scholarship 
was established in my name" upon 
retirement, said Rich. “But here is 
another pinnacle of joy. Utopia can’t 
be an improvement on this hour.” 


Former State Senator Sam Roton- 
di Jr. said Rich was “a very impor¬ 
tant part of my life and all of my 12 
brothers and sisters (lives). She 
deserves the honor just for dealing 
with us.” 

Rotondi said Rich dealt witli more 
than basic education as an admini¬ 
strator. lie remembered how she 
had consoled him when his grand 
mother died, his first confrontation 
with death. 

“She talked to me not about death, 
but about winters lhal turn into 
springs,” said Rolondi, a concept 
which he said has always stayed 
with him. 

Rich is also active at the First 
Congregational Church, where she 
serves as church historian and a 
choir member. 

Before presenting the award, Mar¬ 
cia Saltmarsh read a letter from two 
of Rich’s friends indicating that a 
section of the new birthing unit at 
Winchester Hospital has been 
donated in Rich’s name. 

In accepting the award, Rich said 
she was "very humble" and “very 
happy.” As she has watched her 
former students grow, becoming 
lawyers and doctors, representa¬ 
tives and upstanding citizens, she 
said, "I bask in the glory of their 
achievements.”

offers unique musicaC treat 


ainters have flocked 
to Rockport on Cape Ann since the 
early part of the century. For years 
a remote, quiet fishing village on 
the Atlantic seacoast, Rockport 
has slowly evolved into a vital and 
highly respected gathering place 
for both professional and amateur 
visual artists. 

The special light, the harbor 
inhabited by colorful fishing 
boats, the fishing shacks, the 
gulls, the beaches and the majes¬ 
tic granite rocks, the old New 
England homes: these are just 
some of Rockport's features which 
have drawn men and women to 
paint on her shores. 

Thanks to two enterprising 
musicians and one Rockport busi¬ 
ness man. as well as scores of 
others who have generously 
offered help over the years, the 
performance of classical chamber 
music has now joined painting as 
one of the treasures to be discov¬ 
ered in Rockport. 

While vacationing on the sea- 
coast one summer eight years ago, 
David Alplier and Laura Deis had 
an idea. An idea which, according 
to Alpher, they never really 
expected would happen, at first. 

Why not start a chamber music 
festival and recruit the very best 
chamber music groups to play 
here? With the help of Paul Silva, a 
Rockport businessman, scores of 
their friends and other interested 
people, the idea became a 
resounding reality. 

Enthusiastically gesturing 
around the Aldro T. Hibbard Gal¬ 
lery of the Rockport Art Associa¬ 
tion. home of the Rockport Cham¬ 
ber Music Festival, David Alpher 
said that he and his partner, Laau- 
ra Deis, wanted to bring chamber 
music back to its roots, so to 
speak. "I do not believe this kind 
of music should be played in con¬ 
cert halls and large auditoriums, 
and especially it should not be 
played with any amplification." 

Alpher emphasized that cham¬ 
ber music was written to be played 
in small intimate settings and the 
Hibbard Gallery is just that. The 


walls are covered with paintings, 
the wooden floor is wide and well 
worn. Just outside the gallery, 
which is in a structure behind the 
main building of the Art Associa¬ 
tion, a bronze woman sculpted by 
Rockport artist, Richard Recchia, 
looks lovingly down on a serene 
courtyard. 

The three-sided stage, which is 
situated on the long side of the 
hall, allows the audience to view 
and hear the musicians in-the- 
round. The excellent acoustics is 
one of the reasons the room was 
chosen for the concerts, says 
Alpher. 

The Rockport Chamber Music- 
Festival provides a unique musical 
format for both the players and the 
audience. During one week, two 
chamber music ensembles have 
the opportunity to play concerts 
alone and then later to play in 
collaboration with another group. 
For example, in 1987, one of the 
concerts featured the Bach Cham¬ 
ber Soloists and the Annapolis 
Brass Quintet playing a contem¬ 
porary piece, Divinity, by Henry 
Brant, and Aalessandro Scarlatti's 
Cantata: Su le Sponde del Tebro. 

This collaboration featured an 
unusual combination of instru¬ 
ments: flute, violin, cello, harpsi¬ 
chord, trumpet, horn, trombone 
and bass trombone. 

According to Alpher, this spe¬ 
cial collaborative feature makes 
the festival different from any 
other festival of its kind in the 
world. And world-renowned musi¬ 
cians are taking part in this musi¬ 
cal gem. This year, the Manhattan 
String Quartet, a festival favorite, 
returns to play the final week, 
from June 23 to June 26. Hailed 
by the Boston Globe as a "national 
treasure," the Quartet has per¬ 
formed in this country, Russia, 
Mexico and Europe. They have 
made numerous recordings and 
are currently Quartet-in-Residence 
at Western Connecticut State Uni¬ 
versity and at Music Mountain, 
Connecticut, America's oldest 
continuously-running chamber 
music festival. 


An die Musik, named for 
Schubert's setting of Schober’s 
poem, To Music, perform the 
same week ■ June 23-26. Their 
hallmark, according to the Festi¬ 
val brochure, is the "unusual com¬ 
bination of oboe, piano and string 
trio. This instrumentation allows 
them to explore a vast range of 
variety of classical, romantic and 
contemporary chamber music lit¬ 
erature unmatched by many con- 
ventionally comprised 
ensembles." 

For the collaborative concerts of 
these two groups, David Alpher 


will assist on piano while Lila Deis, 
an accomplished soprano, will 
also perform. 

A founder and artistic director 
of the festival, Lila Deis has been 
soloist with prominent ensembles 
on both sides of the Atlantic, 
including the Stuttgart Philhar¬ 
monic, Orchestra de la Suisse 
Romande, and the Oratorio Socie¬ 
ty of New York. She has appeared 
in Carnegie Hall and she recently 
recorded Carmina Burana with the 
Society.

The elderly sisters keep 
themselves busy holding prayer 
meetings, worrying about the way 
their father's flock has fallen pray 
to bickering and petty jealousy. To 
try to pull the community 
together, the sisters decide to pre¬ 
pare a meal to clebrate their 
father s 100th birthday. 

Which, finally, leads to the feast 
that not only gives the movie its 
title, it also gives the movie its 
soul. Babitte offers to make an 
authentic French dinner which 
worries the miserly sisters, but 
they agree out of respect tot 
Babette The meal she prepares 
makes the work of Julia Child 
seem like something you pick up 
at Burger King. It is a marvelous 
dinner, from the turtle soup to the 
multitude of wines. 

During the course ol the meal, 
the tastebuds of the townsfolk 
open up as they have never done 
before At the same time, then 


minds and hearts also open up. 
The sisters and their friends begin 
to talk about life, ande their love of 

it. 

Like little kids disco\ering the 
cookie jar for the first time, the 
sisters and their guests at first 
have a look of guilt. They figure 
they're enjoying themselves too 
much, and they figure that's a bad 
thing. One of the guests at the 
dinner is a very old Lowenheim. 
who has returned to the village 
temporarily and serves as a sort of 
conduit to the real world. He is the 
voice of sanity w ho lets the people 
know there's nothing bad about 
feeling good. 

And in the end. everyone is 
happy The sisters may have lost 
the opportunity for love many 
years ago. but on this night they 
discover that love and happiness 
have always existed in their hearts. 
They carry the wonderful possibili¬ 
ties of life within themselves every 
day 

This may sound like a rather 
high handed concept for a film, 
something too pretentious to be 
truly entertaining. However, 
nothing could be further from the 
tiutlr Babette's Feast is a simple, 
honest film that goes down easy 
and leaves a warm glow in its 
wake Just like a good wine.

The most common advice given 
to people who want to lose weight 
is to exercise along with reducing 
their caloric intake. It is almost 
universally accepted that the most 
effective type of exercise program 
to promote weight loss is aerobic 
exercize. The question now con¬ 
fronting health professionals and 
fitness enthusiasts is this; Are all 
types of aerobic exercise equally 
beneficial in promoting weight 
loss? 

The answer to this question may 
surprise you. Researchers at the 
University of California at Irvine ran¬ 
domly assigned 29 women who 
wanted to lose weight into one of 
three groups. The three groups 
were walkers, cyclists and swim¬ 
mers. Food intake was not 
restricted in any of the groups. At 
the end of six months, the average 
resting heart rate of the participants 
declined from 76 to 63 which in¬ 
dicates that all three groups had 
been getting roughly the same 
amount of aerobic exercise. The 
most interesting result of the study 
was that while the walkers and 
cyclists had average weight losses 
of 15 to 18 pounds respectively, 
the swimmers GAINED 3 'h pounds. 


The authors speculate that the 
swimmers probably ate more 
calories than they expended 
through exercise though the study 
does not explain why. The authors 
also speculate that while the swim¬ 
mers have gained some muscle 
they also retained more fat in order 
to insulate their bodies. This is 
because water is 30 times more ef¬ 
ficient at promoting heat loss than 
is air of the same temperature. Ad¬ 
ding extra fat slows down this heat, 
loss. 


Does this mean that if you want 
to lose weight that swimming 
should be avoided? Mo, because for 
many overweight people, swimm¬ 
ing is one of the few aerobic exer¬ 
cises that can be performed without 
fear of producing musculosketal in¬ 
juries. In order to get the greatest 
fat burning benefits of swimming, 
make sure that your heart rate is at 
60-80 percent of you predicted 
maximum heart rate for 20 to 30 
minutes. To determine your 
predicted maximum heart rate sub¬ 
tract you age from 220. The 
predicted maximum heart rate for 
a forty year old man or woman 


would be 180 beats per minute. 
This individual's heart rate while ex¬ 
ercising should be between 108 and 
144 beats per minute. That range 
of 60 to 80 percent of predicted 
maximum heart rate is known as 
your target heart rate training zone. 

If swimming is combined with 
healthy, low calorie, well balanced 
diet overweight people will lose 
weight while they improve their car¬ 
diovascular fitness. In addition, as 
these individuals become fitter they 
can then participate in weight bear¬ 
ing aerobic exercises such as fitness 
walking, jogging, aerobic dance 
classes and skipping rope. 

Although swimming may not 
produce the same weight loss 
benefits as other, more strenuous 
forms of aerobic exercise it does 
improve cardiovascular health as 
well as strengthen muscles, tendons 
and ligaments. The end result will 
be a happier, healthier, more 
energetic you.

rheic dermatitis as doctors call it, 
can have additional signs and 
symptoms. For instance, marked 
redness and swelling of the skin 
underlying the areas of flaking 
material can be indications of a 
more bothersome variety. 

This type of seborrheic der¬ 
matitis usually occurs in the 
hairline of the forehead, behind the 
ears and i.i the eyebrows. Frequent¬ 
ly it it see in the outer part of the 
ears, and sometimes it is even 
found away from the head on the 
abdomen near the navel or belly 
button. While the condition is most 
likely to appear in body areas with 
a high concentration of oil glands, 
a relationship with the overactivity 
of the oil glands has not been firm¬ 
ly established. We do know that 
seborrheic dermatitis is not caused 
by infection from bacteria of by a 
virus, and that flare-ups are fre¬ 
quently associated with periods of 
stress. 

This condition is frequently 
seen in older patients with such 
disorders as Parkinson's disease, 
which often increases secretions 
from the skin's oil glands. Babies 
also frequently get seborrheic 
dermatitis—most of us call the con¬ 
dition in infants cradle cap. But 
seborrheic dermatitis is a fairly 
common disorder in people of all 
ages. 


Generally doctors try to remove 
the scaling, reduce the oiliness of 
the skin, eliminate the inflamma 
tion and control the itching. Treat 
ment preparations often include 
simple, over-the-counter "medicat 
ed" shampoos or ointments. If these 
don't work, then a number of dif¬ 
ferent prescription items can be us 
ed, including topical steroid 
ointments. 

To stop excess flaking, your 
doctor can suggest a medication 
that will help remove dead skin 
cells faster than normal. Mild soaps 
with a vegetable oil base are best 
for bathing and shampooing be 
cause they do not irritate the in 
flamed skin. 

To treat cradle cap, a parent can 
apply baby oil or mineral oil to the 
crusty lesions on the baby's head 
The mineral oil softens the crust 
and makes it easier to remove with 
shampooing. 

An important part of treatment 
is education the patient that sebor 
rheic dermatitis is a disease that 
can come and go throughout life 
but which can be minimized with 
proper care.

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Popular khaki clothing originated as camouflage for Indian troops 


Khaki hush clothing, the current rage 
for stylish outdoor wear, was a form of 
camouflage clothing first developed by a 
British officer for his corps of Indian 
guides during the British colonization of 
India. 

The material and functional military 
design became popular as outdoor wear 
for big game hunts and safaris. 

The earth-colored cotton material has 
gone through many popularity cycles and 
recently came back into the public eye 
after the release of Out of Africa, starring 
Robert Redford and Meryl Streep. 

The word "khaki" is derived from a 
Persian or Hindustani word meaning 
"dust," which is how the material was 
first dyed. In 1846, Sir Harry Lumsdcn, 


then a British lieutenant, directed his 
corps of Indian guides to dye their white 
cotton uniforms with either river mud or 
majari, a substance made from the juice 
of a dwarf palm. 

This produced a uniform that blended 
into the color of the surrounding coun¬ 
tryside, which helped prevent his troops 
from being spotted prematurely by en¬ 
emy forces. 

Different British Army units tried us¬ 
ing the khaki-colored clothing in many 
campaigns, but had trouble getting a uni¬ 
form color that did not fade rapidly. 

In 1884, they developed a colorfast 
dyestuff that helped increase the use and 
popularity of the clothing. 

The first general use of khaki on a ma¬ 


jor scale occurred in 1902, but it wasn't 
until the 1940s that the khaki uniform, in 
more or less the same design as we know 
it today, became standard battle-dress for 
the military forces of many nations. 

It was during this time that khaki cloth¬ 


ing became a favorite of adventurers, hunt¬ 
ers and other outdoorspeople because of 
its comfort, resistance to snags, and color.

For family fishing fun: 
Planning ahead is the key 


For great family fun, catching fish (any 
kind of fish!) can turn a “ho-hum" outing 
into a memorable occasion. And that 
means being prepared for whatever spe¬ 
cies might be “eatchable" in your area. 

Versatility in equipment selection 
plays an important part in the fishing ex¬ 
perience, so families should plan for 
bass, walleye, catfish, erappie, biuegill or 
other common fish species. Skill levels of 
the angling participants should be taken 
into consideration, too. 

A good assortment of basic spin-cast 
reels and rods, as well as spinning or 
baitcast tackle, should be included. 

The fishing tackle experts at Zcbco 
suggest you keep in mind yet another as¬ 
pect of versatility: The size of the equip¬ 
ment. 

The difference between ultralight and 
heavy-duty reels and rods, for example, 
can make a big difference when trying to 
land a feisty erappie or a monster bass. 

But a family doesn't need to bring a 
carload of gear to catch fish or enjoy an¬ 
gling at the lake. Versatility means mak¬ 


ing a few reels do the job of many. But 
how? 

One spinning reel, for example, might 
be able to handle line from four-pound 
test monofilament to 14-pound test. And 
a couple of rods from light to medium 
action will cover many angling situations. 

The important thing to consider is the 
line weight. If the reel is spooled with 14- 
pound test line, and the situation calls for 
six-pound line, what can an angler do? 

Changing the line is a possibility. But 
that usually takes more time than an in¬ 
experienced angler wants to spend. In¬ 
stead, purchase extra spools for both 
spin-cast and spinning reels, and have 
them wound with various pound lines. 
Then, if a lighter or heavier line is 
needed, a quick spool change makes it 
possible. 

Be prepared. Be versatile. Take tackle 
suited to the anglers in the family, plus 
extra spools of various line sizes. Follow 
those guidelines and you're ready for 
hours of family fun! ©

the angle of view lo bring a subjecl closer 
(like a telescope) or include more of it. 

They obviously come in handy when 
you can't get close enough to a subject to 
fill your camera's viewfinder or when 
you can't hack up enough to get the 
whole scene in. 

Telephoto lenses come in various fixed 
focal lengths ranging from 90mm (short) 
to "long" lenses of 1000mm or more. 
The most commonly used telephoto lens 
today is an 80-200mm zoom lens which 
allows the photographer to zoom from 
short to medium magnification. 

Wide angle lenses are shorter in focal 
length than the normal 50mm lens. 
Lenses of 35mm and 28mm are most 
common. And. the shorter the focal 
length, the wider the angle of view. 

While the advantages these lenses of¬ 
fer are obvious, there are some limita¬ 
tions that must be considered. Telephoto 
lenses, for example, require the use of 
relatively fast shutter speeds to avoid im¬ 
age blur caused by the slight shaking of a 
hand-held camera during exposure. 

A fast film like Scotch ISO 400 print 
or slide film should be used, therefore, 
because it enables correct exposures un¬ 
der these conditions. 

Another option is to use a tripod to 
eliminate vibrations and provide shutter 
speed flexibility. 

Wide angle lenses, if used carelessly, 
can create very uncomplimentary distor¬ 
tions or make a scene appear unnatural. 

These lenses make objects close to the 
camera disproportionately large when 
compared with objects behind them. So, 
if you get too close with a wide angle 
when shooting a portrait, for example, 
the subject's nose may resemble that of 
Jimmy Durante. 

But. if used correctly, accessory lenses 
literally can open new photographic hori¬ 
zons for you and your camera. ® 


If you're using a 35mm camera, there's 
a good chance it came with a lens with a 
focal length of around 50mm —a so- 
called "normar lens for a 35mm camera. 

And, while a normal lens can be used 
in a wide variety of photographic situa¬ 
tions, occasionally you may find yourself 
wishing your camera could bring the 
action up closer, or broaden its angle of 
view to include more of a scene. 

If that’s the case, you may be in need 
of one or several accessory lenses. 


If your camera is one of the compact 
35mm “point and shoot” models, you 
probably will not be able to use lenses 
other than the normal lens provided with 
the camera. 

Single Lens Reflex (SLR) 35mm cam¬ 
eras, however, are designed to use a wide 
variety of interchangeable lenses. 

Other than normal, the choices arc 
wide angle or telephoto. When placed on 
your camera, these lenses actually distort 
a scene by either widening or narrowing

If you’re traveling... 

Protect film from heat, x-rays 


Photographic film has become so com¬ 
monplace that many people lake it for 
granted. Film, however, is a highly com¬ 
plex product consisting of up lo a dozen 
extremely thin layers of light-sensitive 
chemicals and filtering materials. 

If not treated with care, your film may 
not be able to deliver the sharp and col¬ 
orful images of which it is capable. 

Heat is one of the most serious offend¬ 
ers when it comes lo film damage. Gen¬ 
eral purpose films are designed to be 
stored and used at room temperature. 

Leaving film—even if it's in your 
camera —in a hot ear for more than a 
few hours can inhibit its ability to record 
scenes in their true colors. And exposed 
film is even more susceptible lo damage, 
because the latent image formed after ex¬ 
posure is unstable. 

• Traveling by air can pose another 


problem for picture takers. While x-ray 
or fluoroscopic examination of carry-on 
luggage is generally safe in the United 
States for film tip to ISO 1000. older in¬ 
spection equipment abroad may cause 
damage through fogging. And. as with 
heat, exposed film is more easily dam¬ 
aged. 

If traveling overseas, or if you know 
you'll be going through several plane 
changes en route to your domestic des¬ 
tination. it's a good idea either lo have 
your film and equipment hand inspected 
or to carry film in a lead-lined bag. These 
bags are inexpensive and available at most 
camera shops. 

Take good care of your film, because, 
no matter how careful you’ve been in 
composing or exposing your pictures, il 
the film's damaged, your photos will 
probably not meet your expectations. @

If this is not practical, the trailer’s 
Gross Vehicle Weight Rating —or 
GVWR—can be used as a guide. This 
figure should approximate the maximum 
weight of a fully loaded trailer, based on 
the manufacturer’s experience. 

In addition, the weight of the occu¬ 
pants and luggage or cargo to be carried 
in the tow vehicle itself should be in¬ 
cluded when calculating the required ca¬ 
pacity of the proposed tow vehicle. Like 
the trailer, everything in the tow vehicle 
adds to the weight of the load it must 
move. 

Ford also stresses the importance of 
having the required factory-installed 
equipment for satisfactory trailer towing. 
Most manufacturers, including Ford, of¬ 
fer special equipment in optional trailer 
lowing packages engineered to properly 
upgrade the vehicle to tow medium or 
heavy-duty trailers. 

Often, a bigger optional engine and a 
geared-down axle also are required. 
Many of these special components would 
be prohibitively expensive, if not impos¬ 
sible. to add later to a standard car or 
truck.

Right-of-way rules on the water 


Safely is a two-way slrecl. according 
lo the boating experts at Mariner Out¬ 
boards. Sharing tbe water with other 
boaters would be chaotic if it weren't lor 
accepted rules. 

There aren't any visible lines dividing 
the waterways into traffic lanes, but 
boaters operating in crowded lakes and 
harbors stay on their side of the road lo 
avoid collisions. 

The principle all must follow is: Only 
one boat bus the right-of-way. This boat 
is termed “privileged." and is expected 
to proceed without changing course or 
altering speed. A boat not having the 
right-of-way must yield to the privileged 
vessel. This is a simple rule, as these ba¬ 
sic situations show. 

• Crossing: Crossing occurs when two 
boats approach at an angle. A boat on the 
right (starboard) side of the other boat is 
privileged and has the right-of-way. That 
boat holds its course and speed. The 


"burdened" vessel yields by slowing 
down or stopping and passes behind the 
other boat. 

• Ovcrnikiiif!: When a boat overtakes 
another boat from the stern, the overlak 
mg boat is burdened. The privileged ves 
sel holds a steady course and speed. 

• Mil ling: When two boats meet each 
other, neither has the right-of-way. Both 
are required to turn to the right (star 
board) so they pass port to port. 

• General prudential rule: When a 
boater has attempted the steps outlined 
above and an accident still seems inev ita 
hie. then lie should do whatever is neces 
sary to avoid collision. 

• Special eireinnsumecs: Boats pro 

polled by oars or paddles have the right 
of-way over motor-powered boats. The 
same applies to sailboats. However, when 
a sailboat overtakes a powerboat, the 
powerboat is privileged and lias the 
right-of-way. ®

Age-old origins of modern boating terms 


If you're told there is a painter aboard 
your boat, don't start looking for some¬ 
one with a brush and can. In boating par¬ 
lance. a painter is a rope that is used to 
secure or low a boat. 

And, if you really want to get tech¬ 
nical. there are no ropes aboard boats: 
they’re called lines, halyards and haw¬ 
sers. depending upon the size and use. 

The language of boating is fascinating, 
especially when you learn the reasons be¬ 
hind the terminology. Many of the ori¬ 
gins of words we use in boating today are 
traceable to ancient cultures. 

Consider, for example, the commonly- 
used terms "port" and "starboard." 
Mercury Outboards' boating authorities 


researched these two important contem¬ 
porary boating words, and learned that 
the reasons for them can be traced to the 
Nile River nearly 5,(XX) years ago. 

The earliest known picture of a sailing 
craft is on tin Egyptian vase dating from 
3,200 B.C. It shows a papyrus boat with 
a steering oar located on the right side at 
the stern. 

Today, we call the right side of a boat 
the starboard side, a word that comes 
down to us from Old English, meaning 
"steering board." 

As boating developed and spread 
throughout the Old World, it became 
conventional to position the steering 
board .(or oar) on the right side of the 


boat. And that led to the creation of a 
word which designated the other side, 
which we call the port side. 

Again, a word derived from the Old 
English, "port" simply means the side of 
the ship which would be brought next to 
the quay (or dock) when in port. 

It was important to put that side next 
to shore; the steersman would be able to 
operate his oar without interference, and 
thus the port side was less fragile than 
the steering board side. 

For modern boaters, of course, port 
and starboard have different meanings, 
being associated mostly with navigation, 
and to distinguish one side of a boat from 
the other. ©

Tips for maintaining your outboard motor 


Bailers with little mechanical aplitude 
are ofien intimidated by their outboard 
motor, thinking it so complex that they 
must keep their hands off it. 

Not so. ad\ iso the Mercury Outboards 
sort ice people. You should have prob¬ 
lems taken care of by an authorized 
dealer, of course, and you should follow 
the owner's guide for scheduled mainte¬ 
nance In a dealer 

But there are some tilings you can do 
yourself that are easy, take little time, 
and mil keep your machine in lop oper¬ 
ating condition. 

I'se only oil recommended by the out- 
hoard's manufacturer. Don't stint. Saving 
a fen pennies by buying cheaper oil is a 
poor economy if your live or six-thou¬ 
sand dollar outboard is inadequately lu¬ 


bricated. 

Periodically you should: 

• Check for damaged, loose or missing 
parts: tighten or replace as required. 

• Add lubricant as needed to your gear 
housing as outlined in your owner's 
guide. Be careful not to overfill. 

• Cheek spark plug leads and electrical 
leads for damage. Then remove the plugs 
themselves for inspection: if they are 
badly fouled or worn, replace them. 

Make sure the gaskets are in place and 
put the specified new plugs in. Thread 
the plugs in In hand until they're finger 
tight, then tighten an additional quarter 
turn with a wrench. 

• Service the fuel filters, guided again 
by your owner's manual. Replace filters 
that appear to he contaminated. Then 


prime the fuel system and check for fuel 
leaks. 

• Once a year in fresh water (every 60 
days in salt water areas) pull the prop and 
lubricate the prop shaft with a product 
like Quicksilver 2-4-C. Inspect the prop 
and replace it if you have badly bent 
blades or pieces broken off. Reinstall the 
prop and tab washer and lighten the prop 
nut. 

• Inspect your outboard's trim tab if it 
has one. Replace it if more than half of it 
has eroded away. Don't paint a sacrificial 
trim tab. by the way. It's made to cor¬ 
rode; paint simply interferes with its pri¬ 
mary function. 

• Touch up scratched external surfaces 

with the primer recommended by your 
outboard’s manufacturer. fix)
